"But it's something that's part of my 


job and must be faced," he said. 


Scheuber said, "The money would al- 


low the village to put in water and sewer 
lines in the older section of town, expand 
and update the present facilities in the 
village, and most important provide 
funds to solve the flooding we've been 
screaming about for ten years," said 
Scheuber 


Asked why the water and sewer de- 


partment needed more money since a $3 
million revenue bond was recently issued 
for expansion, Scheuber said: 


"Close to $900,000 of that issue went for 


payment of the new DuPage County 
sanitary treatment plant to serve the 
Larwm Illinois Inc. development. Now 
we must build a duplicate plant on the 
same site to handle a duplicate plant on 
the same site to handle sewage from 
newly annexed 3-H acreage in DuPage 
County." 


The trustee pointed out that the Du- 


Page plant was built "willingly" by the 
officials as an inducement to annexation. 
"Without the Larwin annexation the vil- 
lage would have stayed small, with no 
hope for growth or additional funds for 
our treasury " 


"We need money now, badly. We have 


spent over $135,000 on approximately 40 
families the past 10 years," he said. 
Scheuber explained that builders dona- 
tions, village funds and recent com- 
mitment to an independent flood study, 
and other projects involving flooding, 
took over $135,000. "We do not have any- 
thing to show for this expense, at least 
no solution to the flooding," said Scheu- 
ber. 


There are over 200 homes in the origi- 


nal section of Hanover Park that do not 
have water or sewer facilities. 


Scheuber pointed out that the residents 


have septic systems that overflow and 
during flood times pollute water walls 
He said 22 families came to him for help 
recently and urged him to work with the 
board for some solution. 


"How can 
we neglect 
these 
in- 


corporators of our village? The very 
families that founded the community we 
live in must each spring face the fact 
that raw sewage seeps onto their lots 
from antiquated septic systems, while 
two blocks away, their neighbors enjoy 
city water and sewer service," he said.

DRUGS —Here's How Teens Started

Two clean, neatly dressed, calmly 


speaking teenagers Tuesday night told 
how they had begun using drugs, and 
progressed to the point where one nearly 
died and the other was on file with po- 
lice. They spoke before the Helen Keller 
Junior High School PTA. 


The speakers, John Courshon, 18, and 


Marcia Memoli, 17, are residents of 
Gateway House in Lake Villa, a non-prof- 
it Chicago based organization staffed 
completely by former drug users. It was 
established in 1964 as a live-in center for 
users to help them get off drugs, and 
now has two Chicago locations plus the 
one in Lake Villa. Their total population 
is 140 persons, ranging in age from 15 to 
61 years. 


Residents live completely in the cen- 


ters for at least the first eight months 
after they go to a Gateway House, the 
teenagers said. They have jobs, and each 
resident participates in therapy and sem- 
inar discussion groups, where they ex- 
plore feelings and problems they face 
currently or which may have ted to their 
drug use. 


In their second phase of residency, the 


former users still live in the house, but 
work or go to school on the outside. They 
still participate in the discussion groups 
but are given more freedom. The third 
phase is for persons living elsewhere, 
who must report back to the house regu- 
larly. 


There are three cardinals rules at the 


houses, John said. No chemicals of any 
kind are allowed on the premises, no 
physical violence is permitted, and 
threats of physical violence are prohibit- 
ed. Persons may say anything they want 
to during the therapy or seminar ses- 
sions, and are encouraged to air any 
feelings of hostility toward each other or 
persons outside. 


THE CHICAGO houses are 60 per cent 


funded by the Illinois State Mental 
Health program, and the Villa Park one 
is funded 60 per cent by a law enforce- 
ment commission grant. Other funds 
come from private donations. 


John said he had started using drugs 


when he was 15, beginning with mari- 
juana and later adding hashish, speed 
and barbiturates. "I got high, and liked 
them very, very much. And I knew from 
then on, this was what I was going to 
do," John said. 


John said he "got very involved with 


the whole drug culture," and if he had 
not gone to Gateway House, he now 
would be dead, in jail or "strung out" on 
drugs. At one point, he had nearly died 
from an overdose, he said. He went to 
Gateway House when his parents learned 
what he was doing, and told him to leave 
their home and go there or "anywhere 
else" he wanted to go, he said. He was 
afraid to try and support himself, he 
said, so he went to Gateway House. He 
has been there 19 months. 


Marcia, who said she started using 


marijuana in November, 1969, got her 
drugs from her boyfriend and his ac- 


quaintances. She did not get along with 
her mother, she said, and was "very re- 
bellious" against anything other people 
wanted her to do. When police arrested 
friends of hers who gave them her name, 
Marcia and her mother were called to 
police headquarters. The policeman that 
interrogated her was a supporter of 
Gateway House, and suggested she go 
there. She visited the center. "I didn'tt 
want to go It was a nuthouse. They were 
all heroin addicts," she said. But her 
mother gave her an ultimatum. Go to 
Gateway House or be locked in her room 
constantly. She went, and has stayed al- 
most 10 months. 


NEITHER 
TEENAGER 
now uses 


drugs, and they both said they had 
changed their outlook on life completely. 
They are doing well in school, they said, 
and are anxious to continue improve- 
ment Both reported improved relation- 
ships with their parents. They said the 


confrontations at Gateway House in the 
discussion groups were 90 per cent re- 
sponsible for their changes. 


In a question session, the approximate- 


ly ISO persons in the audience asked why 
the teens had started on drugs, if psy- 
chological problems are related to drug 
use, and how to deal with the problem 
locally. Both John and Marcia said they 
felt their parents had given them too 
much freedom, explaining they did not 
recommend stringent rules, but some pa- 
rental control Parents should be friends 
to their children, not power figures, said 
John. 


They said they had no solutions to the 


drug problem, except for adults to try to 
build understanding between themselves 
and their children, to admit that they 
also have problems, and to be good ex- 
amples to their children. Drug users can- 
not be helped unless they recognize use 
as a problem, they said. 


Sindelar Says Lions Pool Is Unsafe 


"You have a pool which is unsafe and 


probably was that way last year and if it 
is not brought up to standards I do not 
want to manage it," Jim Sindelar told 
Hoffman Estates Park Board members 
Tuesday. 


Sindelar, who has been hired to man- 


age Hoffman Estates Park District Lions 
Pool, now being acquired by the district 
from the village, was reporting on finan- 
cial projections concerning next sum- 
mer's pool operation. 


"I 
have never 
operated 
a pool 


where there has been a drowning or 
where there have been unsafe conditions 
and I don't intend to start now," Sindekr 
said 


Although it has been difficult to project 


because of inadequate records kept in 
prior years, Sindelar explained that to 
date he has arrived at an approximate 
budget of $35,689. 


"This pool is like a car which has 


come to its second round of major 
maintenance and, frankly, needs a lot," 
he emphasized. 


MAINTENANCE MUST be done at the 


pool and much equipment must be sent 
out for overhaul and "diving boards and 
guard stands are unsafe and in a condi- 
tion which no insurance company would 
approve" the manager continued. 


Estimated income would include a pos- 


sible $27,400 from family memberships, 
$13,000 from individual memberships, 
$7,000 m daily fees, $2,400 from lessons 
and $5,000 from the snack bar but the 
operation would probably produce a defi- 
cit of $5,000 the first year Sindelar said. 


Both income and swim season could be 


increased with purchase of a $1,500 heat- 
er but expenses would also suffer, he 
added. 


Salaries will run about $20,532, accord- 


ing to Sindelar who also commented that 
the anticipated hourly rates of $1.60 for 
life guards and $1 40 for bathhouse and 
snack bar employes could not ordinarily 
be offered. 


"IF DIFFERENT economic conditions 


prevailed, I couldn't even think about 
this kind of money but I am also taking 
into consideration that in this area the 
job market for teen agers is almost nil," 
he said. 


Park directors are in the process of 


working up a firm pool budget and wtll 
meet Thursday night in committee to 
outline finances. 


Meanwhile, Sindelar said he would in- 


terview prospective applicants for em- 
ployment at the pool Saturday from 1 to 
4 p.m. at Vogelei Park administration 
center.

James Hamill, currently president of 


the Harper College board of trustees, an- 
nounced yesterday he would not seek re- 
election next month as a board member. 


In a statement in which he blasted "ax 


grinders" seeking board election, Hamill 
explained that business responsibilities. I 
would keep him from Seeking reelection. 
I cannot continue devoting the time and 
work Harper deserves and requires," he 
stated. 


"In January, I was elected partner of 


my firm, involving heavier responsi- 
bilities. 


Hamill joins another incumbent, John 


Haas, in retirement. A third board in- 
cumbent member, Milton Hansen of Pal- 
atine, is seeking reelection. 


IN HIS ANNOUNCEMENT, Hamill 


stated, "Few citizens seem aware of the 
peril facing Harper in the April Board of 
Trustee election." 


He asserted that, if a second educator 


and second student win board seats, Har- 
per will be "self-governed," rather than 
"community governed." (A former stu- 
dent and college professor currently 
serve on the board; another student and 
a school nurse are seeking election.) 


"The taxpayers will foot the bill when 


ax grinding students and educators are 
in control. Those misguided Harper fac- 


ulty members supporting this cause seek 
power and envision sweetheart con- 
tracts," Hamill stated. 


He added, "The present college admin- 


istration responsible for what Harper is 
today will be whipsawed and undercut by 
a board subservient to faculty and stu- 
dents and they will either have to change 
or leave; and Harper will be the poorer 
for it." 


HAMILL STATED he has always sup- 


ported teachers and students in their 
proper roles, but that they should not 
serve as "ax grinding" board members. 
He adds they should not be in the major- 
ity on the college's board. 


He adds it will be easy for the "ax 


grinders" to band together and distribute 
literature throughout the district: 


"I hope before you accept a piece of 


literature from a bearded person at the 
polls asking you to vote you will have 
studied the qualifications of the candi- 
dates and the issues involved in this elec- 
tion and know who you are voting for."

Severe Criticism 
Of Fields Plans 


Severe criticism of proposed construc- 


tion of lighted football and baseball fields 
at Vogelei Park from an adjacent neigh- 
bor came to light this week 


In a letter to Hoffman Estates Park 


District dated March 9, Robert T Valen- 
tino. 146 Cambridge Lane, which is 
directly behind the area of the park on 
which fields are planned for placement, 
questioned the use of $15,000 per acre 
land for athletic fields 


Valentino, who us chairman of Hoffman 


Estates zoning board, commented that 
he feels it "admirable to read and hear 
that the park district is working closely 
with Hoffman Estates Athletic Associ- 
ation (HEAA) to improve various foot- 
ball and baseball fields" but expressed 
concern over tax dollars being spent on 
programs not controlled by the park dis- 
trict 


"It is great that the park district and 


HKAA are going to cooperate with one 
another in various projects, but, will 
many dollars of the park district be tun- 
neled toward programs that benefit only 
a small majority of the district resi- 
dents." his letter, which was read at 
Tuesday night's park board meeting, 
asked 


THK LETTER ALSO pointed out that 


Valentino strongly objects to the use of 
Vogelei Park as a location for ball fields 
and said he doesn't consider this the 
"most prudent or economical way to ap- 
proach the problem " 


He noted that a football field now ex- 


ists at Chmo Park, which is adjacent to 
the village hall and not surrounded by 
homes "so lighted football fields would 
not impose a hardsf ip on residents " 


He also said that parking facilities at 


the Chi no site are more adequate and 
noted that Conant High School has light- 
ed fields used in the past by HEAA and 
called attention to seven football fields 
proposed for the new Dist 211 site imme- 
diately west of Vogelei Park on Higgins 


Pointing out that the park district paid 


$15.000 per acre for Vogelei Park, Valen- 
tino assessed today's market value of 
land m the area at "in excess of $60,000 
per acre "

within two miles of the proposed site,"

Valentino also called attention to the 


recent retention by the park district of 
professional planners and asked the 
board to wait for results of a community 
attitude survey being carried out to de- 
termine needs and expressed desires of 
residents. 


"It appears that the interests of the 


HEAA are being considered more by the 
(park) board then the interests of the 
park district as a whole," Valentino's let- 
ter said, noting the definite community 
lack of other recreational facilities such 
as tennis courts, playgrounds and an ad- 
ditional swimming pool 


HE SUGGESTED that the district es- 


tablish priorities and "give the people 
what has been lacking for the past six 
years" and then consider other projects. 


Statistics regarding standard size of 


fields was criticised by Board Member 
Bill Pichler, chairman of the park build- 
ings and grounds committee. 


Pichler, a long time member of HEAA, 


was appointed to the park board last De- 
cember and shortly thereafter the board 
decided to close portions of Vogelei Park 
from April 1 to September 1 to allow con- 
struction of the lighted fields. 


"He (Valentino) does not know what 


he's talking about with regard to foot- 
age," Pichler commented and suggested 
that since board action to create the 
fields has already been taken further 
consideration would be out of the ques- 
tion 


His remarks followed suggestions by 


Park Pres Fred Weaver that the matter 
be placed in buildings and grounds com- 
mittee for additional study and a recom- 
mendation at the April 6 park board 
meeting. 


PICHLER INDICATED that proposed 


work "which will cost the park district 
nothing but money spent for water and 
electricity since the project will be done 
with donated sod and manpower fur- 
mshed by HEAA" is to begin within two 
and one-half weeks. 


Although not present at this week's 


park board meeting, Valentino was rep- 
resented by his wife, and a neighbor 
Mrs Donald Rothschild. 


Mrs. Valentino told park board mem- 


bers that she, her husband and other 
neighbors had supported last year's un- 
successful park district referendum to 
build a recreational complex and pool at 
the park site. 


She said her husband's letter was writ- 


ten after talking with neighbors who 
agree that other recreational needs, such 
as a pool specifically, are more prefer- 
able in the area 


Pichler contends that this site is the 


only area in the park district appropriate

Additional TAW 
Sale Approved 


Because of an anticipated delay of 


from 80 to 90 days in receiving tax funds, 
Hoffman Estates Park directors author- 
ized an additional sale of tax anticipation 
warrants this week 


Warrants, to be sold in the near future 


following specific board approval, cannot 
exceed 75 per cent of the districts total 
corporate and recreation levy for 1970-71. 


Last fall, the park district was forced, 


for the first time in its seven year his- 
tory, to issue $35,000 in warrants against 
its corporate fund. 


In discussing financial problems in an 


i n t e r v i e w following Tuesday night's 
board meeting. Park Pres Fred Weaver 
indicated that the district would probably 
have to issue warrants totaling $25.000 to 
fund operations until tax funds arrive 
next July 


"We are prepared to operate for the

former Mayor Roy Jenkins. 


"The street will be rated 'X' until we

NECESSARY ZONING for the farm 


was denied by the county board, but 
granted by the courts after Ridgeway 
filed a suit against the county. 


"It's been a long, hard two years, but 


we've finally made it," Distelhorst said. 


The permit issued by the state will al- 


low the farm to operate for six months. 
Then, it is general practice to grant a 
license for the full program. 


"For any new operation like this we 


usually grant only a permit in the begin- 
ning. After six months, the program is 
evaluated and a license generally is is- 
sued," explained John Hebbelin, licens- 
ing representative for the State Dept. of 
Children and Family Services. 


Ridgeway's original application asked 


for permission to operate the farm for 30 
boys, but the program will be restricted 
to Ip boys until a full license is granted. 


Existing facilities located on the 11- 


acre site will be used to house the boys. 
Purpose of the program is to provide 
boys with an "interim environment." It 
is based on the belief that moving a boy 
from his present environment is the first 
step toward helping him. 


THE CONCEPT of Ridgeway Farm is 


an untried way of helping problem 
youths, according to Distelhorst. 


"We have several boys at the hospital 


who are treated and rehabilitated, but 


Teachers Learn 
Of Instruction 
Tape Materials 


About 25 teachers from Schaumburg 


Township School Dist. 54 will spend to- 
day working with Dr. Adrian Sanford, 
creator of a taped program to supple- 
ment textbook reading instruction. 


Dr. Sanford will work with the teach- 


ers in the learning center of Twinbrook 
School, demonstrating uses of his audio 
reading progress laboratory. The system 
is a series of pre-recorded tapes of learn- 
ing material concentrating on reading 
stall deficiency areas. 


Among the reading problems attacked 


by the system are comprehension, meth- 
ods of approaching new words to gain 
understanding, seeing and hearing differ- 
ences in words and phonetic elements. 


Dr. Sanford's materials are used hi a 


number of district schools, said Mrs. 
Elaine Little, district reading consultant, 
and next year they will be used in sev- 
eral more. Some schools already have 
ordered the materials for next year. 


Dr. Sanford will instruct the teachers 


in the most effective use of the mate- 
rials, and show them how to coordinate 
the tapes with texts and supplemental 
materials they already have.

try to avoid giving a record by keeping 
them out of the courts. They're not crim- 


inals in any sense of the word," Dis- 
telhorst said.

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Obscenity Refusals Low In Area

Th« number of Northwest suburban 


residents registering not to receive sex 
oriented mail has been very limited, 
area postal officials said this week. 


"In this area they must like the stuff. 


It all depends on the individual," said 
Leonard R. Kunowski, assistant post- 
master in Wheeling. 


Lack of knowledge, apathy, and fear of 


getting involved are reasons postal offi- 
c i a 1 s from Des Plaines, Arlington 
Heights, Hoffman Estates and Palatine 
give for the low number of "no-sex mail" 
registrants. 


Under a law, effective Feb. 1, this year, 


individuals can permanently put their 
names on a list published monthly that 
postal authorities sell to the peddlers of 
erotica. 


Persons who mail advertisements pro- 


moting sex information and pictures 
must purchase the list costing $5,000, and 
•re subject to heavy fines and penalties 
if they send sex mail to those who re- 
quested not to receive any. 


The Wheeling Post Office serves about 


30,000 residents. About five forms a week 


have been filled out in Wheeling request- 
ing entry to the no-sex mail list. 


"People don't even want to fill out the 


form," Kunowski said. At all area post 
offices persons who come in complaining 
they've received erotic mail are given 
forms to fill out aimed to assure no more 
similar materials are sent to their 
homes. More often than not the forms 
are disgarded, postal officials believe. 


The Arlington Heights Post 
Office 


serves an estimated 115,000 residents, in- 
cluding persons in Rolling Meadows and 
Elk Grove Village. 


To date, about IS forms have been 


filled out, said Bernard Zimmer, Arling- 
ton Heights Post Office spokesman. 


"If followed through as planned it (the 


no-sex mail list) should be quite effec- 
tive. It puts the burden on the mailer," 
he added. 


Postal law also required persons pro- 


moting erotica through the mail to mark 
their advertising "sex oriented." 


Postal officials said it is difficult to de- 


termine how much of the sex advertising 
goes through unmarked because sealed 
mail is not opened. 


In Arlington Heights between five and 


ACLU Strenuously Objects 
To 'No Sex MaiP Listings 


Objections have been made by Amer- 


ican Civil Liberties Union (ACLU) offi- 
cials against the "no sex mail" list 
compiled by the U. S. Post Office. 


Part of the ACLU argument is that un- 


wanted mail can be thrown in the waste 
basket, said Jay Miller, executive direc- 
tor of ACLU's Illinois division. 


"The liability to people who sent out 


that stuff Is undue," Miller said, adding, 
"those who can't afford to buy the list 
•re unduly penalized." 


MAILERS OF SEX literature face 


charges if they accidentally mail mate- 
rials to persons on the list, he added. 


They also face charges if there's con- 


fusion and sex oriented materials are 
•ent to people who filled out forms at 
their post office but have not yet been 
listed, he added. 


"The law clearly violated the peddlers' 


rights." Miller said. "We feel the waste 
basket is the best censor in the world." 


Postal authorities are taking forms 


from Individuals requesting they not re- 
ceive any sex oriented literature. 


The persons' names are then added to 


a list updated monthly, which the ped- 
dlers of sex books and pictures must 
purchase for $5,000. 


Anyone sending sex mail to persons on 


the list is liable to receive a fine up to 
$5.000 and a five year jail sentence. 


"CHILDREN SHOULD be controlled so 


they won't open parent's mail," Miller 
said to those who object to having 
childen exposed to sex mail. 


"People make too much of a deal 


about having children exposed. Parents 
get upset. It exists in the world and 
should be recognized," he added. 


Miller said sex is not treated properly. 


"It's treated with fright and children 


have instilled in them the anxiety their

Between 50 and 100 pieces of sex ori- 


ented mail passed through the Palatine 
Post office last week, said Mrs. Martha 
Webster, postmaster. 


"Out of that three people will come in 


to complain," she added. "Others must 
just disregard it." 


"There's been a big drop in obscene 


mail. Most outfits are not taking the 
chance," said John Koulantas, postal 
commissioner in Des Plaines. 


He feels many persons who in the past 


dealt with erotica are fearful of prose- 
cution under the new postal laws. 


"It's really bad when it does come in; 


to a point where it couldn't get any low- 
er," Koulantas said. "I think it would 
make you sick to the stomach." 


About 15 persons out of 98,000 patrons 


served by Des Plaines Post 
Office 


have registered not to receive sex ori- 
ented advertisements, Koulantas added. 


"A lot of people are not aware they can 


get these blanks. I don't think they know 
about it even though they're there on bul- 
letins posted in post offices and articles 
in the papers, said Sheldon Galanter, sta- 
tion superintendent in Hoffman Estates. 


Galanter's station serves about 30,000 


r e s i d e n t s in Hoffman Estates and 
Schaumburg. He said about 12 forms 
have been filled out. 


The monthly list of persons not to re- 


ceive sex mail is limited to the dealers of 
sex oriented literature. 


Persons wishing to be put on the list 


simply have to fill out the form which 
asks their name and address. 


A wife, however, can't fill a form out 


for her husband. Each individual must 
apply for themselves. The exception is 
parents who may include children under 
19 years of age on their forms. 


The law only covers domestic mail. 


Pornography or obscene mail still can be 
received from foreign countries. 


Mail from certain foreign sources, 


however, is intercepted by U.S. Customs 
officials.

Set An Example 


Nothing refutes the popular criti- 


cism of today's youth better than 
the behavior of suburban teenagers 
themselves. 


There is continued evidence of 


suburban 
young people caring 


deeply about the world in which 
they live, and transforming that 
care into action. The spring "Hikes 
for the Hungry" in 1969 and 1970 
were paramount examples. 


Two more current examples un- 


derline the same point. 


Students at Fremd High School, 


Palatine, are collecting $1,000 to 
build a school in a foreign nation 
through the Peace Corps School 
Partnership program. Since the 
drive was launched at two student 
assemblies on Feb. 10, nearly half 
the goal has been reached. 


The all-school project has stimu- 


lated keen competition between 
classes for top honors in donations 
and resulted in a variety of in- 
novative fund-raising efforts, such 
as excusing students from study 
hall to attend comedy movies for a 
25 cent admission fee which went 
to the Peace Corps fund. 


Especially impressive, however, 


is the student council's sponsorship 
of a "Starvation Supper" to be 
served March 31 in the school cafe- 
teria The 75 cents admission will 
go to the building fund, but one of 
every three students attending the 
dinner will not be served a meal. 
They will represent the one-third of 
the world's population which goes 
to bed hungry each night, and 
these students will eat only if those 


who do get meals share their food 
in a spirit of brotherhood. 


The student council at Hersey 


High School, Arlington Heights, 
also has launched a fund drive. In 
cooperation with CARE, Inc., a 
non-profit private relief agency, 
students are raising $1,200 to pay 
for construction of a new high 
school in Nicaragua.

funds with such projects as the 
sale of carnations for Valentine's 
Day and special "collector's" post- 
ers. 


Joining the Hersey council in its 


Nicaraguan campaign are students 
of Prospect High School, Mount 
Prospect, and Conant High School, 
Schaumburg. 
This 
joint 
effort 


should ensure that the full goal is 
reached. 


In both projects, the student do- 


nations will pay for construction 
materials with local villagers pro- 
viding the labor in a cooperative 
"self-help" effort. 


The enthusiastic response of stu- 


dents to these projects was ex- 
plained by Hersey fund chairman 
Sue Crom: "We hear so much 
about poverty we felt this was a 
concrete thing we could do to 
help." 


In their initiative and spirit of 


concern, these suburban teen-agers 
are demonstrating they do care — 
and that they care enough to do 
something about it by becoming in- 
volved in a constructive way.

Zoning ^Hatchet Job' Challenged 


In the August 26, 1970 edition of the 


Herald, the lead for the Fence Post was 
"Something's Wrong In Wheeling Vil- 
lage." A letter from Mr. I. V. O'Reilley, 
a resident of Wheeling, began with 
"Something's Wrong In Wheeling. Some- 
thing seems to be not quite on the up and 
up. It is time for Wheeling's citizens to 
become aware." The letter related to 
zoning practices of the Wheeling Village 
Board. 


I'm sure Mr. O'Reilley and other 


knowledgeable citizens of Wheeling were 
therefore not surprised at the "hatchet 
job" recently done to their own Zoning 
Board of Appeals and Wheeling's neigh- 
bors to the south, Prospect Heights, by 
Village President, Ted Scanlon and the 
Wheeling Trustees. 


Members of the 
Wheeling Zoning 


Board of Appeals must sometimes won- 
der why they even bother to show up at 
meetings and waste their time in- 
vestigating and voting on zoning change 
when the Village Board pays absolutely 
no attention to their recommendation. By 
a vote of 5 to 1, with only Chairman 
Douglas Cargill dissenting, the 40 acre 
parcel of land adjacent and south of St. 
Alphonsus School was refused re-zoning 
from single dwelling residential to apart- 
ment zoning by the ZBA. This decision 
was arrived at after extensive question- 
ing of the developer on plans for traffic 
and flood control, as well as type of con- 
struction. Even Chairman Cargill admit- 
ted the developers answers and past per- 
formance left something to be desired. 


Mr. CargiU's vote for allowing a zoning 


change could be his pique at the resi- 
dents of Prospect Heights for refusing to 
become part of Wheeling some nine years 
ago. Mr. Cargill mentioned he had 
served on the committee which proposed 


such action. Having been the rejected 
suitor, Mr. Cargill possibly felt that this 
was the time for Prospect Heights to rue 
the day. The way to accomplish this 
seems to be to allow multiple family 
dwellings in a primaril/ single family 
residential area and next to a parochial 
school. 


In light of the Zoning Board's recom- 


mendation, it appears that the Village 
President and Board either consider only 
CargiU's personal vote for whatever rea- 
son, while ignoring all other members of 
the Zoning Board of Appeals, or worse 
yet, Mr. Scanlon plays the tune and the 
board members dance without regard to 
the many serious concerns of people 
directly affected by their decisions. 


A notable exception was Trustee Ira 


Bird, who seems to feel that maybe the 
Wheeling Board of Zoning Appeals does 
have some intelligence, as he voted inde- 
pendently against preparing the ordi- 
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nance allowing a zoning change. Wheel- 
ing residents are fortunate to have an 
exception. For the other board members, 
we can only wonder where their hearts 
Be. 


Mr. O'Reilley's letter mentioned a 


"credibility gap" that existed between 
citizens and the Wheeling Village Board. 
Rather than a "credibility gap," my per- 
sonal observation from attending the 
meetings is that there seemed to exist a 
spiteful and arrogant disregard for chil- 
dren's safety and the well being of neigh- 
boring area by the Village President and 
most members of the Wheeling Village 
Board. 


Gentlemen, in the name of responsi- 


bility and fair play, please don't play 
games by allowing such a travesty on 
the community as the proposed ordi- 
nance represents.

Need For Solid Waste Management 


I have read the sensational and sincere 


appeal by Mr. Louis Cassels, UPI senior 
editor in his "Uglification of America" 
editorial. His article is well meaning, but 
he does not have accurate information, 
nor is he directing the subject properly 
to the true problem — Solid Waste Man- 
agement. 


I would submit to the destruction of an 


industry like the one-way packaging in- 
dustry, if it would solve the solid waste 
problem at hand. It's a fact that .5% by 
weight, of all solid waste is all that the 
beverage can represents. One-way glass 
represents .8%. So, if you destroyed an 
industry that employs over 12,000 work- 
ers in Illinois alone, you would still have 
98.7% of your solid waste problem (Role 
of Packaging in Solid Waste Manage- 
ment 1966-1967 HEW Publication No. 
1855). 


In other words, destruction of one-way 


packaging would stave off the solid 
waste crisis only three months at the 
present growth rate. The solution is re- 
cycling of solid waste. Industry and gov- 


ernment have many programs underway 
and it's going to cost money, but not as 
much as going back to the cracker bar- 
rel, as indicated by Mr. Cassels' pro- 
gram. We must conserve our natural re- 
sources and by proper processing of our 
solid waste, we can bring back into our 
industrial stream again and again. This 
will allow us to continue to increase our 
quality of life and still not inundate our- 
selves in garbage. 


Mr. Cassels was talking about litter — 


litter is anything thrown away and not in 
a container — people must be educated 
to become more responsible if we are to 
solve the Ktter problem. I have not yet 
seen a container throw itself away yet. 


Let's not destroy something that has 


served our society so well because it is 
not always used properly — instead, let's 
work at improving what we have and 
how to use it properly.

fluence of girls on the boys' career atti- 
tudes This, he said, apparently starts at 
the high school age and continues 
through college and afterwards. 


Braunstein and Haines also found that 


many earlier surveys of high school and 
college students gave a false impression 
because they failed to distinguish be- 
tween the youngsters' attitudes toward 
business institutions in general and their 
attitudes towards a personal managerial 
career. 


The Rochester study sought to over- 


come this by asking high school students 
to reveal their career attitudes on the 
basis of money, advancement, personal 
accomplishment, learning, responsibility, 
lasting friendship and other factors.

Among these are Federal in- 
comr. estate and gift taxes, as well as 
alcohol, tobacco and other excise taxes 
You should check the instructions that 
camp with your Form 1040 to make sure 
you deduct the proper taxes 


Q) I understand the IRS has a booklet 


that is helpful to the i>m«ll businessman. 
Where can I get • copy? 


A) A copy of the 1971 Tax Guide for 


Small Business, Publication 334, can be 
purchased for 75 cents at IRS offices and 
from the U S. Government Printing Of- 
fice m Washington. D C., and its branch 
stores throughout the country. 


Q) Is it true th»t there U a penalty for 


filing your Income (ax return late? 


A) Yes. a penalty of five per cent of 


the taxes due and unpaid on the date the 
return was required to be filed will be 
imposed for each month, or part of a 
month, the return is late. The total 
delinquent filing penalty is limited to 25 
per cent. 


Under unusual circumstances, a tax- 


payer may be granted an extension of 
time to file a return. Extensions are not 
granted as a matter of course, and rea- 
sons for your request must be substan- 
tial. Your request for an extension must 
be made before the due date of the re- 
turn

4,000 More Bells Ringing Here 


A net gain of nearly 4,000 telephones 


was reported for the Arlington Heights 
telephone exchange area last year. 


There is now more than one telephone 


for every two people in the area, accord- 
ing to a recent report of the American 
Telephone & Telegraph Co. (AT&T). This 
area serves Arlington Heights, Rolling 
Meadows, Mount Prospect and Prospect 
Heights. 


In its annual publication, the World's 


Telephones, AT&T's Long Lines Depart- 
ment reported that there were nearly 
69,000 telephones for the areas 123,000 
residents — or about 56.4 telephones per 
100 persons in this area. Long Lines is 
the long distance and overseas unit of 
the Bell System. 


The World's Telephones reflects data 


to Jan. 1,1970. The number of telephones 
in the exchange area increased to 73,000 
by the end of 1970, according to Paul Ar- 
nolde, manager. This total includes ap- 
proximately 58,000 residential phones and 
15,000 business phones. 


The average monthly number of calls 


originating on this exchange area is 16 
million, amounting to 192 million on a 
yearly basis. 


The World's Telephones report said 


that the number of phones in the world 
increased by about 90 per cent in the 
past decade to more than 255 million. 
The United States has the largest share 
of them — 115.2 million or about 45 per 
cent of the world total. In 1960, there 
were 70.8 million telephones in this coun- 
try. 


Japan, with 23,131,688 telephones, and 
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the United Kingdom, with 13,947,000, 
rank second and third as countries with 
the most phones. 


The United States also ranks first in 


the number of annual conversations per 
person with 745, followed by Canada, 710, 
Sweden, 650, and Iceland, 646. 


An increase of 17.3 million telephones 


worldwide in 1969 represented a 7.3 per 
cent growth rate, the highest rate in 13 
years. Much oft he increase can be at- 
tributed to four areas where the growth 
rate was more than double the world- 
wide average: Hong Kong, Greece, 
Korea and Brazil. 


AT&T says there are 859,326 phones in 


Washington, D.C., and an estimated 
858,000 residents or 100 2 phones for ev- 
ery 100 people. 


Three 
out-of-the-way 
islands 
were 


added to the overseas communications 
network during 1970. They are Easter Is- 
land, 2,350 miles west of Chile and famed 
for its monolithic stone heads, the South 
Orkney Islands group, 850 miles south- 
east of Cape Horn near Antarctica; and 
Svalbard, a 24,000-square-mile Norewe- 
gian island group located in the Arctic 
Sea with a population of about 3,000 per- 
sons. 


Three new countries and territories 


joined the list of those with more .than 
500,000 telephones, bringing the total to 
36. They are Hong Kong, Korea and Tur- 
key. 


There are 27 countries with more than 


a million phones, but no new countries 
were added to this list in 1969. 


With more phones and more people in 


the world, overseas calling between the 
United States and other countries in- 
creased by more than 35 per cent from 
1968 to 1969. Telephone users in the 
United States have access to more than 
97 per cent of the world's telephones. 


GM Earnings Told; That Strike Hurt

year's strike by the United Auto Workers 
against General Motors, affected 1970 
earnings, according to the A. 0. Smith 
Corp. annual report. 


Chairman and chief executive officer 


L. B. Smith and U. T. Kuechle, presi- 
dents, said that the outlook for the com- 
pany's automotive business is good for 
1971, 
and reported that sales in 1970 


passed the $400 million mark for the first 
time. The sales of Electric Motor Divi- 
sion, Meter Systems Division and A. 0. 
Smith Harvestore 
Products Division 


were at record levels in 1970. 


Profits before extraordinary items in 


1970 were $7,287,004, or $2.95 a share, 
compared to $14,559,501, or $5.84 a share 


in 1969. Sales were $413,097,543, com- 
pared to $354,518,304 in 1969. 


A financial highlight of the year oc- 


curred in July when the company real- 
ized proceeds from the sale of $35 million 
in 10V4 per cent sinking fund debentures 
in order to raise funds for a capital ex- 
penditure program. 


Two new elevator manufacturing facil- 


ities were acquired last year. Heavy ex- 
penditures were made in the automotive 
frame business. Major additions were 
made at facilities for the production of 
electric motors

A) Yes. If you win a prize in any con- 


test, such as a raffle, beauty contest, 
door prize, and the like, the prize is tax- 
able Taxpayers should also remember 
that prizes and awards given in goods or 
services must be included in income at 
their fair market value Of course, if you 
refuse to accept a prize, it is not included 
in your income An award or bonus given

For a decade or more. Northwest sub- 


urbs have been struggling with Cook 
County over the use of unincorporated 
land 


The struggle is a dramatic manifesta- 


tion of a wide range of differences — 
political and otherwise — between the 
largely Republican suburbs and county 
government, which except for a handful 
of officials, is a key stronghold of Chi- 
cago Mayor Richard Daley. 


If the conflict over zoning is the most 


emotional issue in a long list of North- 
west suburban gripes concerning Cook 
County, there is good reason. Much of 
the 2H5 square miles of unincorporated 
land remaining today will provide grow- 
ing room to rapidly-expanding area com- 
munities. 


But this land, which forms an irreg- 


checkerboard 
adjacent 
to 
suburban 


towns, is under jurisdiction of the county. 
Ne.irby communities have little power to 
wield in determining how unincorporated 
arras are developed. 


COUNTY 
AUTHORITY over 
unin- 


corporated land is exercised ultimately 
by the Board of Commissioners. But 
board action is largely predicated on rec- 
ommendations from its fact-finding Zon- 
ing Board of Appeals. 


The zoning board, made up of five 


members appointed by the county board 
president, conducts hearings and reviews 
evidence related to each application for 
zoning changes or special use permits. It 
is empowered to issue zoning variations 
without county board approval. 


The targets of most suburban fire are 


special use permits and rezonings (map 
amendments) granted by the county. To 
a lesser degree, there has been some 
criticism of the procedures used by the 
zoning hoard and county board in reach- 
ing their decisions. 


On both counts, county officials defend 


the zoning mechanism, though Republi- 
can forces are more inclined than their 
Democratic counterparts to acknowledge 
justification behind suburban concern. 


BTT ZONING Board of Appeals Chair- 


man Alex Seith. a Democrat, claims he 
and his fellow members are sympathetic 
to the problems of the Northwest sub- 
urbs. He contends the board's respon- 
siveness is underscored by the fact that 
all but one of the five members make 
their homes in suburban areas. 


In fact, one of the members, John 


Kirkland, is a resident of Arlington 
Heights, where he formerly was head of 
the local zoning board. 


Both local and county officials credit 


Seith with having improved markedly 
the procedures by which the zoning 
board hears its cases. Even Wheeling 
Village Atty. Paul Hamer, who currently 
is challenging aspects of zoning board 
practices in public hearings, recognizes 
the progress Seith has made. 


"Mr Seith has done a wonderful job of 


improving the situation," Hamer com- 
mented. Prior to Seith's chairmanship, 
regular zoning board meetings were 
closed, and there was no way of deter- 
mining board recommendations until 
their presentation to county commission- 
ers. 


Despite growing suburban satisfaction 


with zoning board procedural improve- 
ments, its substantive decisions still 
prompt local outcries. But these differ- 
ences are to be expected, according to 
Seith. 


"IT'S LIKE TWO guys going to court," 


he commented. "Someone wins, someone 
loses." But he stresses there is a need 
for more communication, so all the facts 
surrounding a zoning decision at least 
are understood. 


Conceding there is more the county 


can do in achieving mutual under- 
standing, Seith also calls on local com- 
munities to do their part. And he is criti- 
cal of municipalities for applying two 


sets of standards for zoning — one for 
the county and another for their own use. 


"It's frustrating to us to hear their 


gripes about our decisions and have 
them turn around and do things that are 
the same or worse," he said, referring to 
some past decisions made by local zon- 
ing authorities. 


Zoning board members Kirkland and 


Homer Fields, both Republicans, support 
Seith's position. They also point out that 
a major cause of the conflict is caused 
by differences between comprehensive 
municipal plans and the policies govern- 
ing zoning board actions. 


"THE THING THAT has impressed 


me most as the basis for objections from 
villages is that the applicant's proposal 
doesn't meet the comprehensive plans 
for the community," Fields said. Most 
often, he added, the applicant is seeking 
multi-family zoning, and the local com- 
prehensive plan calls for single-family 
development. 


But Kirkland contends the zoning 


board gives sufficient consideration to lo- 
cal plans, especially if the area sur- 
rounding the land in question is undevel- 
oped. 


"I think the village plans carry a little 


more weight when the area hasn't any 
development trends," he asserts. But if a 
trend already has been set, and the pro- 
posed development is consistent with 
that trend, there is not justification for a 
zoning board denial, according to Kirk- 
land. 


"You have to look at each application 


for development individually," he added. 


Although the zoning board can only 


recommend approval or denial of zoning 


applications, the county board generally 
acts in accordance with the recommen- 
dations. County board denials of zoning 
board proposals in the past have been 
overruled by the courts. 


THIS FACT MAKES even less effec- 


tive a provision whereby a community 
opposed to a proposed rezoning can im- 
pose a requirement that 12 of the 15 
members on the board of commissioners, 
instead of a simple majority, approve the 
applicants request. If the community is 
the closest municipality within a 1%-mile 
radius, of the site in question, it can in- 
voke this provision merely by filing a 
formal objection with the county clerk. 


But as County Commissioner Floyd T. 


Fulle of Des Plaines points out, a subur- 
ban victory on the county board level 
will be short-lived if the applicant de- 
cides to take his case to court. 


"Now, it is standard procedure to con- 


fer with the State's Attorney's office to 
see if he can defend a county board re- 
versal of a zoning board recommenda- 
tion," Fulle explains. "We try, however, 
to avoid the courts. We just can't win in 
court." 


He blames these court decisions for 


much of the "hodge-podge" development 
in unincorporated areas today. 


But most county commissioners, in- 


cluding those from suburban areas, are 
critical of the repeated opposition by lo- 
cal communities to toning matters. 


COMMISSIONER Charles S. Chaplin of 


Northbrook said he was "sick and tired" 
of the many objections from the suburbs. 
As a result, he said, he normally will 
back the zoning board's recommenda- 
tions. 


Fulle remarked, "There are some mu- 


nicipalities who object to everything, no 
matter what it is." 


Similar ctiticism comes from Demo- 


cratic commissioners, who often scoff at 
the number of objections generated by 
the suburbs. 


Referring to unincorporated 
areas, 


County Board Pres. George W. Dunne 
said, "We don't want it. They (suburbs) 
don't want it. What they do want to do is 
tell us what to do with it." But Dunne 
concedes Northwest suburbs view pro- 
posed development of unincorporated 
land in terms of their own needs. 


"The problem is an individual one," he 


sayd. "It's like the person who wants a 
playground for his kids, but not next to 
his house." 


DUNNE'S OPINION is shared by Com- 


missioner Charles S. Bonk, a Democrat 
who heads the board's Public Service 
Committee. This committee considers 
zoning board actions before the matters 
go before the county board. 


Bonk suggested suburban opposition is 


almost frivolous and is used as a club to 
force developers to seek annexation. 


"It seems that it is automatic for mu- 


nicipalities to file their objections, re- 
gardless of what the proposed 
devel- 


opment might be," he charged. 


Most county officials agree that the 


Northwest suburbs are by far the most 
active in opposing proposed rezonings. 
Seith said Wheeling, Mount Prospnct, Ar-

The 
second is May Fellowship Day, May 7, 
which will focus on the role of the fami- 
ly. "Enlarge the Place of Your Tent" is 
the theme. 


THE THIRD ECUMENICAL celebra- 


tion is in November and is called World 
Community Day. Environmental prob- 
lems and the protection of our environ- 
ment will be the main concern of this 
celebration. 


"Ecumenical" means "promoting or 


tending toward worldwide Christian unity 
or cooperation." CWU crosses over de- 
nominational lines, combines the efforts 
and resources of all Christian women for 
greater strength and larger purpose. The 
combined power of women of all denomi- 
nations not only promotes fellowship be- 
tween faiths but effective action on local, 
national and international levels. 


A current national project of Church 


Women United is to increase Christian 
ministry in national parks. Another en- 
deavor is the new dwelling being built 
for the people in the Windward Islands. 
On the state level, providing ministry in 
public institutions is a current goal. 


BUT LOCAL PROJECTS and goals are 


dictated by local needs and the interests 
of the women themselves. 


The Des Plaines CWU unit has a long 


history of being concerned with problems 
of the migrant people in the area. Years 
ago, CWU combined with the American 
Association of University Women to car- 
ry out a project initiated by Dr. Elfriede 
Horst of Des Plaines, a series of pro- 
grams offered each summer in schools 
and churches for the children of migrant 
workers. For a number of years, CWU 
representatives visited migrant camps 
each summer offering programs in

Last year the Des Plaines CWU be- 


came vitally interested in the North Sub- 
urban Day Care Center, encouraging its 
10 cooperating churches to supply volun- 
teers and make financial contributions. 
Other Des Plaines CWU concerts are 
housing, problems of migrant workers, 
the environment and Des Plaines' teen 
recreational center, Place for People. 


T H E NORTHWEST Cook County 


unit of Church Women United has also 
been involved with the problems of mi- 
grants. Members have participated in 
summer migrant programs — helping 
with 
crafts, providing 
refreshments, 


working with the children. They, too, are 
volunteers at the Laubach Literacy Cen- 
ter, this one conducted at Trinity United 
Methodist Church in Mount Prospect. 
They have concerned themselves with 
drug abuse, with the problems of the 
American Indian, with racial justice not 
only in local housing but in all aspects of 
life. And they are a source of continuous 
woman power for the Volunteer Service 
Bureau of Northwest Conk County. 


Church 
Women United, Northwest 


Cook County unit, is hardly more than an 
infant. It was born in March 1968 after a 
notice appeared in the bulletins of many 
churches holding World Day of Prayer 
services, inviting any women interested 
to come to a meeting. 


THREE SHOWED up: Mrs. Melvin 


Born of Arlington Heights' First Presby- 
terian Church, the current president; 
Mrs. Lloyd Blair of Arlington Heights' 
Christian Church, Disciples of Christ; 
and Mrs. 0. Ivan Cole of Arlington 
Heights, at that time a member of the 
National Board of Directors of Church 
Women United. 


Were they discouraged? Not at all. 


Armed with lists of all northwest subur- 
ban churches, they proceeded to write 
stacks of letters and to spend hours on 
the phone asking the presidents of wom- 
en's organizations to send two represen- 
tatives to an organizational meeting. Fif- 
teen churches did so. This became the 
steering committee. 


From this group, speakers and dis- 


cussion group leaders visited the wom- 


en's organizations of local churches to 
acquaint them with the purpose, struc- 
ture and program of the local unit. 


Now the unit includes members for 


45 churches in Mount Prospect, Prospect 
H e i g h t s , Arlington Heights, Rolling 
Meadows, Palatine, Elk Grove Village, 
Hoffman Estates and Schaumburg. 


IF CHURCH WOMEN UNITED is in 


its infant stage in the Northwest Cook 
County Unit, it has certainly reached 
maturity in the Des Plaines Unit, where 
it began in 1927 as the Des Plaines Mis- 
sionary Union. In 1941, along with all oth- 
er CWU units, it became known as 
United Church Women. In 1950, United 
Church Women units merged with other 
organizations, becoming a department of 
the National Council of Churches. The 
scope of the movement broadened in 
1966, with greater participation of Ro- 
man Catholic and Orthodox women, at 
which time it was renamed Church Wom- 
en United. 


"It's really not an organization," ex- 


plained Mrs. Randby. "There are no 
dues, no membership cards, no member- 
ship list, and women of all churches are 
welcome. It is a channel through which 
women of various churches may accom- 
plish projects more effectively than in 
their individual churches. There's a con- 
tinuous kaleidoscope of changing faces. 
Women move in and out, working on the 
p r o j e c t s which particularly interest 
them." 


TO ORGANIZE and evaluate their 


projects, CWU units hold several forums 
each year. Women exchange their ideas, 
"listening teams" report what issues 
women in various churches are con- 
cerned about. "This is where we get our 
strength," asserted one member. 


"The most significant thing about 


Church Women United," said Mrs. Blair, 
"is that you learn to know the concerns 
of other women. Barriers are broken 
down; you get insight into other people's 
beliefs." 


Church Women United are "unitec" 


for common goals. Such goals were 
spelled out at the Ecumenical Assembly 
of Church Women in July 1967: UNITED 
— to venture in new forms of witness to 
new forms cf witness to Christ; to accept 
responsibility for justice and peace; to 
seek creative and healing encounter in 
the midst of the human community; to 
release the full potential in every person; 
and to develop more maturity in faith 
and discipline in commitment.

Guide On Drugs Will Help Parents

NEW YORK (UPI) - Four times in 


the- last three decades the Child Study 
Association America responded to insur- 
mountable problems in the child-raising 
arena by turning to its printing presses. 


Rach time it produced guides for par- 


ents plagued with the frustration of help- 
lessness over conditions threatening their 
children. The newest monumental guide, 
"You. Your Child and Drugs." follows 
the first three — one on fears after Pearl 
Harbor, one on children and the threat of 
nuclear war. one on children and sex. 


James S. Ottenberg, executive director 


of the association and architect of the 
new guide on drugs, said in an interview 
that each time the experts advising par- 
ents cautioned against feeling that the 
problems are so much beyond their con- 
trol that they act defeated. 


LIKE THE THREAT of nuclear war 


and the upheaval in sexual conduct, the 
drug temptations aren't going to go 
away, according to Ottenberg, a lawyer 
formerly associated with the Addiction 
Services Agency of New York City. 


"It is our hope that the guide will en- 


able the thinking, troubled parent to cope 
with potential drug problems of their 
children better." he said. 


"Most books turn parents into detec- 


tives and scare them," he said. "Our ap- 
proach is to calm them and to show them 
that there are things they can do when 
faced with the drug problem." 


Asked if the drug problem will go 


away, he replied: 


"I haven't seen a particle of evidence 


it will. Some aspects of it are changing, 
like fashion. LSD seems to be out, but 
marijuana is more popular and heroin is 
moving into higher income groups. 


"LEGISLATION is not a primary pre- 


ventive measure — unless we could get 
an 
enforceable 
international 
treaty. 


Death sentences to pushers wouldn't do 
much. The drugs are available and the 
kids are programmed for receptivity to 
them." 


The association's approach, recom- 


mended by Rachele Thomas, staff psy- 
chologist, is to have parents recognize 
that there are multiple causes and that 
you, the parent, cannot insulate your 
child — since an awful lot of the causes 
come from outside and you can't do any- 
thing about it. 


"What we say," Ottenberg said, "is be 


there, parents; intervene, be active. 
Refuse to be defeated."

Holy Family Hospital has been warned 


to take special precautions to avoid a 
blood inflection which has caused nine 
deaths nationwide. 


The hospital at Golf and River roads 


has been warned by Abbott Laboratories 
to take special care when using bottles of 
intravenous solution. 


Abbott, which supplies 45 per cent of 


the intravenous solution used nationwide, 
has suspended shipment of the fluid, and 
the Federal Food and Drug Adminis- 
tration and the U.S. Center for Disease 
Control is now investigating Abbott facil- 
ities 


The other hospital serving Des Plaines 


r e s i d e n t s , Lutheran General, Park 
Ridge, does not buy intravenous solution 
from Abbott 


THE FEDERAL agencies have report- 


ed that a microorganism which causes 
septtcemia — a blood inflection that 
douses fevers, chills and in some cases, 
death. — may have been found in the 
lining of the caps of the intravenous bot- 
tles. 


When the cap is unscrewed from the 


bottle, the inner lining which may have 
the microorganism is opened. If the 
bottle cap is replaced, the micro- 
organism could go into the fluid and into 
the patient, according to Abbott spokes- 
men. 


More than 150 cases nationwide, in- 


cluding nine fatalities, have been report- 
ed since October, that may be related to 
the fluid produced by the Abbott labora- 
tories, according to reports of Abbott 
statement." 


"This solution is essential, so we have 


suggested to the hospitals the proper 
handling 
procedures 
to 
avoid con- 


tamination," Thomas Craig, manager of 
professional relations, for Abbott, told 
the Herald 


Abbott has warned that once the bo'tle 


cap a opened it should not be replaced 


Bottles should also be used immediate- 


ly after they are opened, Craig said. Bot- 
tles that appear to have "obviously den- 
ted" or harmed caps, should not be used, 
he said.

The annual meeting will be held March 


25 in the Dist. 214 Administration Build- 
ing, 799 W. Kensington Rd., Mount Pros- 
pect. At the meeting, the new executive 
director of the bureau, Margaret Early, 
will be introduced. Mrs. Early was hired 
in late February W replace Esther Rab- 
chuk. The executive director's post is the 
only salaried position in the bureau's 
structure 


Since the bureau's beginnings in a tem- 


porary office at Arlington High School, 
the number of volunteers placed and the 
agencies served has multiplied. For the 
period of Aug. 31 through Dec. 31, volun- 
teers in Elementary School Dist. 25 
served a total of 4,397 hours. For the 
same period, volunteers served a total of 
418 hours in Dist. 57 schools and 484 
hours in Dist. 23 schools. 


DUKING THIS same period, the bu- 


reau placed a total of more than 530 
volunteers in various jobs including ser- 
vice, enrichment and social agencies. 


The volunteer's job ranges the spec- 


trum from a one-time speech presenta- 
tion to a longer term turoring assign- 
ment to a long-term job of helping with 
clerical work a certain number of hours 
each week 


The concept of a clearing house for 


volunteers started with the Social Action 
Committee of the Arlington Heights Cler- 
gy Fellowship.

1969 marked the beginning of the bu- 
reau's operation. 


Lois Moore was the first director of the 


bureau and was one member of the 
troika responsible for the bureau's for- 
mation. The Rev. Leon Haring and Bon- 
nie Genrich were also instrumental in 
getting the first office opened. 


In the fall of 1969, the bureau opened 


its main office and operated from do- 
nated space at John Hersey High School, 
Arlington Heights. The bureau's main of- 
fice is presently still at the high school, 
but will be moved to donated space at 
Harper College, Palatine, in June. 


AS THE BUREAU has grown, five 


branch offices have been established to 
serve certain towns in the area. These 
branch offices are encouraged to meet 
the local needs of volunteers, placing 
them in jobs close to home. However, the 
branch offices also cooperate with the 
main office in finding jobs for volunteers 
with special desires. These offices are 
manned by volunteer branch directors. 


Throughout its history, the bureau has 


faced financial problems. As the number 
of volunteers and branch offices has 
grown, the budget has increased also. 
However, the sources of funding have not 
grown at the same rate and some 
months, the executive director has had to 
wait for her pay check. 


In an attempt to tap more sources of 


funding, the president-elect of the bu- 
reau's board has sent a letter to village 
president and mayors, presidents of 
area United Funds, service groups and 
selected agencies. 


IN THE LETTER, Roderick McLennan 


wrote the bureau has continued to sur- 
vive despite financial problems because 
of "its proven value to both the volunteer 
and to the agencies needing their ser- 
vices." 


McLennan stated the bureau has re- 


ceived financial support from the Arling- 
ton Heights United Fund; High School 
Dist. 214; Elementary Districts 25, 57, 
and 23; churches; and service clubs. 


The board is hoping to establish a 


more secure financial basis for the bu- 
reau's operation during the coming third 
y e a r of e x i s t e n c e , according to 
McLennan. 


"We believe that a $16,000 budget for 


this fiscal year, Jan. 1 to Dec. 31, is rea- 
sonable. However, the problems of fi- 
nancing are such that we may have to 
continue on a more restricted basis. The 


1972 budget, including social security 
benefits, office equipment, and assistant 
d i r e c t o r and inflation, 
approaches 


$45,000," according to the letter. 


McLennan also wrote, "Although the 


schools have provided financial assis- 
tance because of the proven value of 
having volunteers . . . costs much less 
than providing paid services, the bureau 
hopes to be able to reduce or discontinue 
this type of support, as the bureau serves 
the entire community." 


Board members are hoping the letter 


will bring some positive response and 
funds can be collected. However, if the 
sources of income are untappable and 
schools cut back on their allotments, the 
bureau's board will be faced with the de- 
cision on whether it should close the Vol- 
unteer Service Bureau of Northwest Cook 
County.

records; others are content with losing 
slates. 


Fremd coach Leon Kasuboske had 


mixed feelings about his Vikings' 10-12 
overall finish this past season, but he 
had to admit, "If I had it to do over, I 
don't think I would change anything." 


In other words, Fremd did about as 


well as could be expected with no experi- 
enced guards and no player taller than 
6-4. They were at a marked disadvantage 
in height in many games, especially at 
the center position. 


Despite these handicaps, the Vikings 


managed to finish 7-7 in the Mid-Subur- 
ban League after winning four of their 
last five encounters in loop play. They 
were fourth In the rugged North Division 
— being 0-6 against the three teams 
ahead of them, all of which had more 
she and experience — but lost only once 
all year to a South Division foe and 
would have been second in that align- 
ment. 


"I had hoped to do better in non-con- 


ference games," said Kasuboske, whose 
club was 3-5 outside the league. "But I 
knew we had picked up a tougher sched- 
ule and I think it did us some good. Next 
year our schedule will be even tougher." 


He cited one of the turning points in 


the season as being two close losses at 
home to North Division powers Wheeling 
and Arlington. The Vikings had Arlington 
down by 14 at the half before wilting in 
the fourth quarter and losing by six, and 
dropped a three-point decision to Wheel- 
ing in the final minute. 


"Otherwise I was pretty well pleased, 


especially with the way we finished the 
season," said the coach. "The kids be- 
lieved that if we'd been in a different 
division or had just one big player, we 
could have done a lot.

Eligibility Waiting Game Goes On 


"That was the difference right there. 


Our personnel was almost matched even 
with anybody until you get to the biggest 
kids. We had to cheat a little to defend 
against them and left other things open." 


He felt the strongest credit to his 


squad was its "overall attitude," adding, 
"some teams, once they're down, can't 
come back. But we did. We lost about six 
games in a row against teams in our own 
division but bounced back real well." 


Kasuboske said there was no particu- 


lar player who could be singled out as 
most valuable. "All through the season 
we had guys, even off the bench, who 
could come up with a good game. All of 
our starters got around 20 points a 
couple of tunes. 


"Our biggest trouble was putting it all 


together at once — getting all five boys, 
or even three or four, hot at the same 
time. But everyone improved consid- 
erably, Lester Boeekh most of all. We 
had weaknesses to work on and they im- 
proved in all phases of the game." 


Forward Randy Hague, a 6-4 senior 


and three-year veteran, was easily the 
top scorer with a 15.* average for all 
games. He was second in the league in 
field goal accuracy with 54.1 per cent, 
eighth in scoring and ninth in rebounding 
with a 9.5 board average. 


Hague finished as fourth most prolific 


scorer in MSL history on the career list 
and earned all-conference laurels. 


Dave Wickersham, another strong 6-4 


senior forward, was the next 
highest 


scorer with a 10.8 overall average. He 
exploded for 39 in one game (against 
league champion Prospect) which was 
the biggest single-game total for any 
MSL eager all season. 


Wickersham also was by far the lead- 


ing free-thrower in the league with a 89.2 
percentage (33 for 37). He was all-confer- 
ence honorable mention. 


Senior Bill Whiteley, a starting guard 


all season, was very aggressive on de- 
fense and also enjoyed several hot-shoot- 
ing games. He averaged 10.1 overall. 


His backcourt mate, junior Terry Kuk- 


la, was second in the MSL in .assists with 
a 7.1 per-game averag and scored at a 
9.3 clip. He was another workhorse with 
good quickness and stamina. 


The only other starting junior, who 


with Kukla will form next year's nucleus, 
was 6-3 center Craig Johnson. He shoi)l- 
dered most of the rebounding burden, al- 
most always against taller opponents, 
and averaged 8.0. 


Boeekh came on strong as a fill-in and 


hit a high of 25 points in the next-to-last 


game. He was quick and his shooting 
came on very fast. 


Led by Hague's close-in accuracy, 


Fremd was third in the loop in per- 
centage from the field with 44.6 per cent, 
a marked improvement from last year. 
But their lack of size was shown in their 
rebound total, which was next-to-last and 
a big decrease from a year ago. They 
were also guilty of more fouls than any 
league opponent except one. 


All in all, the Vikings did as much as 


possible with available material.

Jl'ST ONE MONTH ago today three 


boys from ArlmRton High School were 
plunged into thoir own private hells 
through no fault of their own. 


Today they had hoped to be relieved of 


their torture, but they must wait a little 
longer Now April 3 may be the day 
they'll be freed from their mental suffer- 
ing 


The three - Scott Douglas, Mark Chid- 


Iry and Jeff Whitnell — are athletes 
without eligibility. It was taken from 
them on Feb. 18. 


On that date the Illinois High School 


Association (IHSA) declared the three in- 
eligible for onr yrar for attending a 
wrrMling clinic on Feb. 7. It wan called 
the Warhawk Wrestling Clinic — a one- 
day Instruction and exhibition camp held 
at Whitewater State University (Wis.). 


The IHSA based its declaration on Sec- 


tion 21 of the IHSA Official Handbook 
which states: "He shall be ineligible for 
a period of one year immediately after 
having attended a regular coaching 
school in this or any other state." 


A meeting between Bruno Waaia, prin- 


cipal of Arlington, and the IHSA Board 
was planned for today to rehear the 
case. However, in order to give a full 
and open hearing, the board will hold a 
special meeting on Saturday. April 3 to 
give all those who are connected to this 
tragedy a chance to speak 


The fathers of these boys sent a letter 


to Harry Fitzhugh. executive secretary 
of the IHSA, on Feb. 25. They called for 
a re-exam ining of the case and stated 
reasons why they believed their boys 
should be given back their eligibility. 
The 
following 
paragraph 
is 
reason 


enough for reversing the Board's pre- 
vious ruling: 


-While It may wrll be that lack of 


knowledge of the purported rule should 
not stand In bar. nonetheless It should 
seem obvious that the very apparent ab- 
wnce of knowledge Indicate* a complete 
lack of motive on the part of thr boys, 
characterize* 
their 
unmistakable In- 


nocence, and goe» to the mitigation of 
penalty. It should alio be apparent to the 


Board that such an important rule ob- 
viously has not been communicated to 
those who hate been victimized by lack 
of knowledge of the rule, with the result 
that the Board may wish to re-examine 
its own responsibilities to insure proper 
communication of Board rules before it 
can expect compliance." 


In layman's terms, the boys were nev- 


er informed of this rule. They were the 
innocent victims of the mistakes of oth- 
ers. 


They attended the clinic to learn more 


about their sport. They didn't attempt to 
cheat or try to sneak in and out of the 
camp wihout the IHSA finding out about 
it. 


Because they wished to improve them- 


selves, these boys lost a full year's eligi- 
bility in all sports occurring during the 
dates of Feb. 7,1971 and Feb. 7, 1972. 


Since Douglas is a senior, his loss will 


be the least of the three. He'll be unable 
to compete in upcoming spring sports 
Still, it i* a loss just the same. 


Chidley and Whitnell, however, will 


have to sit on the sidelines for two-thirds 
of the 1971-72 sports season because they 
are underclassmen. 


Chidley, a junior, also lost out in the 


state wrestling tounament this year be- 
cause of the ruling. He was a district 
champion but was stopped from com- 
peting in the sectional and, possibly, the 
state meet. This could have been the 
thrill of a lifetime. Instead, it became a 
nightmare. 


Whitnell, a freshman, was outstanding 


enough to make the varsity in his first 
high school year. Since few athletes are 
ever mature enough to make the varsity 
team as freshmen, this youngster must 
have a lot of talent. Now his budding ca- 
reer has been harmed. How much can 
only be determined later on. 


The IHSA Board has thought enough of 


this case to grant a rehearing. Hopefully, 
after all the facts are presented to ths 
Board on April 3, it will think enough of 
these innocent boys to reverse its pre- 
vious ruling.

It's hard to write off St. Viator's 11-13 


overall basketball campaign as just one 
of those years. 


There's a reason why the Lions could- 


n't achieve victory with the help of an 
individual school scoring record of 42 
points, and why, on another occasion, a 
10-point lead in the final quarter wasn't 
enough to win. 


In scanning St. Viator's 5-9 mark in 


the Suburban Catholic Conference's East 
Division, head coach Ed Wasielewski 
pin-pointed a lack of overall scoring con- 
sistency and a loaded schedule as his 
team's major barriers. 


Statistics echo the coach's sentiments. 
While standing pat with a set lineup 


of Bob Rech, Mike Pettenuzzo, Steve 
Yellin, Joe Trawinski, and John Lohse

basketball seasons at high schools in the 
Herald circulation area.) 


for the majority of the campaign, the 
Lions averaged just under 63 points per 
game. The opposition, meanwhile, was 
scoring at a 66.1 clip 


"Mr. Reliable," alias Mike Pettenuzzo, 


hit for double figures in each of Viator's 
24 contests while his teammates ac- 
complished the feat in only half the time. 


But even that stat is nothing to be 


ashamed of until you consider the Lion's 
competition. Viator was butted against 
the state's top-ranked Thornridge Wild- 
cats and area-rated St. Patrick and No- 
tre Dame twice during the conference 
session. 


During the Notre Dame holiday tour-

Down by eight points with jnst two 


minutes remaining against Elk Grove, 
Viator somehow wiggled free on a clutch 
tipln by Pettenuzzo with five seconds 
left for a 56-55 triumph 


Another pleasurable memory was Bob 


Rech's important steal and layup to beat 
Marist, 67-66, on the Redskin's home 
floor. Viator's best game, though, ac- 
cording to Wasielewski, came white hu- 


miliating visiting Holy Cross, 70-56, in 
the early stages of the year. 


The eventual pitfall was a costly five- 


game losing streak down the important 
stretch run. With four of the setbacks 
within the conference, the Lions' quest 
for a first division slot were dashed. 


Individually, the season belonged to 


Pettemuzzo. The ultra-aggressive guard 
earned a spot next to such all-time Lion 
greats Jim Murray, Chuck Grandt, Mike 
Hogan, Paul Pomplun and Dave Erfort. 


That's quite a compliment, but justly 


deserved. Mike initially served notice as 
a junior in a substitute role for injured 
Terry Cullen. In a rare starting assign- 
ment, Pettenuzzo answered the challenge 
with a school record-shattering 41-point 
performance! . 


That mark only lasted until December 


of 1970 when he went on a 42-point ram- 
page against Marian Central. The in- 
credible achievement, however, was mar- 
red by a 70-63 loss. 


His 19 field goals in the contest was, 


by far, the most ever recorded by a 
Lion. 


Pettenuzzo's 20.1 scoring pace earned 


a second place in the league's point 
derby and his 488 overall total for the 
season stands second among the best at 
St. Viator. 


Mike's 124 free throws and 76 per cent 


accurancy was almost three times as 
many as any of his teammates. And 
while front liners John Lohse (209), Joe 
Trawinski (258) and Steve Yellin (179) 
controlled the boards, Pettenuzzo, at 6-3, 
also mingled to account for 148 snags. 


The Lions, who usually displayed a 


balanced scoring attack, had Rech (110), 
Trawinski (105) and Lohse (102) all over 
the century mark in field goals. 


St. Viator may have had their faults 


this season, but they never threw in the 
towel or were deserted by their loyal 
faction. 


It's the kind of pride that makes the 


Lions a winner — even in defeat.

Breakdown Of Voting 


The latest issue of "The Illinois Inter- 


scholastic" — a publication put out by 
the Illinois High School Association — 
has a breakdown of how the voting went 
for two-class state tournaments in bas- 
ketball.

with mnrnmitant offshoot.* — whit sport 
Is rmlly, thr usr of drugs, racism In 
sports. It's part of my own attempt at 
intellectual self-justification for what I 
do." 


Beneath that neatly glued toupee 


throbs an agile brain (Howard is a grad- 
uate lawyer) with a manifest social con- 
sciousness 


"Sport." he says portentously, "will 


never again be what it once was. a tiny 
sanctuary for real life. There are mo- 
ments when sport transcends all When 
John Carlos and Tommie Smith extended 
their hands at the Olympics in Mexico 
City, it exposed to an entire world the 
racial anguish of a nation Sport does 
have moments like that. 


"It's very much a part of the real fab- 


ric of life, invading as it does the eco- 
nomics the sociology, the law and even 
the politics of society Examples1 The All 
case, the St Louis football Cardinals, the 
pension strikes, the manner by which a 
professional football merger was lobbied 


through Congress by a last minute rider 
to a public housing bill. 


"For 
the average person over 40,

Glad to One important thing to look 


for in appraising demonstrators is the 
t>pes of signs they carry 
The 
form 


chart mikes these distinctions 


Pro Signs printed in four-color lith- 


ograph, offset press or silk screen pro- 
cess Signs have handles, can be read 
from both side* and frequently are illus- 
trated 


Semi-pro Signs printed in black and 


white with home lettering set. Have han- 
dles and can be read from both sides, but 
no illustrations. 


AMATEUR: SIGNS scrawled on brown 


cardboard box lids with marking pens. 
No handles or illustrations. Signs are 
held aloft and waved when in sight of 
cameras 


Duffer: Signs wntten with ballpoint 


pens on foreheads of demonstrators. 


Another point on which demonstrators 


are rated is the literary quality of the 
protest slogans they compose The form 
chart gives these guidelines: 


Pro: Slogans tend to be rather long 


and appeal more strongly to the intellect 
than to the emotions. 


Semi-pro 
Slogans usually done in 


rhyme. The poetic meter, which general- 
ly favors anapests over trochees and 


spondees, is often a bit ragged. 


Amateur: Slogans couched in esoteric 


expletives, the meanings of which are 
unclear to everyone except the demon- 
strators themselves. 


DUFFER: Four-letter graffitti. The 


third major point on which protesters are 
rated is the types of missiles they hurl 
during a demonstration. Here's the form 
chart on that: 


Pro: Brings own missiles to demon- 


stration. Usually hurls eggs and to- 
matoes. Tends to favor Grade A, me- 
dium eggs and hybrid, early blooming, 
blight resistant tomatoes. 


Semi-pro: Also brings own missiles, 


but eggs and tomatoes likely to be of 
questionable freshness. 


Amateur: Comes to demonstration un- 


prepared and hurls whatever happens to 
be handy. 


Duffer' Comes to demonstration unpre- 


pared and hurls whatever happens to be 
handy, usually hitting another demon- 
strator. 


Understand The Laws Affecting Check Writing 


Checks are a common way of transac- 


ting financial 
matter* and keeping 


records, but many people don't under- 
stand the laws that apply to their use. 


The Illinois State Bar Association de- 


fines a check as a legal written order to 
your bank to pay the stated sum to the 
person you name In legal terms you are 
the "drawer," the person you name is 
the "payee," and your bank is the 
"drawee ' All three have responsibilities 
and may have liabilities under the law 


It is not wise to make out a check to 


"cash " If lost or stolen, it is very easy 
for anyone to cash For this reason it is 
suggested you make a check payable to 
cash only when you are immediately 
ready to use it 


When the payee receives your check, 


he must endorse it in one of three ways 
before receiving money 1) an "endorse- 
ment in blank" means your check is pay- 
able to the bearer and may consist of a 
mere signature 21 a "special endorse- 
ment" means he writes the words "pay 
to the order of (Mary Jones)" above his 
signature The check can't be vaudly 
transferred until Mary endorses it, and 
3> a "restrictive endorsement" means 
the payee designates it for a specific pur- 
pose, such as a deposit to a checking or 
savings account. 


WHEN \ NUMBER of persons endorse 


a check, unless they otherwise agree, 
they are liable to one another in the or- 
der in which they endorsed it It is pre- 
sumed this is the order in which their 
signatures appear on the check 


If you spell out the amount one way 


and write It numerically another, the 
bank will use the word figure, unless the 
words are ambiguous. Then the numer-

Q — I AM OVER 72 and still working 


My employer continues to deduct social 
security tax on my wages. Is this cor- 
rect' 


A — Yes, as long as you work in em- 


ployment covered by social security you 
pay the social security tax regardless of 
your age. Remember the amount of this 
tax paid in 1970 (48%) has been in- 
creased to 52 per cent for wages paid 
since Jan. 1, 1971. 


Q — I RECENTLY CASHED a check 


for a man who receives social security 
benefits. The check did not clear the 
bank because he had insufficient funds. 
Can your office give me his address so I 
can recover my money? 


A — We're sorry, but we cannot. Social 


security records are confidential, and we 
cannot disclose this information Benefit 
information, dates of birth, and address- 
es cannot be disclosed to anyone but the 
beneficiary without his authorization. 


Q - SOMETIMES WE HEAR the term 


"domestic service" used in connection 
with social security. What does this in- 
clude? 


A — "Domestic service" includes work 


performed by household workers in or 
about a private home such as maids, 
cooks, cleaning women, or gardners, 
handymen, 
housekeepers, 
watchmen, 


janitors, caretakers, as well as baby sit- 
ters if they come to a private home to 
care for children 


Q — HOW DOES social security cov- 


erage for household workers differ from 
coverage of other employes? 


A — A household or domestic employe 


must be paid at least $50 in wages in a 
calendar quarter by one employer before 
it is covered under social security or re- 
portable for social security purposes 


Q — RECENTLY, I heard there is an 


"Open Season" now for persons to sign 
up for the medical insurance part of 
medicare. What is meant by this as I 
have never signed up for it? 


A — This "Open Season" began Jan. 1, 


1971 and will run through March 31,1971. 
It is for people whose 65th birthday oc- 
curred on or between Oct. 2, 1967, and 
Jan. 1, 1971, and are not presently cov- 


ered under the medical insurance part of 
medicare. 


Q — SOMEONE TOLD me that this is 


the last chance for some people to sign 
up for medical insurance under medi- 
care. Is this correct? 


A — Anyone whose 65th birthday came 


between Oct. 2, 1967 and Oct. 1, 1968, 
must sign up no later than March 31, 
1971, or they cannot be covered by the 
medical insurance any time into the fu- 
ture They could in many instances, be 
eligible to sign up for the hospital insur- 
ance after March 31, 1971, however. 
Phone your nearest social security office 
to enroll and to get information. 


Q — IS A PERSON who was born prior 


to Oct 1, 1902, eligible to sign up for 
medical insurance under medicare dur- 
ing this period of Jan. 1, 1971 through 
March 31,1971? 


A — No. If they have not previously 


signed up, the law can no longer cover 
them for medical insurance under medi- 
care.

the alteration, your bank may properly 
charge your account for the amount of 
the check as altered. 


Banks must know the signatures of 


their own depositors, even if they might 
be clever forgeries. However, you are ex- 
pected to examine your statements and 
cancelled checks within a "reasonable 
amount of time" after receiving them. If 
you find a check not written or signed by 
you, inform the bank. If you don't and 
the bank can prove it suffered a loss be- 
cause of your failure to notify it, you 
might have to take the loss. 


There may be times when you write 


and issue a check for more than the in- 
tended amount or you lose a check or it 
is stolen. According to ISBA, the law pro- 
vides a solution for these problems. 


YOU SHOULD immediately call the 


bank and place a "stop order," giving 
the check number, the date written, the 
amount, the name of the payee and any 
other helpful particulars. Your oral stop 
order is effective for 14 days, but during 
this time you must send a written notice 
listing the same information. The written 
stop order is effective for six months and 
may be subject to an extension. The 
bank should receive notice in sufficient 
time to carry out your instructions. If 
not, the bank may not be liable if it cash- 
es the check. If you find the bank still 
cashed a check after your giving proper 
notice, it may be held responsible for the 
loss. 


Checks often are easier to use than 


cash, but unlike currency, you can't hold 
them too long. ISBA advises that a bank 
does not have to cash a check if it is 
more than 6 months old. 


DEAR DR. LAMB — Is there some 


way of finding out the amount of radi- 
ation the body has accumulatetd from 
X-rays? Is there a specialist who could 
give us a definite answer? Does this 
radiation ever leave the body? 


DEAR READER — It is not easy to 


find a medical center that can really do 
this. A device called a whole-body count- 
er has the ability to determine the 
amount of radiation the body contains. 
That would give some indirect informa- 
tion. Then, of course, if you were to hst 
all the X-rays and procedures that might 
have exposed you to radiation, a special- 
ist in radiology could give you a pretty 
good idea if you have had too much or if 
there is really nothing to worry about. 


We all get-radiation of some sort every 


day. Radiation from the sun striking the 
earth is a major source of energy for all 
forms of life. Without it the earth would 
be a cold and lifeless planet. The atmos- 
phere screens out the more harmful 
types of radiation from the sun but some 
still get to earth. 


DEAR DR. LAMB — Since I am al- 


most a vegetarian, I would like to know 
which nuts are most unsaturated. I eat 
dairy foods, nuts and meat substitutes

DEAR READER — You are probably

Veterans' GI home loan guaranties can 


be restored under certain conditions. 
John B. Naser, director of the Veterans 
Administration Regional Office in Chi- 
cago, has reminded veterans a guaranty 
once used can be restored if the require- 
ments are met. 


Naser said veterans or servicemen 


forced to sell their homes through no 
fault of their own, such as reasons of 
health, employment, condemnation pro- 
ceedings of federal, state or local govern- 
ments, may have their guaranty privi- 
leges restored. 


Naser noted the VA must first be re- 


leased from liability on the original loan 
before entitlement can be restored, usu- 
ally by paying off the guaranteed loan in 
fuH. 


Direct loans must be paid off in full 


before entitlement can be restored, Na- 
ser pointed out. 


The VA also will restore eligibility if 


the property was destroyed by fire or 
other natural hazards, as well as for cer- 
tain other compelling reasons which 
were no fault of the veteran or service- 
man. 


Some of the reasons for which property 


may be disposed of and entitlement re- 
stored by the VA includes: 


—Limited space in the veteran or ser- 


viceman's home, if a doctor certifies it is 
a health hazard, but an increase in the 
size of his family is -not in itself grounds 
for restoration of entitlement. 


—Loss of employment through a reduc- 


Mon-in-force, or curtailment of activities 
in the occupation where he is employed 
— if suitable employment is obtained in 
another locality 


—Transfer of employment from one lo- 


cality to another by the veteran's em- 
ployer. 


—Voluntary change of employment to 


another locality offering the veteran 
more income and opportunity for ad- 
vancement — provided satisfactory evi- 
dence is furnished VA. 


—Retirement of a veteran, or transfer 


of a serviceman by his military depart- 
ment while he is still on active duty. 


Veterans who believe they are eligible 


for GI loan reinstatement guaranties 
should contact the VA Regional Office at 
2030 W. Taylor St., Chicago.

A warning that Realtors in Arlington

"Recent statements by Department of 


Housing and Urban Development (HUD) 
Secretary Romncy and by the Chicago 
Housing Authority (CHA) may be a pre- 
lude to statewide zoning," said King. 
"This may mean a policy that what is 
good for the cities ought to be good for 
the suburbs. Those of you in Arlington 
Heights, and F.vanston and other suburbs 
may be closer to this than other areas." 


Urging Relators to make legislative 


contacts. King listed some of the bills 
concerning the real estate field to be in- 
troduced this year in the Illinois legisla- 
ture. These include mass transit, open 
housing, anfl-»olicitatton ordinances, con- 
sumer protection and mobile home tax- 
ation.

Isolation Ideal For Home Study 


The multi-purpose family room has a 


definite place in the modern single-fami- 
ly home, according to the Hoffman Ros- 
ner Corp. 


However, the company said that these 


rooms tend to become the home study 
center. This practice is frowned upon by 
educators, according to James March 
Goldberg, director of marketing for the 
firm. 


"That's why we put special emphasis 


on the design of bedrooms which will be 
used by youngsters," he said. "In effect, 
we plan our children's bedrooms to com- 
pete with multi-purpose rooms," he said. 
"Most families, when they do find them- 
selves at home together, naturally grav- 
itate to a room where they can be togeth- 
er.

Goldberg said that Hoffman Rosner 


tries to provide the right surroundings 
for study in both single-family homes 
and townhomes.

Loan Benefits For Veterans 


About 7 million World War n and Ko- 


rean Conflict veterans who financed their 
homes with VA-guaranteed loans before 
May 7, 1968, are eligible for additional 
home loan benefits. 


John B. Naser, director of the Veterans 


Administration's Regional Office in Chi- 
cago, said the veterans who qualify have 
accrued about $37.5 billion in unused 
home loan benefits. These veterans are 
eligible for new benefits because they ob- 
tained loans during the years when the 
loan guaranty was substantially lower 
than now. 


Naser said the current VA loan guar- 


anty maximum is $12,500, or 60 per cent 
of the loan, whichever is less — a max- 
imum in effect since May 7,1968. 


This compares with the $4,000 or 50 per 


cent maximum guaranty, set when VA 
started its home loan program after 
World War II. This maximum was in- 
creased to $7,500 or 60 per cent on Sept. 
1, 1951 and was raised to the current 
$12,500 maximum May 7,1968. 


The VA regional director explained 


that any veteran who financed his home 
with a VA-guaranteed loan before Ma 7, 
1968, now has either $5,000 or $8,500 home 
loan entitlement available — depending 
on when he received his loan. 


Veterans and servicemen who want to 


establish eligibility for entitlement re- 
maining from their original GI loans are 
urged to contact the VA Regional Office 
at 2030 West Taylor Street in Chicago. 


Install A Sump Pump 


Flash floods, broken water mains, 


seepage during heavy rain or even 
plumbed-in appliances, can cause base- 
ment flooding, according to the Plumb- 
ing-Heating-Cooling Information Bureau. 
Many homes are built with overhead 
sewers. This means the basement is be- 
low sewer level, and excess water cannot 
drain from the basement floor by grav- 
ity. 


Whatever the cause of basement flood- 


ing, the result is the same: damage and 
financial loss for families who use their 
basement as a recreation room, utility 
room, workshop or for storage. Water in 
the basement can be a health hazard. 


This seasonal crisis can be avoided 


with a sump pump or cellar drainer, the 
bureau said. Installation can be done by 
a plumbing contractor. He'll construct a 
sump, (a pit to collect excess water) and 
install an electric pump for discharging 
the water automatically into a sewer or 
other point. When water in the pit reach- 
es a predetermined danger level, a float 
switch automatically activates the pump. 
It continues to operate until all the water 
has been drained out, when it shuts off 
automatically. 


Sump pumps come in different types 


and sizes. Homeowners with basement 
flooding problems 
should consult a 


plumbing contractor on the right choice 
of equipment, the bureau said.

569 persons who cannot speak or hear, 
169 persons with controlled diabetes, 160 
persons with emotional or behavioral 
problems. 51 individuals with adequately 
controlled epilepsy and 16 persons classi- 
fied as totally blind.

Gariffas Prepare Table 


Process To Preserve Mushrooms 


N'rws of in improved product will in- 


terest gourmet cooks who depend on 
mushroom to lend that special flair to 
thnr culinary creations Mushroom!) can 
now be air-dried and stored and still re- 
tain their distinctive yet delicate flavor 
and color. 


Researchers of the U.S. Department of 


Agriculture's Reeearch Service devel- 
oped a new air-drying process to pre- 
serve mushrooms. The process is eco- 


nomical, and the quality of the product 
compares favorably with that of im- 
ported, processed mushrooms that hold a 
large part of the U.S. market. 


Fresh mushrooms are highly per- 


ishable. They must be eaten or processed 
within five days after harvesting or they 
become brown and undesirable for cook- 
ing. 


Freeze-dried mushrooms are an ex- 


cellent product, but the process is ex-

pensive. On the other hand, air-dried 
mushrooms that are blanched before pro- 
cessing have an undesirable color and 
shape. Although blanching inactivates 
enzymes, it reduces the solids by 20 per 
cent, causing a loss of nutrients and fla- 
vor. 


However, the new air-drying process 


eliminates blanching. Instead, the mush- 
rooms are dipped in chlorine solution to 
kill microorganisms, then cut up and 
treated to inhibit browning. Finally, hot 
air, first at a low, then at an elevated 
temperature, dries the mushroom pieces. 


Two commercial companies that are 


large-tcale users of dried mushrooms 
taste-tested the unblanched, air-dried 
mushrooms. They rated the mushrooms 
superior to the imported air-dried prod- 
uct in flavor, color and texture, and 
equal in flavor to freeze-dried mush- 
rooms that cost twice as much to pro- 
duce. 


When packaged in airtight conainers, 


the new air-dried mushrooms retained a 
desirable flavor and texture for at least 
seven months. 


The industry is currently using the pro- 


cess to produce dry mushroom pieces for 
dry soup mixes. But it hopes to use the 
new product in other manufactured foods 
such as instant gravies and casserole 
dishes.

Quan- 
tities of vegetables, fruits — preferably 
those that are not in season — cookies, 
cakes and sea foods will also appear on 
the table. There will be no meat served 
but the table will be headed with a large 
stuffed baked fish along with cod fieh, 
shrimp and turbot. 


Custom dictates that all the food be 


homemade . . . from the bread in cross, 
wreath and cane (staff) shaped loaves to 
the homemade wine. Mrs. Gariffa has 
also been making all sorts of Italian pas- 
tries and delicacies. 


MR. GARIFFA hasn't spent all of the 


last two weeks sampling the goodies 
from the oven. He has been constructing 
an altar-type platform at the head of the 
table. A St. Joseph statue from St. Hu- 
bert School in Hoffman Estates will be 
placed there for the festivities. 


Most preparations will be finished by 


this afternoon to receive the blessing of 
Father Wincek from St. Hubert's church. 
According to St. Joseph Day tradition, all 


the blessed food must be eaten tomor- 
row. By the same custom, each person 
attending will go home with blessed 
homemade bread and cookies. 


The Gariffas will offer the St. Joseph 


Day table to friends, relatives and neigh- 
bors at their home, 145 Cooper Lane in 
Hoffman Estates. They have four chil- 
dren, Mrs. Curtis Burrell of Chicago, and 
Mrs. Walter Murphy, George and Donna 
Marie, all of Hoffman Estates.

which they open a bottle of Champagne. 


To open a bottle of Champagne deftly 


might not win any duels — but it can win 
women or friends. Here's how: 


After chilling the bottle, wipe excess 


moisture off with a napkin. Remember 
all sparkling wine contains natural higi 
pressure and should not be opened care- 
lessly. 


Loosen the wire hood by first untwist- 


ing the wire loop. The wire and top of the 
foil capsule can be removed in a single 
motion — keep a thumb on top of the 
stopper except for the brief movement of 
drawing the wire and foil. This per rents 
premature popping. 


Slant bottle at a 45-degree angle to pre- 


vent overflow. Always point tha bonle 
away from your guests and you-self. 


Grasp top of the cork firmly with the 


thumb and forefinger of your left hand. 
Turn the bottle, not the cork, slowly with 
your right hand — always maintaining a 
45-degree angle. 


If the cork proves stubborn, apply up- 


ward pressure; use thumb to loosen the 
mushroom sector of the cork from the 
neck of the bottle. 


Let internal bottle pressure ease out 


the cork, but keep control of it as it is 
forced out. Remember, the cork is quick- 
er than the eye. 


Fill a glass with foam. Let it die down, 


then continue filling. Pour only at a 
speed the flow can bear. Voila! Your 
California Champagne party effervesces!

If the price spread per dozen eggs is 


less than seven cents between one size 
and the next smaller size of the same 
grade, your best value is the larger size 
For instance — Grade A large eggs 60 
cents for a dozen give you more egg for 
the money than Grade A mediums at 54 
cents.

words, " . . . might be ensured of wide- 
spread mourning." 


F r a n c i s c o Pizzaro, Spanish con- 


quistador, destroyer of the Inca Indian 
civilization and short-lived Spanish gov- 
ernor of Peru in the 16th century, is 
credited with cebiche de camarones, or 
prawns marinated in a spicy lemon and 
lime juice mixture. The authors wrote 
that they chose the recipe because Piz- 
zaro was slain during dinner when he 
had got as far as the fish course. 


THE RECIPE might have been sub- 


titled "The Inca's Revenge." It's so lack- 
ing in authenticity that it calls not only 
for cooked instead of raw prawns, but 
also for ketchup instead of chopped fresh 
tomatoes. 


The Blinders wrote that the incestuous 


Lucretia and her brother, Cesare " . . . 
became sufficiently experienced in the 
deadly garnishing of their unique cuisine 
to vary the moment of their guest's de- 
mise to suit them — from almost imme- 
diately, to several days later." 


Nota bene: to anyone who's forgotten 


his Latin studies, Lucretia was Infamous 
for poisoning a lot of men to gain then: 
property. The Borgias' recipe is for 
steamed, stuffed artichokes. It is, the au- 
thors wrote "... reputed to have been 
better when seasoned with arsenic." 


The Blinders also maintain that a per- 


son of talent, intelligence and creativity 
usually exhibits these qualities " . . . in 
everything he does, whether it's robbing 
a bank or seasoning soup." 


Which reminds me of my favorite rec- 


ipe for key lime pie, a luscious dessert of 
southern Florida. I found the recipe 
years ago in one of Rex Stout's Nero 


Wolfe mystery novels. I've forgotten the 
title but I'll always remember the reac- 
tion of one dinner guest after I answered 
a question about the source of the recipe. 


He said, as he accepted a second help- 


ing- "I hope you left out the arsenic." v 


BONNIE PARKER, an American gun- 


man's moll early in this century, prob- 
ably is best known to the current gener- 
ation through actress Fay Dunaway's 
portrayal of her in a movie about Bon- 
nie's life with her lover, bank robber 
Clyde Barrow. The Blinders wrote that 
carrot soup was one of her favorites. 
Here's the recipe. 


Saute 2 cups each of onions and car- 


rots, chopped or grated, in 4 tablespoons 
of butter over medium heat for about 20 
minutes. Add % cup of white wine, 6 
cups of chicken stock, 1 bay leaf, and 
salt and pepper to taste. Simmer at least 
one hour. Remove bay leaf. Puree soup 
in electric blender or put it through a 
fine sieve. Serve very hot. Makes 4

For instance, combine mayonnaise and 


chili sauce (or ketchup) and add curry 
powder and you have a tasty sauce that 
is delicious with all types of beef as well 
as boiled and deep fried seafood. Begin 
with tomato sauce and prepared horse- 
radish and work in some chili powder 
and get a quick and easy Mexican sauce. 
Or, taking another tack, begin with one 
of the basic foilpacked sauce mixes — 
brown gravy — and blend in some in- 
stant minced onion or freeze-dried shal- 
lots, parsley flakes, wine and a hint of 
pepper and the result is a very respect- 
able reproduction of a Bordelaise sauce. 
Recipes for these, as tested by the Amer- 
ican Spice Trade Association kitchen, are 
given below. 


These are just starter suggestions for 


what could be a whole repertoire of easy 
sauces The beauty of these simple 
sauces is that you can improvise, flavor- 
ing them to taste Take some sour 
cream, add a little onion powder and 
freeze-dried chives for a sauce that is 
all-purpose with vegetables. Or, instead 
of chives, use dill weed. Add paprika and 
freeze-dried shallots to a packaged white 
sauce and serve with fish or pork chops 
Combine vinegar, raisons, garlic powder 
and powdered mustard and blend into a 
packaged cheese sauce for a tasty com- 
pliment to broiled ham steak. None of 
these sauce ideas should take more than 
10 minutes to prepare and most of them 
not even that long.

agers, youth is experimenting more with 
food. This makes cooking for the family 
much easier for the woman who likes to 
try something new. A new twist on a 
pork dish is economical since pork is still 
plentiful. 


Modern technology has produced a lea- 


ner pork with fewer calories but still 
"larded" with vitamins and minerals. 
Another technological breakthrough al- 
lows us to buy fresh yams throughout the 
winter, not merely at the peak of har- 
vesting in October. 


The yams are "cured" in special so- 


rage kilns with temperature and humid- 
ity controlled. Put the tasty yams and a 
smoked pork butt together for a Loui- 
siana Yams and Pork Hungarian dish. 
This includes green and red peppers, on- 
ion, a touch of garlic and spices. Such a 
dish is quite a departure from the tradi- 
tional candied yams most think of eating 
when yams are mentioned.

Cook pepper strips and onion in same 


skillet until tender, about 5 minutes Re- 
move vegetables and set aside, reserving 
drippings. Place yams in bottom of shal- 
low 2-quart baking dish; top with pork 
slices and vegetable mixture. Add chick- 
en broth to skillet and boil rapidly over 
high heat until reduced to l/3-cup. Stir in 
garlic, spices and sherry, simmer gently 
for one minute and pour over yam mix- 
ture in baking dish. Cover and bake in 
400-degree oven for 45 minutes or until 
yams are tender. Makes 6 servings.

Her Scrapple Is Family Hit 


IT'S A RACE to the table when Ann Weed of Arlington 
Heights serves Scrapple. Topped with maple syrup or 
molasses, Scrapple is a favorite treat for Brian and Gin- 
ger Weed. Ann learned to make Scrapple from her fa- 
ther, whose ancestors were Virginians.

Her children scramble to the table 


when Mrs. Hugh H. C. Weed III serves 
Scrapple for Sunday morning brunch. 


"It's their biggest treat," Ann Weed 


explained, "ano\ adds variety to ordinary 
breakfast fare." 


An old Pennsylvania Dutch recipe for 


Scrapple advises the cook to use a hog's 
head. Were this still the case, Ann Weed 
and most American housewives would 
turn the page and make pancakes in- 
stead! 


However, Ann learned a simplified 


method from her father, whose ancestors 
were Virginians, and her recipe calls for 
bulk pork sausage which can be pur- 
chased from any supermart. 


She cooks this in water, then chops the 


sausage fine in a blender, This is com- 
bined with cornmeal mush well-seasoned 
with sage. Packed into a loaf pan, the 
scrapple is refrigerated overnight. 


"I usually make this the night before 


while I'm preparing dinner," Ann re- 
marked. 


The next morning she cuts the firm 


loaf into slices and fries it until brown on 
both sides. Ginger Weed, 10, and Brian, 
8, love it topped with maple syrup or mo- 
lasses. 


"This is a mild-flavored scrapple," Ann 


explained, "but other herbs, such as 
thyme, may be added. It is hearty in it- 
self, but may be served with scrambled 
eggs and coffee cake, if desired. Left- 
overs can be refrigerated for later use." 


Although her children like the unusual 


scrapple, they normally prefer simpler 
foods. So Ann concentrates on being 
creative when entertaining guests. 


One of her specialties is pork tender- 


loin baked in a savory sauce. All of the 
preparation can be done ahead, and 
while the pork bakes it absorbs the de- 
licious flavor of the sauce, becomes fork- 
tender and is easy to slice and serve. 


As an accompaniment Ann suggests a 


casserole of creamed cauliflour and 
peas. This also can be fixed early in the 
day. 


The vegetables are combined in a 


cream sauce seasoned with onion and 
nutmeg and topped with buttered bread 
crumbs. 


"THIS MAY SOUND bland, but there 


is a subtle blending of flavors that is de- 
lightful to taste," Ann said. 


Hot curried fruit adds interest to this 


meal, and Ann also likes to serve a Spin- 
ach Cabbage Salad. It simply consists of 


these two vegetables, bacon bits and can- 
ned fried onions tossed with an Italian 
dressing. The salad has a erunchy tex- 
ture and an appealing tang that com- 
plements the pork. 


Cooking is just one of this competent 


homemaker's many interests. A past- 
president of the Dunton chapter of Ques- 
ters, she likes antiques and collects 
Imari work, enjoys doing needlepoint 
and also makes dried flower arrange- 
ments. 


Active in the Kappa Theta Alumnae 


Club, Ann is chairman of the Illinois 
State Theta project for handicapped chil- 
dren. She is also on the PTA board at 
Dryden school. 


The Weed family lives at 623 S. Pine in 


Arlington Heights. 


SCRAPPLE 


Vk pound bulk pork sausage 


4 cups water 
1 teaspoon salt 
% teaspoon sage or more 
1 cup yellow cornmeal 
1 cup cold water 
In large saucepan, break sausage into 


small pieces. Add four cups water, stir- 
ring to separate meat. Heat to boiling; 
reduce heat and simmer for 20 minutes, 
uncovered. 


Drain meat, reserving 3 cups stock. 


Skim off excess fat from stock. Add salt 
and sage to stock and bring to the boiling 
point. 


Combine cornmeal and one cup cold 


water. Gradually add to stock, stirring 
constantly. Cover and cook over low heat 
for 10 minutes, stirring occasionally. 


In the meantime, break up sausage as 


fine as possible. A blender is good for 
this task. Add sausage to cooked corn- 
meal mush. Pour mixture into a loaf 
pan. Chill overnight. 


The next morning, remove scrapple 


from pan. Slice to %-inch thick. Fry in 
hot fat or vegetable oil until brown on 
both sides. Serve with maple syrup or 
molasses. Serves 6. 


BAKED PORK TENDERLOIN 


3 whole pork tenderloins 
% cup butter 
% pound fresh mushrooms, sliced 
1 cup chopped celery 
1 onion, sliced 
% cup vegetable stock 
1% tablespoons flour 


2 teaspoons salt 
V4 teaspoon pepper 
4 tablespoons sherry 
Lightly brown pork in butter and re- 


move from pan. Cook mushrooms, celery 


and onion in butter for five minutes. 


Combine stock and flour. Add to vege- 


tables along with seasonings. Cook until 
thickened, stirring constantly. Blend in 
sherry. 


Place meat In a baking oish. Pour 


sauce over it. Cover and bake at 325 de- 
grees for one hour and 15 minutes. Slice 
and serve with sauce. Serves 8. 


CREAMED CAULIFLOWER 


AND PEAS 


1 large cauliflower (about 2V< pounds), 


or 3 packages frozen cauliflower, 
10 ounces each 


1 package frozen peas 


(10 ounces) 
Milk 


Vi cup butter or margarine 
% cup finely-chopped onion 
3 tablespoons flour 
% teaspoon salt 
14 teaspoon pepper 
% teaspoon nutmeg 
1 cup light cream 
If fresh cauliflower is used, separate 


into flowerettes. Cook in 1% cups water 
and % teaspoon salt until just tender, 10 
to 15 minutes. Drain. 


Cook peas hi % cup water plus Vt tea- 


spoon salt, covered, for five minutes. 
Drain and reserve liquid Add enough 
milk to liquid to make 2 cups. 


Saute onions in hot butter until golden 


brown. Remove from heat. Stir in flour, 
salt, pepper and nutmeg until well-blend- 
ed. Gradually stir in reserved liquid and 
cream, return to heat and bring to a boil, 
stirring constantly. 


In a 2-quart casserole or 9 by 13-inch 


pyrex dish, arrange cauliflower and 
peas. Pour sauce over all. 


Melt about V* cup butter and add 2 


cups pulled bread. Stir to coat crumbs 
lightly with the butter. Season with a 
little paprika. Sprinkle over casserole, 
cover and refrigerate overnight. 


Bake in a 400 degree oven for 30 min- 


utes Uncover and bake an additional 20 
to 30 minutes or until bubbly. Serves 8. 


SPINACH CABBAGE SALAD 


1 bag spinach 
Vi head red cabbage, thinly sliced 
Ms pound bacon, fried crisp 


and diced 


% to 1 can French fried onions 


Italian dressing 
Wash spinach; drain well and dry. 


Break into pieces.

oven for 40-45 minutes. Makes one 9x9x2- 
inch pan or one 7xll-uich pan.

CHOCOLATE BANANA CAKE AU RUM 
% cup margarine 
Hi cups sugar 


1 teaspoons soda 
2 large eggs 
2 squares (2 oz ) unsweetened 


chocolate, melted 


2 teaspoons vanilla 
% teaspoon salt 
1 teaspoon baking powder 


2'/4 cups sifted flour 


1 cup sour milk or buttermilk 


1% cups mashed bananas 


(about 5 medium size bananas) 


% cup rum 
Preheat oven to 375 degrees. Cream 


margarine with sugar. Add soda, baking 
powder and salt. Add eggs one at a time. 
When well blended, add melted chocolate 
and vanilla. Alternately add sour milk or 
buttermilk with sifted flour. When this is 
all well blended fold in mashed bananas.

Poring over cookbooks is a favorite 


pastime and through the generosity of 
Mrs. Martha Dodds of Champaign, 111., I 
spent fascinating hours with "Common 
Sense in the Household" by Marion Har- 
land published by Scribner, Armstrong & 
Co. in 1876. 


It not only is packed with excellent 


recipes from breads to flavored vine- 
gars, but also contains much sound ad- 
vice about servants, sundries, and how to 
feed in a sick room or nursery. 


Of recipes, the author says, never to 


memorize for "if you have a mind wor- 
thy of the name, its powers are too valu- 
able to be laden with such details " On 
working in the kitchen, "Never stand 
when you can do your work as well while 
sitting." 


On the product, "Season with judg- 


ment, cook just enough and not a minute 
too long, and dish nicely. The recommen- 
dation of the eye to the palate is a point 
no cook can afford to disregard." 


Her recipes for vegetables are unusual 


and excellent The first I tried was in- 
triguingly called "Ladies Cabbage." Boil 
in water to cover a firm white cabbage 
for 15 minutes, changing the water then, 
for more from the boiling tea kettle Con- 
tinue to cook until cabbage is tender. 
Drain and set aside until perfectly cold. 


Chop cabbage fine and add 2 beaten 


eggs, a tablespoon of butter, 3 table- 


spoons of light cream, pepper and salt. 
Stir well, then bake in a buttered dish 
until brown. Serve very hot. Men won't 
hesitate on this dish even though it's 
named for ladies. 


Another outstanding Harland recipe is 


for 
broiled mushrooms. Wash fresh 


mushrooms, about 6 medium sized will 
make an ample serving. Cut off most of 
the stems, which can be saved for soups 
or sauces, and wipe the caps dry with 
paper leveling. 


Arrange in a pie dish, sprinkle with 


salt, pepper, and a dash of mace. Top 
each one with butter and bake in a mod- 
erate oven for 20 to 30 minutes until nice- 
ly browned. Butter as needed to prevent 
mushrooms from drying too much. 


Meanwhile boil 1 teaspoon 
minced 


parsley in a small amount of water for 3 
minutes, then dram and allow to cool. 
Mix with 1 cup soft butter, add the juice 
of 1 lemon, salt and a dash of red pep- 
per Whip, then put in a saucepan and 
bring to a boil. Pour sauce over the 
mushrooms and serve. 


The sauce is called maitre d'hotel and 


is also useful for other dishes and vege- 
tables, roasted or boiled.

'Beauty Found In Stones' 
Rock Fan, Without Music

Polishing rocks is an art to Ted Bishop 


of Elk Grove Village, an art that he dis- 
covered through business associates and 
developed and refined on his own 


The results of his work are on display 


this month at the Elk Grove Village Pub- 
lic Library, 101 Kennedy Blvd 


"Allowing them to be on display is my 


way of teaching kids what can be done 
with a simple rock," the 59-year-old hob- 
byist said. 


Bishop's lapidary work is not limited to 


finding and labeling pretty rocks. His 
collection ranges from almost untouched 
rocks with pictures formed naturally by 
the variegation to polished precious 
stones 


HIS 5-YEAR-OLD HOBBY has become 


a family affair, with his wife helping col- 
lect the rocks on traveling sprees, and 
his son, Dave, 29, pursuing the art as a 
business venture. His son refines and pol- 
ishes the more beautiful stones and sells 
them as jewelry in special settings 


Bishop and his wife moved into Elk 


Grove in September, and live at 655H 
Versailles. At that time he began a new 
company, Scientific Abrasives, Inc., lo- 
cated at 751 Lively Blvd. 


The business started in his basement 


earlier with the manufacture of various 
bracelet products and the polishing of 
precision instruments. It was here that 
he began his work with precious stones 
since many of his customers were rock 
and mineral collectors 


Now most of his work in preparing the 


stones is done in his new factory that 
manufactures various compounds used in 
polishing rocks. He continues his work 
with precision instruments 


"Most of our products are our own in- 


ventions Our company is unique in that 
sense," he said 


WHILE MOST OF the work on the 


stones is conducted in the shop, the fin- 
ished products are usually displayed in 
his home Bishop said he has hundreds of 
rocks and slides of about 75 of them. 
Most of these are of the rocks with pic- 
tures in them. 


"I've been lucky in finding them," he 


said 


His picture rocks show things like 


shakes of dogs, seals and dessert land- 
scapes, "I have an agate with a perfect 
Christmas tree inside," he said. 


He said collecting the rocks does not 


have to be expensive, although cutting 
them may be. 


Bishop travels to many parts of the 


world and collects the stones wherever 
he goes 


"As soon as I get to a place I look in

the yellow pages of the telephone book 
for rock shops In talking to the owners 
many become friendly and give me ideas 
on the location of various diggings," he 
said 


HE ALSO BUYS many of his rocks 


from the shops rather than from jew- 
elers "They're cheaper that way," he 
said. About half of his stones have come 
from rock shops 


Bishop said that persons interested in 


rock cutting or polishing can take advan- 
tage of several schools in the area which 
teach people how to do it without requir- 
ing the purchase of any equipment.

Hewlett Urges Student 'Counterrevolution 


Illinois Auditor Michael J. Howlett last 


night defended America's seven million 
college students and called upon "serious 
students" to launch a revolt against the 
' ' m i n o r i t y of academic disrupters" 
among them. 


Speaking at a dinner meeting of the 


Wheeling Chamber of Commerce on St. 
Patrick's Day, traditional opening of the 
spring season on college campuses, 
Howlett said the majority of college stu- 
dents and other young people "are not 
narcotics addicts, do not make ex- 
plosives, don't go overboard sexually and 
are not in rebellion against traditional 
American values." 


He said the young people don't like 


riots any more than adults, and many of 


them have given their lives in defense of 
the country and have worked hard for 
positive causes. 


"But these are not the young people we 


see on television or read about in the 
newspaper," Howlett said. "We should 
remember there are more than seven 
million young men and women in college, 
and only a small percentage of them are 
radicals. This small percentage can be a 
large number and their tactics make 
them seem like many more." 


HOWLETT, WHO is serving his third 


term as auditor and is considered a pos- 
sible candidate for the Democratic nomi- 
nation for governor next year, told the 
businessmen parents should not wish 
they were living in quieter times. 


"We live in the best era in history," he 


said. "Finding the means and methods of 
correcting our mistakes is one of our 
country's greatnesses." 


He said Americans should raise their 


sights to meet the challenges of poverty, 
hunger, inequality and disease. 


"This is the era when we have prac- 


tically wiped out tuberculosis, polio and 
German measles," he said. "Life ex- 
pectancy has been increased and scien- 
tists are at work unlocking the mysteries 
of cancer and leukemia. 


"And even with increased unemploy- 


ment, more people are at work in Illinois 
than in any earlier generation, producing 
more goods and services, making more 
money, and spending it for more corn-

forts and luxuries than our ancestors 
ever knew."

Wheeling officials have decided to re- 


consider their opposition to legislation 
proposed by the state zoning laws study 
communion 


After hearing that some of the propos- 


als have been changed the village board 
asked village planner Thompson Dyke to 
study the legislation and report to them 
on it 


The board asked for the report after a 


meeting Monday with State Rep Eugene 
Schlickman, R Arlington Heights, chair- 
man of the commission 


The village had originally filed objec- 


tions to the legislation because of a con- 
troversial section giving the state zoning 
powers within ua miles of major state 


highway intersections. 


SCHLICKMAN TOLD the Wheeling of- 


ficials on Monday that that section had 
been eliminated from the enabling act 
legislative bill and that it would be in- 
troduced in the general assembly as a 
separate piece of legislation. 


The state representative explained that 


the commission had been created in 1969 
to revise and update the three state 
enabling acts dealing with municipal- 
ities counties and townships 


"That seemed simple enough, but zon- 


ing has become a very complicated and 
topical subject," Schlickman said 


HE EXPLAINED that the commission 


has completed its work on revision and 


updating of the enabling acts, however. 


"The national administration feels that 


land use is important and it feels that the 
parochialism of municipalities, uncoordi- 
nated with other municipalities, is not 
meeting the needs for conservation of 
our land," Schlickman said 


He said the commission had recom- 


mended state involvement in zoning (the 
separate legislation) "not for the purpose 
of violating home rule 
. but for the 


sole purpose of protecting our environ- 
ment and conservation of land " 


THE COMMISSION completed a pre- 


liminary draft of the proposed 
new 


enabling acts in November 1970. 


That preliminary report was circulated 


statewide for comment. That was when 
Wheeling and other municipalities in the 
Illinois Municipal League raised objec- 
tion to the state zoning powers section. 


Schlickman said Monday that his com- 


mission was the first in Illinois history to 
ever issue a preliminary report. 


The commissions' 
recommendations 


were finalized last month after public 
hearings in Springfield, he said. 


Schlickman explained to the Wheeling 


officials that the main bill setting up the 
new enabling acts will give the village 
expanded authority in zoning. 


ALSO, HE SAID more public notice of 


the hearings on zoning matters would be 
required under the new law.

T h o m p s o n explained that Germans 
bought cigarettes and pasted the pre- 
miums — Hitler snapshots — in an al- 
bum, much like kids today save bubble- 
gum cards of sports figures.

people think he is some kinds of Nazi

"It means so much more 
when the circumstances are documents," 
he said. For intance, an eagle plaque 
lakes on significance when it's dis- 
covered it was presented to an American 
officer under unusual circumstances. It 
was taken off a German troop train fully 
loaded with hundreds, perhaps thousands 
of German soldiers when they dis- 
embarked at Kassel, Germany, in 1945 to 
surrender to six Americans 


"I HAD TWO BROTHERS and three 


brothers-in-law in the war," Thompson 
said "Everybody in my home town of 
Wataga, 111 - population about 500 - 
who was old enough went to war. I was 7 
years old 


"I remember my brother quit high 


school and went off to win the war. I was 
impressed with that," said Thompson. 
"Later I became interested in that era 
for its historical significance " 


Thompson admits to a natural bent to- 


ward pack-ratting. He appreciates an- 
tiques and Indian relics as well as Nazi 
souvenirs 


Of his war collection he said, "To some 


it wouldn't be worth a dune, but to me 
it's priceless." 


"If I were ultra-rich, I'd like to have a 


VFW-related museum — the German 
equivalent of Cantigny in Lisle. I'd dedi- 
cate it to GIs who served in the war," 
said Thompson. 


"But, tell me," he said, "who would 


visit a German museum?"

to begin operations. 


Th? farm proposed for adolescent boys 


has been in the proposal stage for more 
than two years Now a permit from the 
State D«pt of Children and Family Ser- 
vices will allow the program to begin. 


Sponsored by Ridgeway Hospital of 


Chicago, trip farm will house 12 pre-court 
•nd post-hospital boys from 12 to 17- 


years-old. 


Administrator of the hospital, Henry 


Diselthorst, said, "We're all set to start. 
As soon as applications for the first two 
boys are cleared, we'll open." 


He estimated the farm located on 


Northwest Highway near Dundee Road 
would be officially open April 15. 


Two years ago when proposals for 


Ridgeway first were made known, strong 
o p p o s i t i o n came from homeowners 
groups in Palatine and Inverness. 


NECESSARY ZONING for the farm 


was denied by the county board, but 
granted by the courts after Ridgeway 
filed a suit against the county. 


"It's been a long, hard two years, but 


we've finally made it," Distelhorst said. 


The permit issued by the state will al- 


low the farm to operate for six months. 
Then, it is general practice to grant a 
license for the full program.

Board OKs Restaurant Requests 


The Wheeling Zoning board endorsed 


construction of one restaurant and re- 
modeling of another at Tuesday's meet- 
ing 


The board voted unanimously to rec- 


ommend that the village board issue a 
special use permit to allow a Mr. Steak 
franchise family restaurant to be built on 
the east end of the Dunhurst Shopping 
Center south of the intersection of Elm- 
hurst and Dundee roads. 


The board also voted unanimously in 


favor of a zoning change and special use 
permit to the Henry's Drive-In restau- 
rant at 34 N. Elmhurst Rd 


Rezomng the property will allow re- 


mixleling of the rinve-in rertaurant to in- 
clude sit-down eating facilities as well as 
carry out service 


The drive-in currently operates as a 


non-conforming use in the B-2 (retail 
business district) zoning area. 


At Tuesday's public hearings represent- 


atives of the Dunhurst Realty Corp. tes- 
tified that there would not be any liquor 
sold in connection with the Mr. Steak op- 
eration. They said that by building the 
restaurant a problem of unsightly trailer 
storage and trash accumulation east of 
the Sears Catalog Outlet Store would be 
eliminated. 


The representatives of the realty firm 


also indicated that plans are underway 
for development of the vacant property 
west of the new shopping center between 
the new National Food Store and Jack 
London Junior High School. 


They explained that the Mr. Steak op- 


eration is aimed at family dining. The 
meals are served on non-disposable dish- 
es so the restaurant would not lend itself 
to a carry-out trade, they said. 


Testimony at the Henry's drive-in 


hearing indicated that the drive-in res- 
taurant has been in business for 10 
years. 


Plans call for extending the present 


building by 7 feet, 8 inches on the south 
and by approximately 12 feet on the 
east. 


Representatives of the restaurant testi- 


fied that the remodeling was planned to 
meet competition. 


They said the zoning change was war- 


ranted because their restaurant was a 
non-conforming use because village zon- 
ing laws had not been enacted when it 
was built. 


Zoning board members questioned 


whether the land on which the restaurant 
stands had been legally subdivided. They 
asked that the village attorney in- 
vestigate the subdivision before the mat- 
ter came before the village board.

Reservoir Contract Is Awarded 


The Buffalo Grove Village Board has 


awarded the contract for construction of 
an underground 300.000 gallon reservoir 
to prevent water shortages. 


The board voted Monday to accept the 


bid of the Ockerland Construction Co. of 
Morton Grove for a total cost of $115.635 
to build the reservoir at the site of the 
village's well number two on Arlington 
Heights Rond. Ockerland was the lowest 
of nine bidders on the project. As part of 
the contract price, the motor control and 
ru-trring work will be done by McGuire 
;ird Associates of Des Plaines at a cost 
( > > $ ! t,.!71 


The reservoir will serve primarily the 


Lake County Strathmore area, but will 
;ilso help the entire village water system. 
Strathmore presently receives its water 


from the Cook County section of Buffalo 
Grove. 


Village Pres. Donald Thompson esti- 


mated the reservoir would "better than 
double the service from last year when 
we had the problems." 


Money to finance the construction will 


come from part of the $4 million in reve- 
nue bonds sold by the village to buy the 
Buffalo Utility Co. A portion of the reve- 
nue bonds issued were scheduled for use 
in making improvements in the existing 
village system. 


According to Thompson, the well is 


pumping water, but will not be hooked 
up to the system until the water becomes 
clearer and the sand is pumped out of 
the well. This process should take about 
a week, Thompson said. 


usually grant only a permit in the begin- 
ning. After six months, the program is 
evaluated and a license generally is is- 
sued," explained John Hebbelin, licens- 
ing representative for the State Dept. of 
Children and Family Services.

"We have several boys at the hospital 


who are treated and rehabilitated, but 
come right back here after returning to 


the same environment that put them 
here in the first place," he said. 


The farm program is designed to put 


boys in a 24-hour structured atmosphere 
to give them the skilled help they need to 
achieve stability, 
according to Dis- 


telhorst. 


Boys would be sent to the farm by a 


referring agency which could be a family 
service agency, a school, or a judge. 


"Post-hospital boys" would be those al- 


ready discharged from a hospital and no 
longer in need of treatment, but in need 
of a different environment other than 
their home. 


"Pre-court boys" are those who have 


not appeared before a juvenile court 
judge yet. 


"THESE ARE THE boys who judges 


try to avoid giving a record by keeping 
them out of the courts. They're not crim- 
inals in any sense of the word," Dis- 
telhorst said. 


He said part of the staff for Ridgeway 


Farm already has been hired and ex- 
pects all hiring to be completed by the 
middle of next month.

was arrested by Cook County Sheriff's 
Police yesterday afternoon after he alleg- 
edly telephoned a false bomb threat to 
a Prospect Heights school. 


Marvin Keihl, 21, of 415 N. Windsor 


Dr . Arlington Heights, who had been a 
probationary member of the Prospect 
Heights Fire Department for 2V4 months, 
was charged with disorderly conduct. 


Police said the threat was called to the 


Dist. 23 MacArthur Junior High School at 
approximately 2:30 p.m. Monday. The 
caller said a bomb would go off in the 
school at 3 p.m., according to reports. 
Principal Gerald McGovern evacuated 
the school. 


Keihl, who was arrested in his home 


by Officer Ronald Kazanow, may receive 
a maximum penalty of a $2.500 fine or 
one year in county jail or both. 


The Cook County Circuit Court will 


hold a hearing on Keihl's case this morn- 
ing. He spent last night in jail at the 
County Police Station in Niles after fail- 
ing to post $5.000 bond. 


THE ARREST WAS made after "a 


lengthy investigation," said Capt. James 
Walsh of the Cook County Sheriffs Po- 
lice. 


According to Dist. 23 Supt. Edward 


Grodsky, "the Bell Telephone Co. put a 
lock on the district phone number after 
we received a second false threat Fri- 
day. Keihl's number was then traced as 
the phone used to call the bomb threat 
Monday."

on Wolf Road, were built with approv- 
al of the village's plan commission, and 
discovered in the wording which would 
have reversed the intent of the law. 


The bill was originally proposed in 


1969. It passed the legislature in the first 
session in 1970 but was vetoed by Gov. 
Richard B. Ogilvie when an error was 
in conflict with the village's future land 
use plan (official map). 


INDIVIDUAL HOMEOWNERS in rural 


unincorporated areas of the county are 
excluded from the bill, since it would not 
apply to persons who own lots of less 
than one acre at the time the bill be- 
comes law. 


The bill would also give municipalities 


greater control over placement of roads, 
and school and park sites in nearby unin- 
corporated areas. 


Hamer said yesterday the legislative 


committee has given the bill's sponsor 
two weeks in which to submit the amend- 
ment limiting the bill's effect to Cook 
county.

To Study Proposed Law 


Wheeling officials have decided to re- 


consider thnr opposition to legislation 
proposed by the state zoning laws study 
commission 


After hearing that some of the propos- 


als have been changed the village board 
asked village planner Thompson Dyke to 
study the legislation and report to them 
on it 


The board asked for the report after a 


meeting Monday with State Rep. Eugene 
Schlickmaa, R-Arlington Heights, chair- 
man of the commission 


The village had originally filed objec- 


tions to the legislation because of a con- 
troversial section giving the state zoning 
powers within l'a miles of major state 


highway intersections. 


SCIILICKMAN TOLD the Wheeling of- 


ficials on Monday that that section had 
been eliminated from the enabling act 
legislative bill and that it would be in- 
troduced in the general assembly as a 
separate piece of legislation. 


The state representative explained that 


the commission had been created in 1969 
to revise and update the three state 
enabling acts dealing with municipal- 
ities, counties, and townships. 


"That seemed simple enough, but zon- 


ing has become a very complicated and 
topical subject," Schlickman said. 


HE EXPLAINED that the commission 


has completed its work on revision and 


updating of the enabling acts, however. 


"The national administration feels that 


land use is important and it feels that the 
parochialism of municipalities, uncoordi- 
nated with other municipalities, is not 
meeting the needs for conservation of 
our land," Schlickman said. 


He said the commission had recom- 


mended state involvement in zoning (the 
separate legislation) "not for the purpose 
of violating home rule . . . but for the 
sole purpose of protecting our environ- 
ment and conservation of land." 


THE COMMISSION completed a pre- 


liminary draft of the proposed new 
enabling acts in November 1970. 


That preliminary report was circulated

Collection Includes Hitler Postcard 
From War... A Prize Winning Hobby

"Nazi" collection, and he may pull out a 
thank-you note from Adolf Hitler to a 
friend who sent him birthday wishes in 
194.1. 


This unlikely greeting bowled over at 


least one judge at the recent Arlington 
Heights 
Park District hobby show. 


Thompson's display of World War II 
memorabilia was singled out for best of 
show. It was the only competition the Ar- 
lington High woodworking teacher has 
ever entered in 10 years of collecting 
items brought back by returning GIs. 


Thompson particularly treasures his 


paper pieces — including a postcard of 
Adolf, the politician, kissing a little girl, 
a portrait of Propaganda Minister Paul 
Joseph Goebbels, a stationery envelope 
from the Fuehrer's headquarter. 


He treasures them because they are 


fragile and subject to disintegration, but 
mostly because they are unique and 
make him wonder . . . how did they 
ever get here without being crushed or 
mangled? 


•BESIDES. WHAT kind of guy brings 


THAT home'" Thompson asked, pointing 
to. a paper party lantern decorated with 
a swastika. 


The history buff also has a General 


George Rommel — "The Desert Fox" — 
calling card, a Himmler dagger, Panzer 
medals, and a silver cocktail coaster 


from 
Hitler's apartment among his 


souvenirs. 


One expects Hogan's Heroes to trot 


into Thompson's Arlington Heights living 
room where he brings out the POW dog 
tag from Stalag 13. 


"Can you imagine the Nazi propa- 


ganda value in something like this ciga- 
rette card album?" Thompson asked. 
T h o m p s o n explained that Germans 
bought cigarettes and pasted the pre- 
miums — Hitler snapshots — in an al- 
bum, much like kids today save bubble- 
gum cards of sports figures. 


T h o m p s o n said that occasionally 


people think he is some kinds of Nazi 
wierdo, especially when he runs ads in 
newspapers for World War II souvenirs. 


"PEOPLE ARE STILL sensitive about 


the war," Thompson said, "especially in 
this area, especially if they lost loved 
ones." Thompson explained that senti- 
ment runs so high that a lot of people get 
upset at the sight of a German flag. They 
have hostile feelings. "There is much hu- 
man emotion in it," he said. 


"I am interested in these things be- 


cause they have historical value. They're 
military implement and things that GIs 
brought home. It doesn't matter that 
they are German. They could have been 
American or Japanese, for that matter," 
he said. 


"Most of the things in Europe are all 


gone," Thompson said. "After the war, it

His pursuits to find and document 


items has led Thompson all over the 
country during summer breaks. If he 
hears of a person with pieces, (there 
aren't that many) he follows up the lead. 
Sometimes it takes a couple years to 
glean a particular piece. 


Each piece in Thompson's collection 


has a story. "It means so much more 
when the circumstances are documents," 
he said. For intance, an eagle plaque 
takes on significance when it's dis- 
covered it was presented to an American 
officer under unusual circumstances. It 
was taken off a German troop train fully 
loaded with hundreds, perhaps thousands 
of German soldiers when they dis- 
embarked at Kassel, Germany, in 1945 to 
surrender to six Americans. 


"I HAJD TWO BROTHERS and three 


brothers-in-law in the war," Thompson 
said. "Everybody in my home town of 
Wataga, 111. — population about 500 — 
who was old enough went to war. I was 7 
years old. 


"I remember my brother quit high 


school and went off to win the war. I was 
impressed with that," said Thompson. 
"Later I became interested in that era 
for its historical significance." 


Thompson admits to a natural bent to- 


ward pack-ratting. He appreciates an- 
tiques and Indian relics as well as Nazi 
souvenirs. 


Of his war collection he said, "To some 


it wouldn't be worth a dime, but to me 
it's priceless." 


"If I were ultra-rich, I'd like to have a 


VFW-related museum — the German 
equivalent of Cantigny in Lisle. I'd dedi- 
cate it to GIs who served in the war," 
said Thompson. 


"But, tell me," he said, "who would 


visit a German museum?"

Sponsored by Ririgeway Hospital of 


Chicago, the farm will house 12 pre-court 
and post-hospital boys from 12 to 17- 
years-old. 


Administrator of the hospital, Henry 


Diselthorst. said. "We're all set to start. 
As soon as applications for the first two 
boys are cleared, we'll open." 


He estimated the farm located on 


Northwest Highway near Dundee Road 
would be officially open April 15. 


Two years ago when proposals for 


Ridgeway first were made known, strong 
o p p o s i t i o n came from homeowners 
groups in Palatine and Inverness. 


NECESSARY ZONING for the farm 


was denied hy the county board, but 
granted by the courts after Ridgeway 
filed a suit against the county 


"It's been a long, hard two years, but 


we've finally made it." Distelhorst said. 


The permit issued by the state will al- 


low the farm to operate for six months. 
Then, it is general practice to grant a 
license for the full program. 


Candidate Night 
Begins At 8:30 


Tonight's candidate night for Palatine 


Village Board contenders at the Palatine 
Savings and Loan will begin at 8 p.m., 
not at 8:30 p m. as reported in yester- 
day's Herald. The event is sponsored by 
the Willow Wood Homeowner's Associ- 
ation. 


"For any new operation like this we 


usually grant only a permit in the begin- 
ning. After six months, the program is 
evaluated and a license generally is is- 
sued," explained John Hebbelin, licens- 
ing representative for the State Dept. of 
Children and Family Services. 


Ridgeway's original application asked 


for permission to operate the farm for 30 
boys, but the program will be restricted 
to 12 boys until a full license is granted. 


Existing facilities located on the 11- 


acre site will be used to house the boys. 
Purpose of the program is to provide 
boys with an "interim environment." It 
is based on the belief that moving a boy 
from his present environment is the first 
step toward helping him. 


THE CONCEPT of Ridgeway Farm is 


an untried way of helping problem 
youths, according to Distelhorst. 


"We have several boys at the hospital 


who are treated and rehabilitated, but 
come right back here after returning to 
the same environment that put them 
here in the first place," he said. 


The farm program is designed to put 


boys in a 24-hour structured atmosphere 
to give them the skilled help they need to 
achieve stability, according to Dis- 
telhorst. 


Boys would be sent to the farm by a 


referring agency which could be a family 
service agency, a school, or a judge. 


"Post-hospital boys" would be those al- 


ready discharged from a hospital and no 
longer in need of treatment, but in need 
of a different environment other than 
their home. 


"Pre-court boys" are those who have 


not appeared before a juvenile court 
judge yet. 


"THESE ARE THE boys who judges 


try to avoid giving a record by keeping 
them out of the courts. They're not crim- 
inals in any sense of the word," Dis- 
telhorst said. 


He said part of the staff for Ridgeway 


Farm already has been hired and ex- 
pects all hiring to be completed by the 
middle of next month.

Mental Health Board Says: 
Health Issue 'Premature* 


In a recent unanimous statement on 


the present and future obligations to the 
community, the Palatine Township Men- 
tal Health Board said they believe the 
recent mental health referendum failed 
because it was premature. 


The board also stated that the North- 


west Mental Health and Retardation 
Council, sponsor of the Feb. 27 referen- 
dum in four local townships, needs to be 
restructured. 


Board members said that had the com- 


munity been adequately informed of lo- 
cal mental health needs and the reason- 
ableness of the maximum taxing rate, 
they would have voted for the referen- 
dum. The proposed tax maximum was 
set at 10 cents on $100 assessed property 
value. 


Before the referendum, executives with 


the council said they were engaging in 
an extensive campaign to inform the 
public of the issues. Board members now 
say they didn't do a good enough job. 


A question concerning the council's 


structure also came up in advance of the 
referendum. Some of the first criticism 
of the structure came up on Jan. 18, 
when Don MacLeod made a motion be- 


fore the board to postpone the referen- 
dum date until the council could be ex- 
amined.

He said these two and Hunting Ridge 
have indicated an interest in the feder- 
ation's plans. 


He did not say which candidates his 


group would endorse, but that there is a 
feeling among most homeowner groups 
"that they've run into a pretty sad situ- 
ation as far as the present village board 
is concerned." 


In recent months, associations belong- 


ing to the federation led a residents' 
fight against the controversial high-rises 
planned for the Sellergren property at 
Hicks and Baldwin roads.

Wood and secretary of the federation, 
said the federation is an outgrowth of the 
Sellergren issue and has been in exis- 
tence for about three years. 


HE TOO DECLINED to say which vil- 


lage board candidates the presidents 
committee (as the federation is also 
called) will support — if any. 


He did say, "We're fed up with what is 


going on in the village. Up until now, 
we've used our energies to fight. Now 
we'd like to expend our energies ii. 
building a better Palatine." 


"We'll be involved in the election and 


we're going to get a village government 
that's responsive to the people," he 
added. 


The officers gave indications that they 


will support the Republican slate, which 
is running on a platform where "respon- 
s i v e n e s s " and "accountability" of 
trustees to the constituents are the key 
issues.

Gil Smith is usually the first person in 


Palatine to know about any emergency 
situation, whehter it be an armed rob- 
bery or a cat stuck in the neighbor's 
tree. 


Most people know him as the voice on 


the other end of the phone whenever they 
call the Palatine police station. He's the 
radio operator and has been since 1959 


As he puts it, "Any situation that 


comes up usually falls in our lap first, 
and t have to be kind of a walking tele- 
phone index to handle it." 


THERE ARE FEW people in Palatine 


more qualified for the Job, for he has the 
best credentials one could have — life. 


Smith grew up in Palatine, and the vil- 


lage in turn was pushed to maturity by 
the Smith family. Like all but two of his 
eight brothers and sisters, he has spent 
his 59 years in Palatine 


And before him there was his father, 


A G. Smith who served Palatine in many 
capacities, including a stint as village 
treasurer and school board member. 


But he can go a step beyond that. His 


grandfather, Richard Lytle, was the vil- 
lage's first fire chief. His grandfather's 
brother, Frank, was Palatine's 
first 


mayor 


TODAY. SMITH still sees many of his 


friends who have in the course of their 
lives had buildings and streets named af- 
ter them. His brother-in-law for example, 
is Gray Sanborn, for whom the elementa- 
ry school is named. 


And if it weren't enough that the 


Smiths surely have a niche in Palatine's 
history. Smith's sister, Florence Park- 
hurst, is president of the village histori- 
cal society. 


Today, Smith is the father of three 


children and a grandfather three times 
over. He lives at 221 N. Mozart, the site 
of a prairie where he used to play foot- 
ball as a child 


It's easy for him to recall the Palatine 


when Hick's Road led to Mr. Hick's farm 
and Rohlwing Road led to Mr. Rohl- 
wing's farm, for he was born on Greely 
Street and has remained within one 
square mile of that house for all but a 
little over a year of his life. 


Before landing his job with the village, 


Smith did everything from shovel cinder 
on the railroad to operate and start what 
is now Mike's Bike Shop on Wood Street. 


Putting it all together, the years, 


people and places he has run across 
make him that "walking telephone book" 
for Palatine and a handy man to have on 
the other end of a police radio. 


At home, Smith is also a handyman. 


His house is filled with clocks, radios and 
TV's the former mechanic has or is re- 
pairing. "It's my way of relaxing" he 
said. 


OTHER TIMES. Smith visits neighbors 


on his block, most of whom went to 
school with him. And on holidays, he 
sees friends who have left the area, one 
of whom left Palatine as a child but has 
spent every Christmas Eve for the last 
48 years with the Smith family. 


Smith is one of the last of his kind. 


Few can boast of such a close-knit fami- 
ly or long standing friends. His wife of 33 
years says Smith's house as a child "was 
always bursting with children and Ma 
Smith was always cooking or sewing or 
something, singing at the top of her 
lungs. It was the favorite spot in the 
neighborhood and I guess it will always 
be that way with him." 


But each morning, Smith goes to the 


police station where his grandfather's 
blacksmith shop used to stand. He sits 
behind a panel of dials and buttons and 
begins the hours of dispatching police 
cars, ambulances and fire trucks. 


They head in all directions. Smith does 


not. At the end of any day, or month, or 
year, they can always find Smith in one 
spot — Palatine. 


Within the next month, residents on the 


far eastern edge of Palatine might be 
able to do away with their wells and sep- 
tic tanks and tie into newly installed vil- 
lage water and sewer facilities. 


V i l l a g e Mgr. Berton Braun told

According to Dist. 15 architect Richard 


Donatoni, the flood plain will have a 
gradual decline so no water will be on 
the school site during normal weather 
conditions.

Ask 
Robert 
Thompson about 
his 


"Nazi" collection, and he may pull out a 
thank-you note from Adolf Hitler to a 
friend who sent him birthday wishes in 
1943. 


This unlikely greeting bowled over at 


least one judge at the recent Arlington 
Heights 
Park 
District 
hobby show. 


Thompson's display of World War II 
memorabilia was singled out for best of 
show. It was the only competition the Ar- 
lington High woodworking teacher has 
ever entered in 10 years of collecting 
items brought back by returning GIs. 


Thompson particularly treasures his 


paper pieces — including a postcard of 
Adolf, the politician, kissing a little girl, 
a portrait of Propaganda Minister Paul 
Joseph Goebbels, a stationery envelope 
from the Fuehrer's headquarter. 


He treasures them because they are 


fragile and subject to disintegration, but 
mostly because they are unique and 
make him wonder . . . how did they 
ever get here without being crushed or 
mangled? 


"BESIDES. WHAT kind of guy brings 


THAT home?" Thompson asked, pointing 
to a paper party lantern decorated with 
a swastika. 


The history buff also has a General 


George Rommel — "The Desert Fox'* — 
calling card, a Himmler dagger, Panzer 
medals, and a silver cocktail coaster 
from Hitler's apartment 
among his 


souvenirs. 


One expects Hogan's Heroes to trot 


into Thompson's Arlington Heights living 
room where he brings out the POW dog 
tag from Stalag 13. 


"Can you imagine the Nazi propa- 


ganda value in something like this ciga- 
rette card album?" Thompson asked. 
T h o m p s o n explained that Germans 
bought cigarettes and pasted the pre- 
miums — Hitler snapshots — in an al- 
bum, much like kids today save bubble- 
gum cards of sports figures. 


T h o m p s o n said that occasionally 


people think he is some kinds of Nazi 
wierdo, especially when he runs ads in 
newspapers for World War II souvenirs. 


"PEOPLE ARE STILL sensitive about 


the war," Thompson said, "especially in 


this area, especially if they lost loved 
ones." Thompson explained that senti- 
ment runs so high that a lot of people get 
upset at the sight of a German flag. They 
have hostile feelings. "There is much hu- 
man emotion in it," he said. 


"I am interested in these things be- 


cause they have historical value. They're 
military implement and things that GIs 
brought home. It doesn't matter that 
they are German. They could have been 
American or Japanese, for that matter," 
he said. 


"Most of the things in Europe are all 


gone," Thompson said. "After the war, it 
was against the law to display Nazi 
memorabilia. If a person got caught, he 
was killed. As a result, the only place 
German war implements have survived 
is in this country." 


His pursuits to find and document 


items has led Thompson all over the 
country during summer breaks. If he 
hears of a person with pieces, (there 
aren't that many) he follows up the lead. 
Sometimes it takes a couple years to 
glean a particular piece. 


Each piece in Thompson's collection 


has a story. "It means so much more 
when the circumstances are documents," 
he said. For intance, an eagle plaque 
takes on significance when it's dis- 


covered it was presented to an American 
officer under unusual circumstances. It 
was taken off a German troop train fully 
loaded with hundreds, perhaps thousands 
of German soldiers when they dis- 
embarked at Kassel, Germany, in 1945 to 
surrender to six Americans. 


"I HAD TWO BROTHERS and three 


brothers-in-law in the war," Thompson 
said. "Everybody in my home town of 
Wataga, 111. — population about 500 — 
who was old enough went to war. I was 7 
years old. 


"I remember my brother quit high 


school and went off to win the war. I was 
impressed with that," said Thompson. 
"Later I became interested in that era 
for its historical significance." 


Thompson admits to a natural bent to- 


ward pack-ratting. He appreciates an- 
tiques and Indian relics as well as Nazi 
souvenirs. 


Of his war collection he said, "To some 


it wouldn't be worth a dime, but to me 
it's priceless." 


"If I were ultra-rich, I'd like to have a 


VFW-related museum — the German 
equivalent of Cantigny in Lisle. I'd dedi- 
cate it to GIs who served in the war," 
said Thompson. 


"But, tell me," he said, "who would 


visit a German museum?"

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Wheeling Officials 
To Study State Zoning Proposal 


Wheeling officials have decided to re- 


consider their opposition to legislation 
proposed by the state zoning laws study 
commission 


After hearing that some of the propos- 


als have been changed the village board 
asked village planner Thompson Dyke to 
study the legislation and report to them 
on it. 


The board asked for the report after a 


meeting Monday with State Rep. Eugene 
Schlickman, R-Arlington Heights, chair- 
man of the commission. 


The village had originally filed objec- 


tions to the legislation because of a con- 
troversial section giving the state zoning 
powers within 1'i miles of major state 
highway intersections. 


SCHLICKMAN TOLD the Wheeling of- 


ficials on Monday that that section had 
been eliminated from the enabling act 
legislative bill and that it would be in- 
troduced in the general assembly as a 
separate piece of legislation. 


The state representative explained that 


the commission had been created in 1969 
to revise and update the three state 


enabling acts dealing with municipal- 
ities, counties, and townships. 


"That seemed simple enough, but zon- 


ing has become a very complicated and 
topical subject," Schlickman said. 


HE EXPLAINED that the commission 


has completed its work on revision and 
updating of the enabling acts, however.

Plats Act Tries Again For An OK 


A bill that would give Cook County mu- 


nicipalities increased control over devel- 
opment of surrounding unincorporated 
areas U on its third trip through the Illi- 
nois General Assembly. 


Tuesday. Wheeling village attorney 


Paul Hamer testified at a Springfield 
leeislative committee hearing on the bill 
ho has been advocating for three legisla- 
tive sessions 


Called the Plats Act. the bill is spon- 


sored by State Rep. Eugene Schlickman, 
R-Arlington Heights. 


Wheeling originally asked that the bill 


be enacted 


Hamer said yesterday the new version 


of the bill would have to be amended to 
insure it only applies to Cook County. Be- 
cause the stipulation that the bill only 
applies to Cook County was eliminated 
Hamer said the bill received opposition 
in committee from the farm lobby. 


THE BILL is designed to amend state 


law so the plan commission of a munici- 
pality would have authority over any di- 
vision of land into two or more parcels 
within one and a half miles of a munici- 
pality that has adopted an official map. 


The bill would override an inter- 


pretation of the existing law by the Cook 
County Clerk which now allows large 
land developers in unincorporated areas 
to dodge land use plans of nearby vil- 
lages. 


Under present Illinois law, plan com- 


mission approval is needed only if land is 
divided into three or more parts. Be- 
cause of this, a developer can circum- 
vent plan commission approval by sell- 
ing his land one parcel at a time. 


Such divisions of property, referred to 


as sales "by metes and bounds" as op- 
posed to a legal "subdivision" (dividing) 
of land, will be prevented if the new bill 
is passed. 


Wheeling asked for the bill because a 


number of developments south of the vil- 
lage, including Lamplighter apartments 
on Wolf Road, were built with approv- 
al of the village's plan commission, and 
in conflict with the village's future land 
use plan (official map). 


INDIVIDUAL HOMEOWNERS in rural 


unincorporated areas of the county are 
excluded from the bill, since it would not 
apply to persons who own lots of less 
than one acre at the time the bill be- 
comes law. 


The bill would also give municipalities 


greater control over placement of roads, 
and school and park sites in nearby unin- 
corporated areas. 


The bill was originally proposed in 


1969. It passed the legislature in the first 
session in 1970 but was vetoed by Gov. 
Richard B. Ogilvie when an error was 
discovered in the wording which would 
have reversed the intent of the law. 


Hamer said yesterday the legislative 


committee has given the bill's sponsor 
two weeks in which to submit the amend- 
ment limiting the bill's effect to Cook 
county. 


land use is important and it feels that the 
parochialism of municipalities, uncoordi- 
nated with other municipalities, is not 
meeting the needs for conservation of 
our land," Schlickman said. 


He said the commission had recom- 


mended state involvement in zoning (the 
separate legislation) "not for the purpose 
of violating home rule . . . but for the 
sole purpose of protecting our environ- 
ment and conservation of land." 


THE COMMISSION completed a pre- 


liminary draft of the proposed new 
enabling acts in November 1970. 


That preliminary report was circulated 


statewide for comment. That was when 
Wheeling and other municipalities in the 
Illinois Municipal League raised objec- 
tion to the state zoning powers section. 


Schlickman said Monday that his com- 


mission was the first in Illinois history to 


ever issue a preliminary report. 


The commissions' recommendations 


were finalized last month after public 
hearings in Springfield, he said. 


Schlickman explained to the Wheeling 


officials that the main bill setting up the 
new enabling acts will give the village 
expanded authority in zoning. 


ALSO, HE SAID more public notice ot 


the hearings on zoning matters would be 
required under the new law. 


Villages will need a comprehensive 


plan and all zoning decisions will have to 
be based on that comprehensive plan, he 
said. 


Moreover, the village will have to up- 


date its comprehensive plan periodically 
and will need special zoning designations 
for flood plain properly, airports, inter- 
change access to highways, and histori- 
cal sites, he said.

The farm proposed for adolescent boys 


has been in the proposal stage for more 
than two years. Now a permit from the 
State Dept of Children and Family Ser- 
vices will allow the program to begin 


Sponsored by Ridgeway Hospital of 


Chicago, the farm will house 12 pre-court 
and post-hospital boys from 12 to 17- 
years-old 


Administrator of the hospital, Henry 


Diselthorst, said. "We're all set to start 
As soon as applications for the first two 
boys are cleared, we'll open " 


He estimated the farm located on 


Northwest Highway near Dundee Road 
would be officially open April 15 


Two years ago when proposals for 


Ridgeway first were made known, strong 
o p p o s i t i o n came from homeowners 
group* in Palatine and Inverness 


NECESSARY ZONING for the farm 


was denied by the county board, but 
granted by the courts after Ridgeway 
filed a suit against the county 


"It's been a long hard two years, but 


we've finally made it " Distelhorst said 


The permit issued by the state will al- 


low the farm to operate for six months. 
Then, it is general practice to grant a 
license for the full program 


"For any new operation like this we 


usually grant only a permit in the begin- 
ning After six months, the program is

THE CONCEPT of Ridgeway Farm is 


an untried way of helping problem 
youths, according to Distelhorst 


"We have several boys at the hospital 


who are treated and rehabilitated, but 
come right back here after returning to 
the same environment that put them 
here in the first place," he said. 


The farm program is designed to put 


boys in a 24-hour structured atmosphere 
to give them the skilled help they need to 
achieve stability, according to Dis- 
telhorst 


Boys would be sent to the farm by a 


referring agency which could be a family 
service agency, a school, or a judge. 


"Post-hospital boys" would be those al- 


ready discharged from a hospital and no 
longer in need of treatment, but in need 
of a different environment other than 
their home 


"Pre-court boys" are those who have 


not appeared before a juvenile court 
judge yet. 


"THESE ARE THE boys who judges 


try to avoid giving a record by keeping 
them out of the courts. They're not crim- 
inals in any sense of the word," Dis- 
telhorst said 


He said part of the staff for Ridgeway

A FINAL HEARING and action on the 


proposed ordinance will be taken at the 
town meeting on April 13 at 8 p.m at 
Cardinal School in Rolling Meadows. 


While the township highway depart- 


ment is setting the budget at $245,200, it 
will not get this entire amount Some of 
the appropriation must be shared with 
the municipalities in the township by 
law About half of the taxes collected for 
highway maintenance must be deeded to 
the municipal highway departments. 


Next year's rate will be 10 cents per 


$100 of assessed property valuation, the 
same as this year's Township highway 
attorney Francis Kelly said the budget is 
the same because there is no noticeable 
increase in assessed valuation over the 
past year in the township 


In a recent unanimous statement on 


the present and future obligations to the 
community, the Palatine Township Men- 
tal Health Board said they believe the 
recent mental health referendum failed 
because it was premature 


The board also stated that the North- 


west Mental Health and Retardation 
Council, sponsor of the Feb. 27 referen- 
dum in four local townships, needs to be 
restructured. 


Board members said that had the com- 


munity been adequately informed of lo- 
cal mental health needs and the reason-

Before the referendum, executives with

Some of the first criticism 
of the structure came up on Jan. 18, 
when Don MacLeod made a motion be- 
fore the board to postpone the referen- 
dum date until the council could be ex 


THIS MOTION WAS defeated by a vote 


Of 3 to 2. 


MacLeod said he opposed the referen- 


dum because he didn't like the structure 
of the council, which he said favored the 
mental health agencies over the tax- 
payers. 


Supporters of the referendum had de- 


fended the structure of the council and 
stated

changed after the referendum passed.

A former chess champion has an office 


on the second floor of Rolling Meadows 
city hall 


The game in which he defeated the 


United States chess champion, seventh 
ranked chess player in the world at the 
time, was held in Chicago only four 
years after he first set foot in this coun- 
try on New Year's Eve 1923. 


"I started playing chess when I was 


only this tall," said the former champ 
Sverre Haug. Rolling Meadows building 
and toning officer "I was also champion 
of my club in Norway," said the silver 
gray haired Haug as he puffed smoke 
from a plastic tipped cigar 


"Viking lust" brought Haug from Nor- 


way to the United States 
He said he 


wanted to see the world but has never 
really left the Chicago area 


WHILE LIVING in the area he has re- 


mained close to his heritage, being elect- 
ed number one Viking four times He 
was elected four time president of the 
Norwegian National League of Chicago 
Proud of his people, he calls them "the 
cleanest in the world " 


Now W years old, he doesn't play chess 


anymore and is honorary member of the 
Norwegian league. Most of his tune is 
devoted to duties as building and zoning 
office of the city 


In times which might be called a build- 


ing boom for Rolling Meadows, Haug is 
responsible for proper specifications of 
the construction 


Apartments are going up everywhere 


in the city and more planned in the fu- 
ture Studying condominium construction 
is one of the top jobs for Haug now, as 


Edward Zale has a huge complex 
planned An apartment — condominium 
project is also in the planning stages 


The city is the proposed site for at 


least three new restaurants and an eight- 
story Ramada Inn Haug is now as busy 
as he has ever been checking drawing of 
the plans to see they conform to city 
standards. He is the final stumbling 
block for prospective builders, who must 
be issued the permit by Haug before con- 
struction is begun. 


HIS BUILDING experience goes back 


thirty years when he built factories for 
the government during World War II He 
was assistant contractor then, and in 
1950 started liis own construction firm. 


Among his landmarks still standing in 


the area are the O'Hare Congress Inn 
and Franklin Park Manor apartments. 


The O'Hare Inn was the last one he 


built and since then has held various 
building positions with area municipal- 
ities He was inspector for Des Plaines 
and Palatine and was building and zon- 
ing officer at Wheeling. 


He came to Rolling Meadows 11 


months ago and the city building and 
z o n i n g officer says "a city is so 
much better than a village 
In a vil- 


lage there is no real representation . . . 
the trustees may live on the same 
block," he said reflecting on area vil- 
lages 


The Viking chess champ and now 


b u i l d i n g and zoning officer seems 
pleased with his position in Rolling 
Meadows, and aldermen seem pleased 
with him.

Henry Fisher, Kennedy's lawyer who 


has participated in the negotiations, also 
felt optimistic about a relatively quick 
settlement. 


"We're working on the matter and it 


should be completed within short order 
— I hope within the next 30 days," he 
said. 


Although the Village board authorized 


legal action on Jan. 11 to force Kennedy 
to complete the installation of sewer and 
water lines, Braun said this action will 
be used as a last resort. "We want to get 
this thing done without a law suit," he 
told board members. 


ADDING THAT THE board's legal po- 


sition is extremely sound, he said costly 
and timely litigation would only delay 
the project more. In the past, law suits 
and financial difficulties on Kennedy's 
behalf have caused such delays.

Collection Includes Hitler Postcard 
From War... A Prize Winning Hobby

Ask 
Robert Thompson about 
his 


"Nazi" collection, and he may pull out a 
thank-you note from Adolf Hitler to a 
friend who sent him birthday wishes in 
1943. 


This unlikely greeting bowled over at 


least one judge at the recent Arlington 
Heights Park District 
hobby show. 


Thompson's display of World War II 
memorabilia was singled out for best of 
show. It was the only competition the Ar- 
lington High woodworking teacher has 
ever entered in 10 years of collecting 
items brought back by returning GIs. 


Thompson particularly treasures his 


paper pieces — including a postcard of 
Adolf, the politician, kissing a little girl, 
a portrait of Propaganda Minister Paul 
Joseph Goebbels, a stationery envelope 
from the Fuehrer's headquarter. 


He treasures them because they are 


fragile and subject to disintegration, but 
mostly because they are unique and 
make him wonder . 
how did they 


ever get here without being crushed or 
mangled? 


"BESIDES, WHAT kind of guy brings 


THAT home?" Thompson asked, pointing 
to a paper party lantern decorated with 
a swastika. 


The history buff also has a General 


George Rommel — "The Desert Fox" - 
calling card, a Himmler dagger, Panzer 
medals, and a silver cocktail coaster 
from Hitler's apartment 
among his 


souvenirs. 


One expects Hogan's Heroes to trot 


into Thompson's Arlington Heights living 
room where he brings out the POW dog 
tag from Stalag 13. 


"Can you imagine the Nazi propa- 


ganda value in something like this ciga- 
rette card album?" Thompson tsked. 
T h o m p s o n explained that Germans 
bought cigarettes and pasted the pre- 
miums — Hitler snapshots — in an al- 
bum, much like kids today save bubble- 
gum cards of sports figures. 


T h o m p s o n said that occasionally 


people think he is some kinds of Nazi 
wierdo, especially when he runs ads in 
newspapers for World War II souvenirs. 


"PEOPLE ARE STILL sensitive about 


the war," Thompson said, "especially in 


this area, especially if they lost loved 
ones" Thompson explained that senti- 
ment runs so high that a lot of people get 
upset at the sight of a German flag. They 
have hostile feelings. "There is much hu- 
man emotion in it," he said. 


"I am interested in these things be- 


cause they have historical value. They're 
military implement and things that GIs 
brought home It doesn't matter that 
they are German They could have been 
American or Japanese, for that matter," 
he said. 


"Most of the things in Europe are all 


gone," Thompson said "After the war, it 
was against the law to display Nazi 
memorabilia. If a person got caught, he 
was killed. As a result, the only place 
Gel-man war implements have survived 
is in this country." 


His pursuits to find and document 


items has led Thompson all over the 
country during summer breaks. If he 
hears of a person with pieces, (there 
aren't that many) he follows up the lead. 
Sometimes it takes a couple years to 
glean a particular piece. 


Each piece in Thompson's collection 


has a story "It means so much more 
when the circumstances are documents," 
he said. For intance, an eagle plaque 
takes on significance when it's dis- 


covered it was presented to an American 
officer under unusual circumstances. It 
was taken off a German troop train fully 
loaded with hundreds, perhaps thousands 
of German soldiers when they dis- 
embarked at Kassel, Germany, in 1945 to 
surrender to six Americans. 


"I HAD TWO BROTHERS and three 


brothers-in-law m the war," Thompson 
said. "Everybody in my home town of 
Wataga, 111. — population about 500 — 
who was old enough went to war. I was 7 
years old 


"I remember my brother quit high 


school and went off to win the war. I was 
impressed with that," said Thompson. 
"Later I became interested in that era 
for its historical significance." 


Thompson admits to a natural bent to- 


ward pack-ratting. He appreciates an- 
tiques and Indian relics as well as Nazi 
souvenirs. 


Of his war collection he said, "To some 


it wouldn't be worth a dime, but to me 
it's priceless " 


"If I were ultra-rich, I'd like to have a 


VFW-related museum — the German 
equivalent of Cantigny in Lisle. I'd dedi- 
cate it to GIs who served in the war," 
said Thompson. 


"But, tell me," he said, "who would 


visit a German museum?"

Johnson and Tom Harrison set the 
amount and date of the referendum. The 
proposed referendum has been discussed 
by the trustees and members of the fire- 
men's association for several months. 


"We've needed a new station for 10 


years, but have only talked about it in 
the past year," said Chief Donald Gould. 
"If the referendum passes, we should be 
set for a number of years to come." 


The present station is so small it can't

The financial status of the district is so 


tight, according to the trustees, they still

Friday morning a threat was re- 
ceived at the St. Alphonsus Catholic 
School. Later that day another threat 
was received at the Dist. 21 Robert Frost 
School. 


"We don't know if Keihl is responsible 


for all these calls," said Walsh, "but 
they have close proximity." 


"We intend to press charges. This is a 


serious matter involving the safety of our 
children. This person should be dealt 
with in a court," Grodsky said. 


Architect James Ray of Arlington 


Heights has been hired by the district to 
design plans for the construction. At a 
rate of $14.92 per square foot for con- 
struction of the addition, he estimated 
that along with the remodeling, it will 
cost approximately $120,000. 


"Because of variable in construction 


costs, I recommend that the district set 
aside an additional $20,000 as a contin- 
gency fund," said Ray. He added that 
this is a good time for construction be- 
cause "contractors are looking for 
work." 


PRELIMINARY PLANS, prepared by 


Ray, of the proposed three-door one-floor 
addition include space for at least six ve- 
hicles. He proposed remodeling the pre- 
esent 2,175-square-foot building for office 
and workroom space. Tqhe area will in- 
clude a firemen's association office, a 
lobby, a radio contro room, a chief's of- 
fice, an officers' room, a kitchen and 
sleeping quarters. A maintenance room, 
storage room, hose drying tower and 
meeting room are also included in the 
plans. 


The exterior of the building will "blend 


in with the surrounding buildings," said 
Gould. 


To build an addition to the present sta- 


tion, an alley that runs along the east 
side of the building will have to be relo- 
cated. The district attorney is now nego- 
tiating with owners of the Old Town 
Shopping Center to relocate the alley and 
with the owner of a house east of the 
alley. The attorney and lot owner have 
not yet agreed on a selling price for the 
residential site. The trustees said no land 
purchase will be completed until the ref- 
erendum is approved. 


Some of the equipment needed for the 


office and garage areas include an air 
compressor, a natural gas generator, ra- 
dio room equipment and office furniture. 


THE FIREMEN SAID they also need a 


new pumper truck that wil pump 1,250 
gallons of water per minute. The new 
truck would replace the department's 20- 
year-old truck that can only pump 350 
gallons per minute. 


The new equipment is necessary ac- 


cording to Bob Elaine, president of the 
firemen's association, because "We have 
tn be able to protect all of the new build- 
ings going up in this area including addi- 
tions to Dist. 23 schools and the new li- 
brary." 


Johnson asked if the firemen feel they 


also need an aerial ladder truck because 
of the possibility of construction of high 
rise buildings in the district. This equip- 
ment would cost approximately $100,000, 
hiking the bond sale up to $375,000. 


However Gould said, "we don't need 


an aerial ladder truck now. We might in 
three years, but we can cross that bridge 
when we come to it. We have allotted 
space in the addition, for more equip- 
ment." 


Part of the bond sale will be used for a 


$5,000 squad car, which cannot be accom- 
modated in the present station. 


At an earlier meeting the trustees con- 


sidered building a second station at an- 
other site in the district. They ruled out 
this possibility because it would be "too 
expensive."

At Prospect Field House 
School Guards Law Passed 


High School Dist. 214 and the North- 


west Travelers Basketball Association 
will be required to provide uniformed po- 
lice and fire guards for activities held in 
the Prospect High School Field House, 
801W. Kensington Rd. 


An ordinance requiring the sponrors of 


"any gathering in any premise (with a 
seating capacity of 1,500 persons or 
more) to provide uniformed police and 
fire guards consisting of Mount Prospect 
personnel" was approved Tuesday by the 
Mount Prospect Village Board. 


Prospect High School is currently the 


only building in the village with a seating 
capacity of 1,500 persons or more. The 
ordinance will affect the Northwest Trav- 
elers Basketball Association because the 
fieldhouse is the home court of the semi- 
pro basketball team. 


The ordinance will be in effect follow- 


ing a second reading at the next village 
board meeting scheduled for April 6. 
Passage of an ordinance requires two 
readings by village trustees. 


The ordinance, as changed by Village 


Atty. John Zimmermann, will not affect 


school activities held during the regular 
school day. "The ordinance is designed 
to protect residents who attend extra- 
curricular activities such as basketball 
games, dances, rallies or whenever the 
public is invited and there's an admin- 
sion charge," Zimmermann said. 


ACCORDING TO THE ordinance, the 


estimated attendance will be based on 
the number of persons in attendance 
rather than on the seating capacity of 
the fieldhouse. Before the ordinance was 
revised last week, estimated attendance 
was based on seating capacity. 


The ordinance was redrafted following 


a meeting March 10 between the village 
board's fire and police committee and 
Prospect High School officias. Assistant 
Principal James Kunnen suggested the 
ordinance be changed "so that it does 
not affect the normal school day and so 
that the number of required police and 
fire guards is based on attendance and 
not seating capacity." 


Under the new ordinance, one fire 


guard must be provided for an estimated 
attendance of 1,500 persons; one fire 


guard and one policeman for 2,000 per- 
sons or more; two fire guards and two 
policemen for 3,000 persons or more; and 
three fire guards and three policemen for 
5,000 persons or more. 


School officials estimate the seating 


capacity in the fieldhouse is approxi- 
mately 3,200. 


Fire and police guards will be paid by 


the sponsor of the activity at a regular 
hourly rate based on the patrolman's and 
fireman's present salary. They will be 
off-duty Mount Prospect firemen and po- 
licemen designated by the chiefs of the 
departments. 


ZIMMERMANN SAID that the reason 


for hiring Mount Prospect personnel ii to 
provide men with knowledge of local or- 
dinances and procedures. Hiring of "out- 
side personnel would defeat our pur- 
pose of providing fire and police protec- 
tion on the premises," he said. 


"Dist. 214 already has a similar agree- 


ment with Arlington Heights. The school 
district pays for fire guards to be on duty 
for public gatherings held at Arlington, 
John Hersey and Forest View high 
schools," Zimmermann said.

According to the approved calendar.

Tennis Club Announces Dates, Prices 


Developers of a new indoor tennis club 


in the Northwest suburban area are hop- 
ing to have the facility open next Oct. 1 
with an initial membership of about 800. 


The tennis center will be built on a 2.9- 


acre site at the north end of Malmo Road 
in Elk Grove Township. The site is near 
Algonquin Road between Linneman Road 
and Highway 83. 


Earlier this week the Arlington-Des 


Plaines Partnership, the group building 
the facility, received the necessary zon- 
ing for the site from the county. As a 
result, the group plans to begin construc- 
tion about April 1. 


The building will have six indoor tennis 


courts initially. It can be expanded to 
include eight courts eventually. Other fa- 
cilities at the $700,000 center will in- 
clude a sauna, exercise room, nursery, 
viewing gallery, lounge, locker rooms, 
and a pro shop. 


A SPOKESMAN SAID the facility 


would probably be operated on a mem- 
bers-only basis. He estimated yearly 
family memberships would cost between 
$95 and $105. For men the yearly fee 
would be about $60. For junior and wom- 
en's memberships the annual fee would 
be an estimated $20 to $30. 


Developers plan to call the operation 


the River Trails Tennis Center, a carry- 
over from a discarded plan to build it 
near River Trails Park District facilities 
on Euclid Avenue in Prospect Heights. 


THAT PLAN, scrapped about a month 


ago, called for the construction of the 
center on a portion of the Rob Roy Driv- 
ing Range. However, the park district 
decided to condemn 19 acres of the golf 
site, including the three acres where the 
tennis center was to have been built. 


According to Harry Young, an attorney 


for the developers, the park district and 
the tennis partnership agreed that the 
tennis site would not be included in the 
land under condemnation. 


But, said Young, fees for a sanitary 


sewer and for a stoplight the park dis- 
trict wants to install on Euclid at Syca- 
more were too expensive for the partner- 
ship. 


As a result the group decided to locate 


the facility on an alternate site it had 
selected. Both sides are owned by Ken- 
roy Inc. 


Court Rules On Busing 


A recent circuit court ruling on the bus 


controversy in High School Dist. 214 
should speed up the decision on who will 
provide bus service for Elementary 
School Dist. 57 in Mount Prosepct next 
fall. 


Dist. 57, which serves northern and 


central Mount Prospect, began taking 
bids for bus service last month, but the 
bidding was closed because of the dis- 
pute in Dist. 214. According to J. C. Bus- 
enhart, assistant superintendent, bids 
were closed because of the possibility 
Dist. 57 would tie-in its bus service with 
Dist. 214. 


As a result of the ruling, Cook County 


Bus Lines will be awarded a three-year 
contract to transport students in the 
southern half of Dist. 214 which includes 
Forest View High School in Arlington 
Heights. Ritzenthaler Bus Lines has al- 
ready been awarded a contract for bus- 
ing students in the northern half of the 
district, including Prospect High School 
in Mount Prospect. Forest View and 
Prospect are the closest high schools to 
the area covered by Dist. 57. 


"WE DIDN'T KNOW which company 


would be serving the area," said Bus- 
enhart. He said that either company 
serving Dist. 214 could be considered for 
service in Dist. 57, depending on who is 
the lower bidder. He did not rule out the 
possibility that Davidsmeyer Bus Lines, 
the third bidder for the two contracts in 
Dist. 214, could service the district. 


Busenhart said Dist. 57 would probably 


soon start taking bids again for bus ser- 


vice, but that taking bids must first be 
authorized by the Dist. 57 school board. 
He said reopening bidding would be up 
for approval at the April 5 board meet- 
ing. Currently Dist. 57 has a contract 
with Ritzenthaler for the 1970-71 school 
year. 


Dist. 57 provides free bus service to 


students living 1% miles or more from 
Lincoln Junior High School, 700 W. Lin- 
coln St. Bus service for students living 
north of Northwest Highway, west of 
Busse Road and east of Rte. 83 but less 
than one and one-half miles from the 
school is provided for $25 per family per 
year. Bus service is not provided for the 
six elementary schools in the district. 


THE DISPUTE IN Dist. 214 over which 


company was the lowest bidder occurred 
when Franklin Landing, attorney for Da- 
vidsmeyer, questioned the bid bond sub- 
mitted by Cook County. Landing pointed 
out Cook County's bond covered only one 
year of the three-year contract while Da- 
vidsmeyer's bond covered the three 
years, as requested in the bid specifica- 
tions issued by the board. 


The Dist. 214 board asked the court for 


a declamatory statement to settle the 
dispute.

Grove Service and Demonstration Center 
for Gifted Children that operates through 
four of the district's learning centers, 
presented a program to the board at its 
meeting. 


Following her slide presentation and 


report the board and audience entered 
into a discussion on the service and de- 
monstration center program and the dis- 
trict learning centers. 


THE DEMONSTRATION center is part 


of a state funded program geared toward 
increasing educational offerings to chil- 
dren of high ability. 


Dist. 59, which has 20 schools in Elk 


Grove Village, Mount Prospect, Arling- 
ton Heights and Des Plaines, was chosen 
by the state to participate in the pro- 
gram because of its developments in the 
use of learning centers.

Jury Declines Homeyer Indictment 


The Grand .Jury of Cook County Mon- 


day declined to indict a former Wheeling 
policeman charged by Arlington Heights 
police with aggravated assault and cruel- 
ty to children. 


The policeman, Ted Homeyer, 32, of 


736 N. Mitchell Ave.. Arlington Heights, 
was arrested Oct. 28 and charged with 
the two felonies which were nullified by 
the grand jury. 


The charges against the fonnnr police- 


man came as the result of alleged beat- 
ings of his 10-year-old daughter Oct. 27. 


Police charged that Homeyer beat the 


girl so badly that she could not sit for 
two days and had to stand throughout the 
school day. They also alleged that the 
man locked the girl in a small wooden 
box as a form of punishment. 


Homeyer, who pleaded innocent to the 


charges, remained free on $25,000 bond 
from the time of his arrest. 


Following a closed preliminary hearing 


in the Arlington Heights branch of the 
Cook County Circuit Court Feb. 12, 
Homeyer was bound over to the grand 
jury. He submitted his resignation, effec- 
tive Feb. 28, from the police force the 
following day. 


John Glenville, chief of the grand jury, 


yesterday refused to comment on the 
proceedings. 


Homeyer said the "no-bill" was re- 


turned at 12:30 p.m., after a hearing 
which lasted about 20 minutes. He said 
he was "very pleased" with the decision. 


When asked if he planned to return to 


the Wheeling police force, Homeyer said 
he had not yet made any plans. 


In his letter of resignation, Homeyer 


said he was innocent of the charges, but, 


"The pending charges may be detrimen- 
tal to the cooperative operation of two 
law enforcement agencies." 


Two of Homeyer's three children have 


been returned temporarily to his custo- 
dy. 


The three children were placed in the 


custody of the Illinois Department of 
Children and Family Services Nov. 9 fol- 
lowing a hearing in Family Court 'and 
were lodged at Maryville Academy. 


Two of the children, the 10-year-old girl 


and an older boy, were returned to him 
Feb. 11 after another Family Court hear- 
ing. 


The third child, the older boy, remains 


in custody of the state at Maryville. A 
third Family Court hearing is scheduled 
March 25 to decide the custody of the 
three children.

ACCORDING TO Mrs. Meissner, the 


organization of the state gifted-chid pro- 
gram may be changed, resulting in the 
loss of the Elk Grove Service and Dem- 


onstration Center and its use of Dist. 59 
schools. 


Although the learning centers 'would 


still exist the district would lose its reim- 
bursement for expenses incurred in de- 
veloping programs for gifted children. 


The district is investigating how it may 


still be involved in the project if the cen- 
ter is reorganized.

Dr.. Arlington Heights, who had been a 
probationary member of the Prospect 
Heights Fire Department for 2Ms months, 
was charged with disorderly conduct. 


Police said the threat was called to the 


Dist. 23 MacArthur Junior High School at 
approximately 2:30 p.m. Monday. The 
caller said a bomb would go off in the 
school at 3 p.m.. according to reports. 
Principal Gerald McGovern evacuated 
the school. 


Keihl, who was arrested in his home 


by Officer Ronald Kazanow. may receive 
a maximum penalty of a $2.500 fine or 
one year In county jail or both. 


The Cook County Circuit Court will 


hold a hearing on Keiht's case this mom- 
ing. He spent last night in jail at the 
County Police Station in Niles after fail- 
ing to post $5.noo bond. 


THE ARREST WAS made after "a 


lengthy investigation," said Capt. James 
Walsh of the Cook County Sheriff's Po- 
lice. 


According to Dist. 23 Supt. Edward 


Grodsky. "the Bell Telephone Co. put a 
lock on the district phone number after 
we received a second false threat Fri- 
day. Keihl's number was then traced as 
the phone used to call the bomb threat 
Monday " 


In addition to the three bomb threats 


received 
at 
the 
MacArthur 
school, 


threats also were received at two other 
Prospect Heights schools, according to 
police. Friday morning a threat was re- 
ceived at the St. Alphonsus Catholic 
School. Later that day another threat 
was received at the Dist. 21 Robert Frost 
School. 


'We don't know If Keihl is responsible 


for all these calls," said Walsh, "but 
they have close proximity." 


"We intend to press charges. This is a 


serious matter involving the safety of our 
children. This person should be dealt 
with in a court," Grodsky said. 


Prospect High School is currently the 


only building in the village with a seating 
capacity of 1,500 persons or more. The 
ordinance will affect the Northwest Trav- 
elers Basketball Association because the 
fieldhouse is the home court of the semi- 
pro basketball team. 


The ordinance will be in effect follow- 


ing a second reading at the next village 
board meeting scheduled for April 6. 
Passage of an ordinance requires two 
readings by village trustees. 


The ordinance, as changed by Village 


Atty. John Zimmermann, will not affect 
school activities held during the regular 
school day. "The ordinance is designed 
to protect residents who attend extra- 
curricular activities such as basketball 
games, dances, rallies or whenever the 
public is invited and there's an admin- 
sion charge," Zimmermann said. 


ACCORDING TO THE ordinance, the 


estimated attendance will be based on 
the number of persons in 
attendance 


rather than on the seating capacity of 
the fieldhouse. Before the ordinance was 
revised last week, estimated attendance 
was based on seating capacity. 


The ordinance was redrafted following 


a meeting March 10 between the village 
board's fire and police committee and 
Prospect High School officias. Assistant 
Principal James Kunnen suggested the 
ordinance be changed "so that it does 
not affect the normal school day and so 
that the number of required police and 
fire guards is based on attendance and 
not seating capacity." 


Under the new ordinance, one fire 


guard must be provided for an estimated 
attendance of 1,500 persons; one fire 
guard and one policeman for 2,000 per- 
sons or more; two fire guards and two 
policemen for 3,000 persons or more; and 
three fire guards and three policemen for 
5,000 persons or more. 


School officials estimate the seating 


capacity in the fieldhouse is approxi- 
mately 3.200. 


Fire and police guards will be paid by 


the sponsor of the activity at a regular 
hourly rate based on the patrolman's and 
fireman's present salary. They will be 
off-duty Mount Prospect firemen and po- 
licemen designated by the chiefs of the 
departments. 


ZIMMERMANN SAID that the reason 


for hiring Mount Prospect personnel is to 
provide men with knowledge of local or- 
dinances and procedures. Hiring of "out- 
side personnel would defeat our pur- 
pose of providing fire and police protec- 
tion on the premises," he said. 


"Dist. 214 already has a similar agree- 


ment with Arlington Heights. The school 
district pays for fire guards to be on duty 
for public gatherings held at Arlington, 
John Hersey and Forest View high 
schools," Zimmermann said.

The Dist 57 school board Monday night 


unanimously approved a calendar which 
sets the 1971-72 school year from Sept. 7 
to June 15, 1972 The calendar is the 
same one approved recently by High 
School Dist 214 


Supt Eric Sa hi berg said the last day of 


school may cause some inconvenience 
for teachers who wish to attend college 
summer sessions But he said he checked 
into starting dates for such sessions in 
the Chicago area and found they start at 
different times depending upon individ- 
ual board decisions 


"Most of them have several sessions 


anyway," he said. 


According to the approved calendar, 


Thanksgivrng vacation is Nov 25 and 26. 
Winter vacation begins at the end of 
classes Dec 22 and lasts until the morn-

spring vacation after classes March 30 
and re-opens the morning of April 10. 


Besides national holidays, students will 


have no school on Nov. 5, and Jan. 28 
because of parent-teacher conferences 
and a teacher institute day. An institute 
day is also scheduled for Sept. 3 


The calendar approved by the board is 


similar to the one proposed by the Mount 
P r o s p e c t 
Education Association 


(MPEA1, the teachers' bargaining agent, 
a part of its 1971-72 contract proposal. 
The major difference is that the MPEA 
asked that June 9 be the last day of 


school thus providing for only the min- 
imum number of days required by the 
Illinois School Code. 


According to the state school code, a 


district must have at least 176 days of 
school to qualify for state aid. A district 
also must provide a lee-way of five days 
in case of emergency, according to J. C. 
Busenhart, assistant superintendent. The 
approved calendar provides for 182 
teaching days. 


The MPEA had asked that the days 


scheduled after June 9 be declared 
school holidays if the 17&-day require- 
ment had been met. However, Richard 
Zwieback, the professional negotiator 
hired by the board, said that a school 
calendar was not a negotiable item under 
the professional negotiations agreement 
signed in 1968 between the board and the 
MPEA.

Park, Busse, Gregory, Westbrook, Lions 
Park and Lincoln Junior High Schools.

Developers of a new indoor tennis club 


in the Northwest suburban area are hop- 
ing to have the facility open next Oct. 1 
with an initial membership of about 800. 


The tennis center will be built on a 2.9- 


acre site at the north end of Malmo Road 
in Elk Grove Township. The site is near 
Algonquin Road between Linneman Road 
and Highway 83. 


Earlier this week the Arlington-Des 


Plaines Partnership, the group building 
the facility, received the necessary zon- 
ing for the site from the county. As a 
result, the group plans to begin construc- 
tion about April 1. 


The building will have six indoor tennis 


courts initially. It can be expanded to 
include eight courts eventually. Other fa- 
cilities at the $700,000 center will in- 
clude a sauna, exercise room, nursery, 
viewing gallery, lounge, locker rooms, 
and a pro shop. 


A SPOKESMAN SAID the facility 


would probably be operated on a mem- 
bers-only basis. He estimated yearly 
family memberships would cost between 
$95 and $105. For men the yearly fee 
would be about $60. For junior and wom- 
en's memberships the annual fee would 
be an estimated $20 to $30. 


Developers plan to call the operation 


the River Trails Tennis Center, a carry- 
over from a discarded plan to build it 
near River Trails Park District facilities 
on Euclid Avenue in Prospect Heights. 


THAT PLAN, scrapped about a month 


ago, called for the construction of the 
center on a portion of the Rob Roy Driv- 
ing Range. However, the park district 
decided to condemn 19 acres of the golf 
site, including the three acres where the 
tennis center was to have been built. 


According to Harry Young, au attorney 


for the developers, the park district and 
the tennis partnership agreed that the 
tennis site would not be included in the 
land under condemnation. 


But, said Young, fees for a sanitary 


sewer and for a stoplight the park dis- 
trict wants to install on Euclid at Syca- 
more were too expensive for the partner- 
ship. 


As a result the group decided to locate • 


the facility on an alternate site it had 
selected. Both sides are owned by Ken- 
roy Inc. 


Court Rules On Busing 


A recent circuit court ruling on the bus 


controversy in High School Dist. 214 
should speed up the decision on who will 
provide bus service for 
Elementary 


School Dist. 57 in Mount Prosepct next 
fall. 


Dist. 57, which serves northern and 


central Mount Prospect, began taking 
bids for bus service last month, but the 
bidding was closed because of the dis- 
pute in Dist. 214. According to J. C. Bus- 
enhart, assistant superintendent, bids 
were closed because of the possibility 
Dist. 57 would tie-in its bus service with 
Dist. 214. 


As a result of the ruling, Cook County 


Bus Lines will be awarded a three-year 
contract to transport students in the 
southern half of Dist. 214 which includes 
Forest View High School in Arlington 
Heights. Ritzenthaler Bus Lines has al- 
ready been awarded a contract for bus- 
ing students in the northern half of the 
district, including Prospect High School 
in Mount Prospect. Forest View and 
Prospect are the closest high schools to 
the area covered by Dist. 57. 


"WE DIDN'T KNOW which company 


would be serving the area," said Bus- 
enhart. He said that either company 
serving Dist. 214 could be considered for 
service in Dist. 57, depending on who is 
the lower bidder. He did not rule out the 
possibility that Davidsmeyer Bus Lines, 
the third bidder for the two contracts in 
Dist. 214, could service the district. 


Busenhart said Dist. 57 would probably 


soon start taking bids again for bus ser- 


vice, but that taking bids must first be> 
authorized by the Dist. 57 school board. 
He said reopening bidding would be up 
for approval at the April 5 board meet-' 
ing. Currently Dist. 57 has a contract 
with Ritzenthaler for the 1970-71 school 
year. 


Dist. 57 provides free bus service to 


students living 1% miles or more from 
Lincoln Junior High School, 700 W. Lin- 
coln St. Bus service for students living 
north of Northwest Highway, west of 
Busse Road and east of Rte. 83 but less 
than one and one half miles from the 
school is provided for $25 per family per 
year. Bus service is not provided for the 
six elementary schools in the district. 


THE DISPUTE IN Dist. 214 over which 


company was the lowest bidder occurred 
when Franklin Lunding, attorney for Da- 
vidsmeyer, questioned the bid bond sub- 
mitted by Cook County. Lunding pointed 
out Cook County's bond covered only one 
year of the three-year contract while Da- 
vidsmeyer's bond covered the three 
years, as requested in the bid specifica- 
tions issued by the board. 


The Dist. 214 board asked the court for 


a declamatory statement to settle the 
dispute.

THE DECISION last night left open the 


question of whether that previous agree- 
ment is still valid or was abandoned by 
the petitioner when he filed the amend- 
ment for the 56-acre site 


Just before the vote was taken, Roy 


Oottleib, Kenroy board chairman, said 
he didn't know how he would proceed 
with the entire parcel if this request was 
denied 


The commission vote was unanimous to

'Nobody Knows My Name,9 Meister Says

"Nobody knows my name" seems to be 


the common complaint of candidates for 
the Arlington Heights Park Board who 
attended the board's meeting Tuesday 
night. 


"We have more candidates than ever 


before and received less exposure than 
anyone before," William Meister told the 
Park Board. Meister of 133 N. Rammar 
Ave is a candidate for the four-year 
term on the board. 


Meister asked if the Park Board could 


sponsor a candidates night for the 10 
people who are running for the two seats. 
"We'd sponsor one, but who'd come?" 


LEWIS O'DONNELL, who is a candi- 


date for a six-year term, and who lives 
at 815 E. Kimber Ln., said some other 
Park Board candidates "have aligned 
themselves to the two parties, Caucus 
and Village, which are running slates for 
the Village Board. 


Robert Stenzel, another candidate for 


the six-year term and who lives at 310 S. 
Dwyer, said the Park Board candidates 
"have all these things in mind and don't 
have any opportunity to say any of 
them." 


The three candidates said they person- 


ally have avoided any tie-ins with the 


two parties running slates for the Village 
Board. The three candidates agreed the 
Park Board election should remain free 
of the politics of the Village Board elec- 
tions. 


Although present Park Board members 


agreed the candidates are facing a 
"unique" situation, they said the board 
could not sponsor a candidate night. 
Park Board Attorney Charles Bobinette 


said it would be difficult for the board to 
sponsor the candidate night and not be 
charged with showing preference to cer- 
tain candidates.

Police said the threat was called to the 


Dist. 23 MacArthur Junior High School at 
approximately 2:30 p.m. Monday. The 
caller said a bomb would go off in the 
school at 3 p.m., according to reports. 
Principal Gerald McGovern evacuated 
the school. 


Keihl, who was arrested in his home 


by Officer Ronald Kazanow, may receive 
a maximum penalty of a $2,500 fine or 
one year in county jail or both. 


The Cook County Circuit Court will 


hold a hearing on Keihl's case this morn- 
ing He spent last night in jail at the 
County Police Station in Niles after fail- 
ing to post $5,000 bond 


THE ARREST WAS made after "a 


lengthy investigation," said Capt. James 
Walsh of the Cook County Sheriff's Po- 
lice. 


According to Dist. 23 Supt. Edward 


Grodsky, "the Bell Telephone Co. put a 
lock on the district phone number after 
we received a second false threat Fri- 
day Keihl's number was then traced as 
the phone used to call the bomb threat 


Monday " 


In addition to the three bomb threats 


received at the MacArthur 
school, 


threats also were received at two other 
Prospect Heights schools, according to 
police. Friday morning a threat was re- 
ceived at the St. Alphonsus Catholic 
School Later that day another threat 
was received at the Dist. 21 Robert Frost 
School 


"We don't know if Keihl is responsible 


for all these calls," said Walsh, "but 
they have close proximity." 


"We intend to press charges. This is a 


serious matter involving the safety of our 
children. This person should be dealt 
with in a court," Grodsky said.

Budget Cuts Seen In District 59 


by JL'DY MEHL 


A cut in the 1971-72 budget is almost 


inevitable in Elk Grove Township Ele- 
mcntary School Dist. 59, according to a 
board 
of education 
committee-of-the 


whole rrvtpu- of the preliminary budget 
last week. 


This school year the district managed 


to operate by cutting $44,000 off adminis- 
trative salaries, W5.000 off consultants 
and supervisors, $31,000 off audio-visual 
equipment and doing little or no mainte- 
nance on equipment. 


According to the administration more 


money will be needed to operate at the 
same level, but it isn't available. There- 
fore it appears the district will be mak- 
ing cuts in more areas in order to bal- 
ance the budget. 


Although the board did not begin dis- 


cussion on what areas to cut at their first 
budget meeting, the topic is expected to 
come up in the future. 


Other districts in the area have al- 


ready announced cuts in personnel, in- 
cluding teachers. 


IN THE PAST Dist. 59 has not cut the 


budget in the area of teachers, and has 
hired additional teachers to maintain the 


same class average as before. Yet, one 
of the main reasons Dist. 59 teachers re- 
jected a contract offered by the board 
last summer was because it did not in- 
clude the lowering of class sizes. Teach- 
ers have since approved the contract fol- 
lowing a brief strike and minor changes 
in the contract. 


The area of budget cuts was mentioned 


only briefly by the board and this was 
concerning teachers. 


Board member Sharrie Hildebrandt 


said, "Because the deficit 
we will 


have to think about cuts in personnel." 


Harold 
Harvey, budget committee 


chairman responded, "I agree with you 
but don't want to open that can of worms 
tonight. We, like other districts, will have 
to deal with it though." 


Mrs. Hildebrandt was referring to the 


deficit the district expects if revenue 
comes in as now expected. When the pre- 
liminary budget was prepared the reve- 
nue was based on a $20 million increase 
in assessed valuation. 


The valuation of the district is pre- 


sently $343 million. Taxes the district re- 
ceives are determined by the assessed 
valuation. 


THIS FIGURE increases on the aver- 


age of $30 million a year, but the loss of 
personal property taxes is expected to 
lower the increase by $10 million, accord- 
ing to Arthur Perry, assistant superin- 
tendent of administrative services. 


Thus he used the $20 million figure as 


a "conservative estimate." Since then, 
however, he said he has heard the valu- 
ation will increase even less than $20 
million because of slow development in 
the area. 


If it does, the revenue estimated at $8 


million for the educational fund, plus the 
amount obtained from borrowing by tax 
anticipation warrants to the maximum 
limit, will not equal the estimated ex- 
penditures in that fund of $8.8 million. 


The situation looks even dimmer when 


it is realized that the expenditures repre- 
sent no expansion of programs and only 
present commitments in salary increas- 
es. 


Teachers have already begun salary 


negotiations in the district, and it is ex- 
pected that they will request a cost of 
living increase as they have traditional- 
ly. 


ALTHOUGH IT was stressed that the 


budget was a pre-preliminary one by 
Harvey, it was indicated that it was ac- 


curate enough to provide a general pic- 
ture of the district. 


The board will continue its study of the 


budget in a meeting at 8 p.m. Monday at 
the administration building, 2123 S. Ar- 
lington Heights Rd., Arlington Heights. 


School Dist. 
Studies Cuts

Studies to determine what programs 


will be eliminated in Arlington Heights 
School Dist. 25 next year are under way. 


The administrative staff has been dis- 


cussing the budget problems of the dis- 
trict and members of the board of educa- 
tion will consider specific teacher lay- 
offs in executive session soon, Supt. Don- 
ald Strong said this week. 


The cut-backs are necessary in the 


light of voter rejection of the district's 
request last Saturday for a property tax 
increase. The district will have to cut a 
total of $900,000 over the next two years 
in order to balance the budget. 


Decisions must be made quickly on 


any cuts that win affect the 1971-72 
school year, Strong said, because return- 
ing teachers must be offered contracts 
for next year by April 11. 


Any teachers who will not be rehired 


by the district because of budget cuts 
must be notified by that time, he said. 


Some budget cuts may be made by ac- 


tually laying off teachers, but others 
may be made by not refilling positions 
from which teachers resign, Strong said. 


Any budget cuts will be affected by the 


Illinois tenure law which provides that 
lay-offs must first be made among un- 
tenured teachers.

Tennis Club Announces Dates, Prices 


Developers of a new indoor tennis club 


in the Northwest suburban area are hop- 
ing to have the facility open next Oct. 1 
with an initial membership of about 800. 


The tennis center will be built on a 2.9- 


acre site at the north end of Malmo Road 
in Elk Grove Township.

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Caucus, Village Party Hopefuls Exchange New Blows

About 25 people attended the meeting 


of the Park Manor Homeowners Associ- 
ation and heard those and other charges 
and countercharges Tuesday night, as 
village board candidates of both parties 
participated in the fifth "candidate's 
night " 


Speaking to the audience gathered in a 


mooting room at the Southmmster Pres- 
byterian Church on Central Road, in- 
cumbent Trustee James T. Ryan re- 
newed his attack on the Caucus candi- 
dates cntici/ing them for what he has 
called their lack of any constructive solu- 
tions 


"This country is beseiged to death with 


negativism," Ryan said. "The shrill 
voice of negativism doesn't build — it 
tears. The shrill voice of negativism 


doesn't take one step forward — it just 
carps and criticizes." 


L A T E R IN THE SESSION Ted 


Salinsky, Caucus Party candidate, said 
he was concerned with the charges that, 
"we are not able to provide solutions." 
Salinsky said his party published its plat- 
form before the Village Party announced 
its programs. 


Salinsky charged that after his party's 


platform was made public, the current 
village board reacted by taking action on 
several of the items, includings sugges- 
tions concerning a comprehensive plan, 
low-income housing, traffic, commuter 
problems and the utility tax. 


"They (the Village Party candidates) 


say we have no solutions, but apparently 
someone on the village board thinks we 
do," Salinsky said. He concluded, "It's 
time to elect trustees who will not step 
on ants while elephants go charging by." 


CHARLES BENNETT and Ralph Clar- 


bour, Village Party candidates, both crit- 
icized their opposition for what they call 
a lack of interest and previous experi- 
ence. 


Bennett told the audience that the op- 


position candidates, when asked about 
their attendnace at board meetings, said, 
"They had been too busy campaigning." 
Bennett continued, "One said he didn't 
need to know what was going on — he 
read the newspaper and he has great 
business experience." 


The 
incumbent trustee concluded, 


"They have brushed aside a glaring lack 
of facts and obvious lack of experience 
with name-calling, part truths, in- 
accurate quotes, references out of con- 
text, playing on fears and false informa- 
tion. I don't think you want your village 
run on such seductive nonsense." 


Clarbour supported the attack when he 


said his two years as commissioner for 
Arlington Heights on the DAMP water 
c o m m i s s i o n represented the least 
amount of experience among his party. 


Clarbour said, "My two years at 100 


per cent is 200 per cent more than the 
combined effort of all the Caucus Party 
candidates." 


Continuing the series of cross-charges 


on the part of both parties, Ken Banet, 


Caucus party candidate, attacked Ben- 
nett on the incumbent's statement that 
apartments constitute only 11 per cent of 
the living units in the village. 


Banet, who said the figure is really 


more than 39 per cent, asked Bennett, 
"How can you as a trustee of this village 
be so dead wrong?" 


GENE GRIFFIN, another caucus can- 


didate, again brought up the subject of 
low and moderate income housing, rap- 
ping the current board for taking no posi- 
tion. 


"Despite their disavowals now," Grif- 


fin said, "Where have they stood on the 
subject since last summer?" Restating 
his party's position as being "cate- 
gorically opposed to amending zoning 
laws and building codes to accommodate 
such housing, Griffin said, "They have 
had no position since the issue was 


raised." He added that the people have 
lost confidence in the board for that rea- 
son. 


Griffin told the audience the current 


board invited the low income housing to 
the village when they passed a resolution 
favoring low and moderate income hous- 
ing for the elderly. "The ink was no 
sooner dry when the Concerned Metro- 
politan Citizens came knocking on our 
doors," charged Griffin. 


During a question and answer session 


following the five-minute speeches, Ryan 
blasted the Caucus Party when he was 
asked to explain how the Village Party 
was formed. 


RYAN SAID HE went through the 


caucus procedure and was selected by 20 
out of 21 members of the candidate rec- 
ommendation committee. Ryan said he 
informed John White, chairman of the 


C a u c u s of slate-making and elec- 
tioneering, which is contrary to Caucus 
by-laws, in favor of the four men who 
now form the Caucus party, but nothing 
was done.

Patrick's Day, traditional opening of the 
spring season on college campuses, 
Hewlett said the majority of college stu- 
dents and other young people "are not 
narcotics addicts, do not make ex- 
plosives, don't go overboard sexually and 
are not in rebellion against traditional 
American values " 


He said the young people don't like 


not* any more than adults, and many of 
them have given their lived in defense of 
the country and have worked hard for 


positive causes. 


"But these are not the young people we 


see on television or read about in the 
newspaper," Hewlett said. "We should 
remember there are more than seven 
million young men and women in college, 
and only a small percentage of them are 
radicals. This small percentage can be a 
large number and their tactics make 
them seem like many more." 


HOWLETT, WHO is serving his third 


term as auditor and is considered a pos- 
sible candidate for the Democratic nomi- 
nation for governor next year, told the 
businessmen parents should not wish 
they were living in quieter times. 


"We live in the best era hi history," he 


said. "Finding the means and methods of 
correcting our mistakes is one of our 
country's greatnesses." 


He said Americans should raise their 


sights to meet the challenges of poverty, 
hunger, inequality and disease. 


"This is the era when we have prac- 


tically wiped out tuberculosis, polio and 
German measles," he said. "Life ex- 
pectancy has been increased and scien- 
tists are at work unlocking the mysteries 
of cancer and leukemia. 


"And even with increased unemploy- 


ment, more people are at work in Illinois 
than in any earlier generation, producing 
more goods and services, making more 
money, and spending it for more com- 
forts and luxuries than our ancestors 
ever knew."

Zoning Plan Opposition Reconsidered 


Wheeling officials have decided to re- 


consider their opposition to legislation 
proposed by the state zoning laws study 
commission. 


After hearing that some of tlie propos- 


als have been changed the village board 
•sked village planner Tbompww Dyke to 
study the legislation and report to them 
on it. 


The board asked for the report after a 


meeting Monday with State Rep. Eugene 
Srhhckman. R-Arlington Heights, chair- 
man of the commission. 


The village had originally filed objec- 


tions to the legislation because of a con- 
troversial section giving the state zoning 
powers within 14 miles of major state 
highway intersections. 


SCIILICKMAN TOLD the Wheeling of- 


ficials on Monday that that section had 
been eliminated from the enabling act 


legislative bill and that it would be in- 
troduced in the general assembly as a 
separate piece of legislation. 


The state representative explained that 


the commission had been created in 1969 
to revise and update the three state 
enabling acts dealing with municipal- 
ities, counties, and townships. 


"That seemed simple enough, but zon- 


ing has become a very complicated and 
topical subject," Schlickman said. 


HE EXPLAINED that the commission 


has completed its work on revision and 
updating of the enabling acts, however. 


"The national administration feels that 


land use is important and it feels that the 
parochialism of municipalities, uncoordi- 
nated with other municipalities, is not 
meeting the needs for conservation of 
our land," Schlickman said. 


He said the commission had recom- 


mended state involvement in zoning (the 
separate legislation) "not for the purpose 
of violating home rule . . . but for the 
sole purpose of protecting our environ- 
ment and conservation of land." 


THE COMMISSION completed a pre- 


liminary draft of the proposed new 
enabling acts in November 1970. 


That preliminary report was circulated 


statewide for comment. That was when 
Wheeling and other municipalities in the 
Illinois Municipal League raised objec- 
tion to the state zoning powers section.

County Zoning: The Unincorporated Headache

Flrtt of A Series 


For a decade or more, Northwest sub- 


urbs hive been struggling with Cook 
County over the use of unincorporated 
lend 


The struggle is a dramatic manifesta- 


tion of a wide range of differences — 
political and otherwise — between the 
largely Republican suburbs and county 
government, which except for a handful 
of officials, is a key stronghold of Chi- 
cago Mayor Richard Daley 


If the conflict over zoning is the most 


emotional issue in a long list of North- 
west suburban gripes concerning Cook 
County, there is good reason Much of 
the 285 square miles of unincorporated 
land remaining today will provide grow- 
ing room to rapidly-expanding area com- 
munities 


But this land, which forms an irreg- 


checkerboard 
adjacent 
to 
suburban 


towns, is under jurisdiction of the county 
Nearby communities have little power to 
wield in determining how unincorporated 
areas are developed. 


COUNTY 
AUTHORITY over unin- 


corporated land Is exercised ultimately 
by the Board of Commissioners But 
board action is largely predicated on rec- 
ommendations from its fact-finding Zon- 
ing Board of Appeals 


The zoning board, made up of five 


members appointed by the county board 
president, conducts hearings and reviews 
tvidence related to each application for 
toning changes or special use permits It 
is empowered to issue zoning variations 
without county board approval. 


The targets of most suburban fire are 


special use permits and rezonings (map 
amendments) granted by the county To 
I lesser degree, there has been some 
criticism of the procedures used by the 
zoning board and county board in reach- 
ing their decisions 


On both counts, county officials defend 


the zoning mechanism, though Republi- 
can forces are more inclined than their 
Democratic counterparts to acknowledge 
justification behind suburban concern 


BUT ZONING Board of Appeals Chair- 


man Alex Seith, a Democrat, claims he 
and his fellow members are sympathetic 
to the problems of the Northwest sub- 
Orbs He contends the board's respon- 
siveness is underscored by the fact that 
all but one of the five members make 
(heir homes in suburban areas. 


In fact, one of the members, John 


Kirkland. is a resident of Arlington 
Heights, #here he formerly was head of 
the local zoning board. 


Both local and county officials credit 


Seith with having improved markedly 
the procedures by which the zoning 
board hears its cases. Even Wheeling 
Village Atty Paul Hamer. who currently 
is challenging aspects of zoning board 
practices in public hearings, recognizes 
the progress Seith has made. 


"Mr Seith has done a wonderful job of 


Improving the situation," Hamer com- 
mented Pnor to Seith's chairmanship, 
regular zoning board meetings were 
closed, and there was no way of deter- 
mining board recommendations until 
their presentation to county commission- 
ers 


Despite growing suburban satisfaction 


with zoning board procedural improve- 
ments, its substantive decisions still 
prompt local outcries But these differ- 
ences are to be expected, according to 
Seith. 


"IT'S LIKE TWO guys going to court," 


he commented. "Someone wins, someone 
loses " But be stresses there is a need 
for more communication, so all the facts 
surrounding a zoning decision at least 
are understood 


Conceding there is more the county 


can do In achieving mutual under- 
standing, Seith also calls on local com- 
munities to do their part. And he is criti- 
_.i .« m-mi^aiities tor applying two 


i 


sets of standards for zoning — one for 
the county and another for their own use. 


"It's frustrating to us to hear their 


gripes about our decisions and have 
them turn around and do things that are 
the same or worse." he said, referring to 
some past decisions made by local zon- 
ing authorities. 


Zoning board members Kirkland and 


Homer Fields, both Republicans, support 
Seith's position. They also point out that 
a major cause of the conflict is caused 
by differences between comprehensive 
municipal plans and the policies govern- 
ing zoning board actions. 


"THE THING THAT has impressed 


me most as the basis for objections from 
villages is that the applicant's proposal 
doesn't meet the comprehensive plans 
for the community," Fields said. Most 
often, he added, the applicant is seeking 
multi-family zoning, and the local com- 
prehensive plan calls for single-family 
development. 


But Kirkland contends the zoning 


board gives sufficient consideration to lo- 
cal plans, especially if the area sur- 
rounding the land in question is undevel- 
oped 


"I think the village plans carry a little 


more weight when the area hasn't any 
development trends," he asserts. But if a 
trend already has been set, and the pro- 
posed development is consistent with 
that trend, there is not justification for a 
zoning board denial, according to Kirk- 
land 


"You have to look at each application 


for development individually," he added. 


Although the zoning board can only 


recommend approval or denial of zoning 
applications, the county board generally 
acts in accordance with the recommen- 
dations County board denials of zoning 
board proposals in the past have been 
overruled by the courts. 


THIS FACT MAKES even less effec- 


tive a provision whereby a community 
opposed to a proposed rezoning can im- 
pose a requirement that 12 of the 15 
members on the board of commissioners, 
instead of a simple majority, approve the 
applicants request. If the community is 
the closest municipality within a 1%-mile 
radius of the site in question, it can in- 
voke this provision merely by filing a 
formal objection with the county clerk. 


But as County Commissioner Floyd T. 


Fulle of Des Plaines points out, a subur- 
ban victory on the county board level 
will be short-lived if the applicant de- 
cides to take his case to court. 


"Now, it is standard procedure to con- 


fer with the State's Attorney's office to 
see if he can defend a county board re- 
versal of a zoning board recommenda- 
tion," Fulle explains. "We try, however, 
to avoid the courts We just can't win in 
court." 


He blames these court decisions for 


much of the "hodge-podge" development 
in unincorporated areas today. 


But most county commissioners, in- 


cluding those from suburban areas, are 
critical of the repeated opposition by lo- 
cal communities to zoning matters. 


COMMISSIONER Charles S. Chaplin of 


Northbrook said he was "sick and tired" 
of the many objections from the suburbs. 
As a result, he said, he normally will 
back the zoning board's recommenda- 
tions 


Fulle remarked, "There are some mu- 


nicipalities who object to everything, no 
matter what it is " 


Similar ctiticism comes from Demo- 


cratic commissioners, who often scoff at 
the number of objections generated by 
the suburbs 


Referring to unincorporated areas, 


County Board Pres George W. Dunne 
said, "We don't want it. They (suburbs) 
don't want it. What they do want to do is 
tell us what to do with it." But Duime 
concedes Northwest suburb* view pro- 


posed development of unincorporated 
land in terms of their own needs. 


"The problem is an individual one," he 


sayd. "It's like the person who wants a 
playground for his kids, but not next to 
his house." 


DUNNE'S OPINION is shared by Com- 


missioner Charles S. Bonk, a Democrat 
who heads the board's Public Service 
Committee. This committee considers 
zoning board actions before the matters 
go before the county board. 


Bonk suggested suburban opposition is 


almost frivolous and is used as a club to 


force developers to seek annexation. 


"It seems that it is automatic for mu- 


nicipalities to file their objections, re- 
gardless of what the proposed devel- 
opment might be," he charged. 


Most county officials agree that the 


Northwest suburbs are by far the most 
active in opposing proposed rezonings. 
Seith said Wheeling, Mount Prospect, Ar- 
lington 
Heights, Palatine 
and 
Des 


Plaines most frequently filed objections 
in zoning cases.

Standard Oil Co. pulled its price sup- 


ports Monday, and if other major gaso- 
line retailers follow their lead, most driv- 
ers in the Chicago metropolitan area will 
be paying higher prices within a few 
days. 


In the meantime, car owners could 


save a few cents by shopping around for 
gasoline prices, accrding to Herbert 
Hugo, Midwest Bureau chief of Platt's 
Oilgram. The publication, a division of 
McGraw-Hill, publishes daily listings of 
prices in the petroleum industry. 


"There are probably 11 different price 


levels in the Chicago area right now," 
Hugo said. "Standard moved to a sug- 
gested retail price of 40 4 cents a gallon, 
the normal rpiec level, Monday and Shell 
followed later in the day. texaco made a 
move early Tuesday to a 3-cent subnor- 
mal price — that is, they will support a 
37 4 cent a gallon price. Other dealers in 
the area range from 19.4 cents a gallon 
up to these levels. 


Atlantic Richfield Co.'s marketing of- 


fice had no comment on price changes on 
Tuesday afternoon. 


IN RESTORING normal 
gasoline 


prices, Standard Oil dropped its price 
supports to dealers, the price support is 
the difference between the normal price 
level and the lower price which is used to 
compete with other companies in gas 
wars. The oil company traditionally pays 
70 per cent of this difference when the 
deualer pays 30 per cent. 


"When we restore our normal price 


and withdraw the support, we hope the 
dealer pays 30 per cent. 


our competition will do the same," said 
Carl Meyerdirk, area public relations 
manager for Standard Oil Co. "However, 
our prices depend on our competition. 
We have seen some indication that the 
other major oil companies (majors) may 
be restoring prices," he said. 


"We restored normal prices about Feb. 


9, but then about Feb. 15, the prices be- 
gan to slide downward again," said Mey- 
erdirk. "There are areas in Lake County, 
Ind., where the prices had never been 
restored to normal, and these areas grew 
larger and larger. We again restored our 


prices to normal on Monday " 


Meeyrdirk said that the oil company 


does not fix the price charged by the 
dealer, but rather makes a recommenda- 
tion, currently at 40.4 cents a gallon 
"The dealer tank wagon price is the only 
one we control, now a 19.6 cents a gal- 
lon," he said 


"ADDED TO THIS price are several 


other costs," he said "There is 4 cents 
federal tax, 7% cents state tax and 5 per 
cent sales tax. The dealer then adds in 
whatever he feels is necessary to operate 
his station, usually about 8 cents a gal- 
lon." 


Meyerdirk attnbuted the current round 


in the gas war to several factors. These 
include an abundance of supply to the 
Midwest area; a slowdown in the econo- 
my, making the driver more willing to 
shop around for prices; inflationary pres- 
sures; and dealers trying to attract 
greater sales vollme by cutting their 
prices. If enough service stations lower 
gasoline prices, the major oil companies 
will compete by initiating price supports 
to cut their prices, said Meyerdirk. 


Most service station owners hope the 


oil companies will drop their price sup- 
ports, according to E. G. Albano, execu- 
tive director of the Gasoline Retailers 
Association of Metropolitan Chicago 
"The service station owner has to pay 
for 30 per cent of the price support, cut- 
ting down his profits," he said. "When a 
man is making more money, he will put 
more into his business by giving better 
service "

Obscenity Refusals Low In Area

The number of Northwest suburban 


residents registering not to receive sex 
oriented mail has been very limited, 
area postal officials said this week. 


"In this area they must like the stuff. 


It all depends on the individual," said 
Leonard R. Kunowski, assistant post- 
master in Wheeling. 


Lack of knowledge, apathy, and fear of 


getting involved are reasons postal offi- 
cials from Des Plaines, Arlington 
Heights, Hoffman Estates and Palatine 
give for the low number of "no-sex mail" 
registrants. 


Under a law, effective Feb. 1, this year, 


individuals can permanently put their 
names on a list published monthly that 
postal authorities sell to the peddlers of 
erotica. 


Persons who mail advertisements pro- 


moting sex information and pictures 
must purchase the list costing $5,000, and 
are subject to heavy fines and penalties 
if they send sex mail to those who re-

longer be "isolated for eight hours a 
day." 


The report to the board stated that, 


"We, the students, fervently feel that we 
h a v e a God-given right to self- 
determination and the right to act on the 
premises and foundation of our own com- 
mon sense and moral codes 


"As citizens of a free and republican 


system of government, we feel the 
simple question of our freedom of choice 
during the so-called 'free' periods should 
not be hindered by barriers which do not 
even exist for children of elementary 
school age." 


Hiller said that some students won't be 


able to cope with the increased freedom 
of the plan. But "safeguards and proper 
orientation" could be developed at each 
school to make the plan successful, he 
said. 


"IT WOULD BE the greatest mistake 


to build a structure for the weakest indi- 
vidual," at the expense of the student 
who could benefit from the increased 
freedom, he said. 


Hiller said he and other students have 


been meeting with administration repre- 
sentatives. 


The plan presented would allow stu- 


dents to leave the school during free pe- 
riods, if they have received permission 
from their parents to participate in the 
open campus program. 


Students would not be allowed in the 


hallways during class time, or allowed to 
reenter the schot 1 during class periods. 


If a student broke open campus rules, 


he would lose his right to leave the 
school grounds, toe report states. 


quested not to receive any. 


The Wheeling Post Office serves about 


30,000 residents. About five forms a week 
have been filled out in Wheeling request- 
ing entry to the no-sex mail list. 


"People don't even want to fill out the 


form," Kunowski said. At all area post 
offices persons who come in complaining 
they've received erotic mail are given 
forms to fill out aimed to assure no more 
similar materials are sent to their 
homes. More often than not the forms 
are disgarded, postal officials believe. 


The Arlington Heights Post 
Office 


serves an estimated 115,000 residents, in- 
cluding persons in Rolling Meadows and 
Elk Grove Village. 


To date, about 15 forms have been 


filled out, said Bernard Zimmer, Arling- 
ton Heights Post Office spokesman. 


"If followed through as planned it (the 


no-sex mail list) should be quite effec- 
tive. It puts the burden on the mailer," 
he added. 


Postal law also required persons pro- 


moting erotica through the mail to mark 
their advertising "sex oriented." 


Postal officials said it is difficult to de- 


termine how much of the sex advertising 
goes through unmarked because sealed 
mail is not opened. 


In Arlington Heights between five and 


10 pieces of marked sex oriented mail 
pass through daily out of 300,000 pieces 
handled, according to employe estimates. 


Between 50 and 100 pieces of sex ori- 


ented mail passed through the Palatine 
Post office last week, said Mrs. Martha 
Webster, postmaster. 


"Out of that three people will come in 


to complain," she added. "Others must 
just disregard it" 


"There's been a big drop in obscene 


mail. Most outfits are not taking the 
chance," said John Koulantas, postal 
commissioner in Des Plaines. 


He feels many persons who in the past 


dealt with erotica are fearful of prose- 
cution under the new postal laws. 


"It's really bad when it does come in; 


to a point where it couldn't get any low- 
er," Koulantas said. "I think it would 
make you sick to the stomach." 


About 15 persons out of 98,000 patrons 


served by Des Plaines Post 
Office 


have registered not to receive sex ori- 
ented advertisements, Koulantas added. 


"A lot of people are not aware they can 


get these blanks I don't think they know 
about it even though they're there on bul- 
letins posted in post offices and articles 
in the papers, said Sheldon Galanter, sta- 
tion superintendent in Hoffman Estates. 


Galanter's station serves about 30,000 


r e s i d e n t s in Hoffman Estates and 
Schaumburg He said about 12 forms 


have been filled out. 


The monthly list of persons not to re- 


ceive sex mail is limited to the dealers of 
sex oriented literature. 


Persons wishing to be put on the list 


simply have to fill out the form which 
asks their name and address. 


A wife, however, can't fill a form out 


for her husband. Each individual must 


apply for themselves. The exception is 
parents who may include children under 
19 years of age on their forms. 


The law only covers domestic mail. 


Pornography or obscene mail still can be 
received from foreign countries. 


Mail from certain foreign sources, 


however, is intercepted by U S. Customs 
officials 


ACLU Strenuously Objects 
To 'No Sex MaiV Listings 


Objections have been made by Amer- 


ican Civil Liberties Union (ACLU) offi- 
cials against the "no sex mail" list 
compiled by the U. S. Post Office 


Part of the ACLU argument is that un- 


wanted mail can be thrown in the waste 
basket, said Jay Miller, executive direc- 
tor of ACLU's Illinois division. 


"The liability to people who sent out 


that stuff is undue," Miller said, adding, 
"those who can't afford to buy the list 
are unduly penalized." 


MAILERS OF SEX literature face 


charges if they accidentally mail mate- 
rials to persons on the list, he added. 


They also face charges if there's con- 


fusion and sex oriented materials are 
sent to people who filled out forms at 
their post office but have not yet been 
listed, he added. 


"The law clearly violated the peddlers' 


rights," Miller said. "We feel the waste 
basket is the best censor in the world " 


Postal authorities are taking forms 


from individuals requesting they not re- 
ceive any sex oriented literature. 


The persons' names are then added to 
a list updated monthly, which the ped- 
dlers of sex books and pictures must 
purchase for $5,000. 


Anyone sending sex mail to persons on 


the list is liable to receive a fine up to 
$5,000 and a five year jail sentence. 


"CHILDREN SHOULD be controlled so 


they won't open parent's mail," Miller 
said to those who object to having 
childen exposed to sex mail. 


"People make too much of a deal 


about having children exposed. Parents 
get upset It exists in the world and 
should be recognized," he added. 


Miller said sex is not treated properly 
"It's treated with fright and children 


have instilled in them the anxiety their 
parents experience," he added. 


The ACLU will not file a suit challeng-

AN INDOOR tennii center will be 
built this summer by the Arlington- 
Dei Plainet Partnership on a tract of 
land north of Algonquin Road be- 
tween Linneman and Elmhurst roads 


in Elk Grove Township. The site is ad- 
jacent to an Alter Realty Co. pro- 
prosed, 
multimillion - dollar 
office, 


apartment and recreation center. 


Developers of a new indoor tennis club 


in the Northwest suburban area are hop- 
ing to have the facility open next Oct. 1 
with an initial membership of about 800. 


The tennis center will be built on a 2.9- 


acre site at the north end of Malmo Road 
in Elk Grove Township. The site is near 
Algonquin Road between Linneman Road 
and Highway 83. 


Earlier this week the Arlington-Des 


Plaines Partnership, the group building 
the facility, received the necessary zon- 
ing for the site from the county. As a 
result, the group plans to begin construc- 
tion about April 1. 


The building will have six indoor tennis 


courts initially. It can be expanded to 
include eight courts eventually. Other fa- 
cilities at the $700,000 center will in- 
clude a sauna, exercise room, nursery, 
viewing gallery, lounge, locker rooms, 
and a pro shop. 


A SPOKESMAN SAID the facility

This Census Is For The ^Birds' 


by JIM HODL 


This summer, ornithologists will en- 


gage in another type of census. Instead 
of counting noses, they will count beaks. 


Sponsored by the National Fish and 


Wildlife Service, ornithologists like Daryl 
Tessen will travel 25 miles on foot, 
counting every bird they see or hear. 


Tessen. said this will be the seventh 


year the wildlife service has conducted 
such a service. Held in late June, both 
amateur and professional birdwatchers 
will help the service find out how many 
and what type of birds exist around the 
nation. 


Tessen will do his counting in Wiscon- 


sin, where he has participated since the 
census began. In counting the birds, an 
ornithologist works between 4:30 and 10 
a m . He walks through the count area 
and stops every half mile. There, he 
records every bird he sees within his 
sight. He also records every bird he 
hears, even though he cannot see it. 


Birds are counted according to species. 


While he doesn't beong to any local 


birdwatching societies, Tessen considers 
himself a professional ornithologist. He 
often spends weekends with friends look- 
ing for birds in rural areas of Wisconsin 
as a means of relaxing. 


However, most of the beak counters 


this June will be amateur ornithologists 
who just observe birds as an irregular 
hobby. 


Birdwatching can be addictive, Tessen, 


a science instructor at Fremd High 
School, Palatine, said. The average bird- 
watcher usually starts after he takes pity 
on the birds during winter and sets up a 
bird feeder. 


Tessen said the person begins to watch 


the feeder and begins to notice birds he 
has never noticed before, He calls up or- 
nithological groups to find out what the 
birds are. Usually, after he is told what 
bird he has observed, he begins to look 
for new species. 


When spring comes, the person may go 


to a forest to observe birds which do not 
live in his neighborhood, Tessen said. 
Along the way, the person meets other 
birdwatchers and may then join an orni- 
thological group. 


While Tessen does not belong to a state 


wide ornithological group, he is affiliated 
with the Wisconsin Society for Ornitholo- 
gy (WSO). 


Tessen is the fall editor of the WSO 


publication, the Passenger Pigeon. The 
magazine, which publishes quarterly, 
analyzes each season determining how 


many birds were seen. It also gives ac- 
counts to where birds can be observed, 
reviews books and prints articles on con- 
servation. 


In the past few years, bird watching 


has joined the ecological movement. This 
year's National Audubon Society con- 
vention, to be held at the end of May in 
Milwaukee, will be devoted almost en- 
tirely to ecology, Tessen said.

pay this bill, the board has a moral obli- 
gation to act on the problems of drug use 
and abuse in the community. I think Nor- 
ris' attack is unwarranted and improper 
because he, as an incumbent board 
member, had the forum in which to ques- 
tion the drug abuse program. He had an 
opportunity as well as an obligation, 
which, I think, he did not fulfill." 


Despite Norris' objection as well as 


Trustee John Kilroy's doubts about the 
procedure, used by Teichert in seeking 
payment of the bill, the board approved 
Donald Furst, Daniel Ahern, George Rei- 
ter as well as Teiohert approved pay- 
ment of the bill. Trustee Robert Soder- 
man, who is vacationing in Europe, in- 
dicated earlier he would approve the ex- 
penditure but under protest. 


In addition to village trustees who en- 


dorsed the program CAP members also 
addressed the board in support of the 
mayor and his financial commitment to 
Forest Hospital. Kenneth Scholten, CAP 
coordinator and a candidate for village 
trustee told the board that the money 
had been spent well in that it had made 
the community aware of its problems 
and available solutions and established a 
link of communications between adults 
and students in Mount Prospect.

St. Patrick again broke the Dons' win- 


ning streak with a 69-58 win in Chicago. 
Notre Dame's lack of size could not pre- 
vent 6-10 St Patrick center Jim Christen- 
sen from controlling the game in the 
fourth quarter. 


After the loss to St. Patrick. Notre 


Dame downed Marian Central in the Sub- 
urban Catholic Conference playoff and 
then crushed Niles North in the opening 
round of the regional tournament. 


The same lack of size which hurt the 


Dons against St. Patrick also hurt 
against New Trier East. New Trier's 
front line went 6-8, 6-6 and 6-4 and Notre 
Dame could not handle the big men. 


Therefore the Dons were downed 70-48

talk about? 


"The role of sport In American society 


with concomitant offshoots — what sport 
is really, the nse of drugs, racism in 
sports. It's part of my own attempt at 
intellectual self-justification for what I 
do." 


Beneath 
that neatly 
glued 
toupee 


throbs an agile brain (Howard is a grad- 
uate lawyer) with a manifest social con- 
sciousness. 


"Sport," he says portentously, "will 


never again be what it once was, a tiny 
sanctuary for real life. There are mo- 
ments when sport transcends all. When 
John Carlos and Tommie Smith extended 
their hands at the Olympics in Mexico 
City, it exposed to an entire world the 
racial anguish of a nation. Sport does 
have moments like that. 


"It's very much a part of the real fab- 


ric of life, invading as it does the eco- 
nomics, the sociology, the law and even 
the politics of society. Examples: The Ali 
case, the St. Louis football Cardinals, the 
pension strikes, the manner by which a 
professional football merger was lobbied

that wants it told with candor will be 


taking over. You're going to see an end 
to the mere ex-jock with the redundant 
cilches." 


With "right-on" probity, Howard ad- 


justs his sights to the gentlemen of the 
press, too: 


' ' T h e old bread-and-butter estab- 


lishment writers are writing for ages 8 to 
12." 


Still, when you devolve its meaning, 


sport after all is an extension of the en- 
tertainment field, and escapism, and 
well-remembered here is Howard's dis- 
may a couple of years ago at his total 
time commitment to fun and games. 
Suddenly, one senses newly derived grat- 
ification. 


"In a limited personal sense it's true," 


he concedes. "You're accused of ego- 
tism, but I have been a traiiblazer. At 
least, there was an encroachment upon 
all the blandness, the mediocrity, the ac- 
quiescence to the ordinary that is the 
common yardstick of my profession."

"Dandy Don Meredith is one of the fi- 


nest men alive," says Howard con- 
summately, "and he very quickly be- 
came a personality because, very can- 
didly, a brilliant man named Roone Ar- 
ledge (Howard's boss at ABC) placed 
him next to a great professional who 
knew how to bounce him off and make 
him come off the hero." 


In the precise prosody of Howard 


Co'sell, "you can negately equate any- 
thing."

Speedway Plans Continue 


Promoter Gordon Sill of the Waukegan 


Speedway announced today that prelimi- 
nary activity for the opening of the 
Waukegan stock car track is progressing 
ahead of schedule. In just one month — 
Saturday night, April 10 and Sunday af- 
ternoon, April 11 — the Waukegan Speed- 
way will swing open its gates for the 23rd 
season of auto racing. 


Since the track was asphalted in No- 


vember of 1968 the pre-season mainte- 
nance problems have been cut down con- 
siderably and the earlier opening dates 
have been possible. Although Sill admits 
he doesn't have too much control over 
the sometimes cool spring temperatures, 
he guarantees the track will be in top 
shape and, with other area tracks still 
closed, the entry list will be among the 


strongest in the midwest. 


Much work was done at the Speedway 


following the close of the 1970 season and 
now Sill and his maintenance crews are 
back at work again. For those drivers 
who want to register in person, the track 
is now open daily from 9 a.m. to 5 p.m. 


The technical rule changes were made 


and announced at the end of last season. 
The major late model specification 
changed was the tire width. Drivers will 
be given four nights to use up last year's 
tires, any width which would fit on a 12- 
inch wide rim, and then they will be re- 
quired to use tires with a width of no 
more than 11 inches. This move was 
made to reduce the rising tire costs and 
to conform to the "American Racing 
Congress" recommendation. 


Also changed for the 1971 season will 


be the end-of-the-year bonus fund. Last 
year the top 20 late model drivers shared 
in a fixed bonus. This season the top 20 
late model drivers and top 15 hobby 
stock pilots will divide the pot. And the 
size may double over last year due to 
nightly contributions which will not de- 
crease the size of the nightly purse. 


Again in 1971 the Waukegan Speedway 


will host a number of special events. 
There will be two 100-lap features for the 
late models, one on Sunday night, May 
30, and the other on Sunday night, July 4 
A special late model invitational race is 
planned for Sunday night, Sept. 5. The 
first extra lap affair will be the 50-lap 
April championship scheduled for Satur- 
day night, April 24.

Mrs. Early was hired 
in late February to replace Esther Rab- 
chuk. The executive director's post is the 
only salaried position in the bureau's 
structure. 


Since the bureau's beginnings in a tem- 


porary office at Arlington High School, 
the number of volunteers placed and the 
agencies served has multiplied. For the 
period of Aug. 31 through Dec. 31, volun- 
teers in Elementary School Dist. 25 
served a total of 4,397 hours. For the 
same period, volunteers served a total of 
418 hours in Dist. 57 schools and 484 
hours in Dist. 23 schools. 


DURING THIS same period, the bu- 


reau placed a total of more than 530 
volunteers in various jobs including ser- 
vice, enrichment and social agencies. 


The volunteer's job ranges the spec- 


trum from a one-time speech presenta- 
tion to a longer term turoring assign- 
ment to a long-term job of helping with 
clerical work a certain number of hours 
each week 


The concept of a clearing house for

1969 marked the beginning of the bu- 
reau's operation. 


Lois Moore was the first director of the 


bureau and was one member of the 
troika responsible for the bureau's for- 
mation. The Rev. Leon Haring and Bon- 
nie Genrich were also instrumental in 
getting the first office opened. 


In the fall of 1969, the bureau opened 


its main office and operated from do- 
nated space at John Hersey High School, 
Arlington Heights. The bureau's main of- 
fice is presently still at the high school, 
but will be moved to donated space at 
Harper College, Palatine, in June. 


AS THE BUREAU has grown, five 


branch offices have been established to 
serve certain towns in the area. These 
branch offices are encouraged to meet 
the local needs of volunteers, placing 
them m jobs close to home. However, the 
branch offices also cooperate with the 
main office in finding jobs for volunteers 
with special desires. These offices are 
manned by volunteer branch directors. 


Throughout its history, the bureau has 


faced financial problems. As the number 
of volunteers and branch offices has 
grown, the budget has increased also. 
However, the sources of funding have not 
grown at the same rate and some 
months, the executive director has had to 
wait for her pay check. 


In an attempt to tap more sources of 


funding, the president-elect of the bu- 
reau's board has sent a letter to village 
presidents and mayors, presidents of 
area United Funds, service groups and 
selected agencies. 


IN THE LETTER, Roderick McLennan 


wrote the bureau has continued to sur- 
vive despite financial problems because 
of "its proven value to both the volunteer 
and to the agencies needing their ser- 
vices." 


McLennan stated the bureau has re- 


ceived financial support from the Arling- 
ton Heights United Fund; High School 
Dist. 214; Elementary Districts 25, 57, 
and 23; churches; and service clubs. 


The board is hoping to establish a 


more secure financial basis for the bu- 
reau's operation during the coming third 
y e a r of e x i s t e n c e , according to 
McLennan. 


"We believe that a $16,000 budget for 


this fiscal year, Jan. 1 to Dec. 31, is rea- 
sonable. However, the problems of fi- 
nancing are such that we may have to 
continue on a more restricted basis. The 


1972 budget, including social security 
benefits, office equipment, and assistant 
d i r e c t o r and inflation, approaches 
$45,000," according to the letter. 


McLennan also wrote, "Although the 


schools have provided financial assis- 
tance because of the proven value of 
having volunteers . . . costs much less 
than providing paid services, the bureau 
hopes to be able to reduce or discontinue 
this type of support, as the bureau serves 
the entire community." 


Board members are hoping the letter 


will bring some positive response and 
funds can be collected. However, if the 
sources of income are untappable and 
schools cut back on their allotments, the 
bureau's board will be faced with the de- 
cision on whether it should close the Vol- 
unteer Service Bureau of Northwest Cook 
County.

The crowd overflowed into the hall, 


forming a labyrinth of 
wheelchairs, 


walkers, canes. Between 30 and 40 elder- 
ly men and women had painstakingly 
made their way to the living and dining 
rooms of Magnus Farm, an Arlington 
Heights retirement home, where Mrs. 
Ray Avischious of Church Women United 
(CWU) of Northwest Cook County was 
conducting the World Day of Prayer ser- 
vice 


Other CWU members filled every 


available space, helping the oldsters, 
singing, partaking of the service, and 
lingering afterwards to exchange a few 
friendly words — soft words that almost 
shouted "we care." 


It was a moving service, one of four 


the unit conducted that day. Moving also 
because 
throughout that entire day, 


March 6, World Day of Prayer was Being 
celebrated by 120 CWU units in Illinois, 
by women in 25,000 United States com- 
munities, by Christians in 155 countries 
around the globe. 


Women 'round the world were wor- 


shipping every hour 'round the clock. 


IN DBS PLAINES at the First Congre- 


gational Church, another Church Women 
United unit gathered to "Share a 
Dream" — based on the famous quota- 
tion of Martin Luther King, "I still have 
a dream . . . that all men are created 
equal." Mrs. Ernest Grant, known for 
her work in the field of mental health, 
related her dream for Des Plaines. 


Mrs. Chester Randby, president of the 


Des Plaines unit, read excerpts of letters 
she received from prominent state and 
national figures stating their specific 
dreams. Members were encouraged to 
"give voice to your dreams, make them 
concrete, share them with other people 
and other people will join in." 


World Day of Prayer is one of three 


ecumenical services observed by Church 
Women United throughout the world. The 
second is May Fellowship Day, May 7, 
which will focus on the role of the fami- 
ly. "Enlarge the Place of Your Tent" is 
the theme. 


THE THIRD ECUMENICAL celebra- 


tion is in November and is called World 
Community Day. Environmental 
prob- 


lems and the protection of our environ- 
ment will be the main concern of this 
celebration 


"Ecumenical" means "promoting or 


tending toward worldwide Christian unity 
or cooperation." CWU crosses over de- 
nominational lines, combines the efforts 
and resources of all Christian women for 
greater strength and larger purpose. The 
combined power of women of all denomi- 
nations not only promotes fellowship be- 
tween faiths but effective action on local, 
national and international levels. 


A current national project of Church 


Women United is to increase Christian 
ministry in national parks. Another en- 
deavor is the new dwelling being built 
for the people in the Windward Islands. 
On the state level, providing ministry in 
public institutions is a current goal. 


BUT LOCAL PROJECTS and goals are 


dictated by local needs and the interests 
of the women themselves. 


The Des Plaines CWU unit has a long 


history of being concerned with problems 
of the migrant people in the area. Years 
ago, CWU combined with the American 
Association of University Women to car- 
ry out a project initiated by Dr. Elfriede 
Horst of Des Plaines, a series of pro- 
grams offered each summer in schools 
and churches for the children of migrant 
workers. For a number of years, CWU 
representatives visited migrant camps 
each summer offering 
programs in 


crafts and other skills. 


Now members of the unit help at the 


English class at First Congregational 
Church where the Laubaeh phonetic sys- 
tem of reading is taught to Spanish- 
speaking women. CWU members take 
care of the young children who often 
must accompany their mothesr 


Last year the Des Plaines CWU be- 


came vitally interested in the North Sub- 
urban Day Care Center, encouraging its 
10 cooperating churches to supply volun- 
teers and make financial contributions. 
Other Des Plaines CWU concerts are 
housing, problems of migrant workers, 
the environment and Des Plaines' teen 
recreational center, Place for People. 


T H E 
NORTHWEST Cook County 


unit of Church Women United has also 
been involved with the problems of mi- 
grants. Members have participated in 
summer migrant programs — helping 
with crafts, 
providing 
refreshments, 


working with the children. They, too, are 
volunteers at the Laubaeh Literacy Cen- 
ter, this one conducted at Trinity United 
Methodist Church in Mount Prospect. 
They have concerned themselves with 
drug abuse, with the problems of the 
American Indian, with racial justice not 
only in local housing but in all aspects of 
life. And they are a source of continuous 
woman power for the Volunteer Service 
Bureau of Northwest Cook County.

Cook County unit, is hardly more than an 
infant. It was born in March 1968 after a 
notice appeared in the bulletins of many 
churches holding World Day of Prayer 
services, inviting any women interested 
to come to a meeting. 


THREE SHOWED up: Mrs. Melvin 


Born of Arlington Heights' First Presby- 
terian Church, the current president; 
Mrs. Lloyd Blair of Arlington Heights' 
Christian Church, Disciples of Christ; 
and Mrs. 0. Ivan Cole of Arlington 
Heights, at that time a member of the 
National Board of Directors of Church 
Women United. 


Were they discouraged? Not at all. 


Armed with lists of all northwest subur- 
ban churches, they proceeded to write 
stacks of letters and to spend hours on 
the phone asking the presidents of wom- 
en's organizations to send two represen- 
tatives to an organizational meeting. Fif- 
teen churches did so. This became the 
steering committee. 


From this group, speakers and dis- 


cussion group leaders visited the wom- 
en's organizations of local churches to 
acquaint them with the purpose, struc- 
ture and program of the local unit. 


Now the unit includes members for 


45 churches in Mount Prospect, Prospect 
H e i g h t s , Arlington Heights. Rolling 
Meadows, Palatine, Elk Grove Village, 
Hoffman Estates and Schaumburg. 


IF CHURCH WOMEN UNITED is in 


its infant stage in the Northwest Cook 
County Unit, it has certainly reached 
maturity in the Des Plaines Unit, where 
it began in 1927 as the Des Plaines Mis- 
sionary Union. In 1941, along with all oth- 
er CWU units, it became known as 
United Church Women. In 1950, United 
Church Women units merged with other 
organizations, becoming a department of 
the National Council of Churches. The 
scope of the movement broadened in 
1966, with greater participation of Ro- 
man Catholic and Orthodox women, at 
which time it was renamed Church Wom- 
en United. 


"It's really not an organization," ex- 


plained Mrs. Randby. "There are no 
dues, no membership cards, no member- 
ship list, and women of all churches are 
welcome. It is a channel through which 
women of various churches may accom- 
plish projects more effectively than in 
their individual churches There's a con- 
tinuous kaleidoscope of changing faces. 
Women move in and out, working on the 
p r o j e c t s which particularly interest 
them." 


TO ORGANIZE and evaluate their 


projects, CWU units hold several forums 
each year. Women exchange their ideas, 
"listening teams" report what issues 
women in various churches are con- 
cerned about "This is where we get our 
strength," asserted one member. 


"The most 
significant 
thing about 


Church Women United," said Mrs. Blair, 
"is that you learn to know the concerns 
of other women. Barriers are broken 
down; you get insight into other people's 
beliefs " 


Church Women United are "united" 


for common goals. Such goals were 
spelled out at the Ecumenical Assembly 
of Church Women in July 1967: UNITED 
— to venture in new forms of witness to 
new forms of witness to Christ; to accept 
responsibility for justice and peace; to 
seek creative and healing encounter in 
the midst of the human community; to 
release the full potential in every person; 
and to develop more maturity in faith 
and discipline in commitment.

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Guide On Drugs Will Help Parents 


by PATRICIA McCORMACK 


NEW YORK (UPI) - Four times in 


the last three decades the Child Study 
Association America responded to insur- 
mountable problems in the child-raising 
arena by turning to its printing presses. 


Each time it produced guides for par- 


ents plagued with the frustration of help- 
lessness over conditions threatening their 
children. The newest monumental guide, 
"You, Your Child and Drugs," Mows 
the first three — one on fears after Pearl 
Harbor, one on children and the threat of 
nuclear war, one on children and sex. 


James S. Ottenberg, executive director 


of the association and architect of the 
new guide on drugs, said in an interview 
that each time the experts advising par- 
ents cautioned against feeling that the 
problems are so much beyond their con- 
trol that they act defeated. 


LIKE THE THREAT of nuclear war 


and the upheaval in sexual conduct, the 
drug temptations aren't going to go 
away, according to Ottenberg, a lawyer 
formerly associated with the Addiction 
Services Agency of New York City. 


"It is our hope that the guide will en- 


able the thinking, troubled parent to cope 
with potential drug problems of their 
children better," be said. 


"Most books turn parents into detec- 


tives and scare them," he said. "Our ap- 
proach is to calm them and to show them 
that there are things they can do when 
faced with the drug problem." 


Asked if the drug problem will go 


away, he replied: 


"I haven't seen a particle of evidence 


it will. Some aspects of it are changing, 
like fashion. LSD seems to be out, but 
marijuana is more popular and heroin is 
moving into higher income groups. 


"LEGISLATION is not a primary pre- 


ventive measure — unless we could get 
a n enforceable 
international treaty 


Death sentences to pushers wouldn't do 
much. The drugs are available and the 
kids are programmed for receptivity to 
them." 


The association's approach, 
recom- 


mended by Rachele Thomas, staff psy- 
chologist, is to have parents recognize 
that there are multiple causes and that 
you, the parent, cannot insulate your 
child — since an awful lot of the causes 
come from outside and you can't do any- 
thing about it. 


"What we say," Ottenberg said, "is be 


there, parents; intervene, 
be active. 


Refuse to be defeated."
